THE ADMINISTRATION REPORT GF BURMA FOR 
THE YEAR 1890-91. 


iN this report the practice of converting rupees into conventional pounds 
sterling is discontinued. The record of Police, fudicial, Jail, Raiiway, and Sam- 
tary administration is that of the calendar year 1890; in other cases the year of 
report is the official year ending on the 31st March 1891. In this summary ree 
ference will occasionaiiy be mage to matters of interest which occurred between 
the close of the year of report and the time of writing. 


2. (Sir Charles Crosthwaité held the office of Chief Commissioner until the 
toth of December 18go, when he was succeeded by 

Changes in the Administration i> Alexander Mackenzie. The superior staff of 
Secretariat was re-organized and strengthened by the appointment of an additional 


Secretary in December 1890. A Judicial Commissioner for Upper Burma was

appointed in May 1890. The Deputy Commissioner of Rangoon ceased to be ” 


the President.of the Municipality and a paid President was appointed during the 
year. ) | 

3. Sir Alexandcr Mackenzie proceeded to Mandalay in December 1890, and 
dilebwards Viscd tie Golricts of Nyaukse, Sayaing, 
Shwebo, Katha, and bhamo, returning to Rangoorfin 
the end of February. in March he visited Moulmein, Tavoy, and Mergui. During

the rains of 1891 he inspected the headcuarters and many subdivisions of the 
Bassein, Thongwa, Henzada, Prome, Thayetmyo, Minbu, Magwe, Myingyan, 
Pakékku, Lower and Upper Chindwii, Katha, Bhamo, Merktila, Yaméthin, Pyin- 
mana, Tounguo, and Pegu districis. Durbars were held in a large number of sta- 
tions, at which rewards were confe-red on deserving officials and others, and the 
policy of Goverment explained to the people. In December 189: the Chief 
Commissioner visited Sandoway, Kyaukpyu, and Akyab. 

4. Upper Burma proper being now perfectly tranquil, it is nul necessary bo 
describe separately the progress made in the pacifi- 
cation of each district. The fact that there were fewer 
violent crimes in Upper than in Lower Burma during the year is sufficient proof 
that cxcept in certain fronticr tracts the work is complete. The only scricus dis-

turbance was the insurrection organized by the Sawbwa of Wuntho, in the course 
of which several posts in the Katha district were attacked and considerable 
damage done. 

5. Except for a few minor raids in North Theinni the peace of the Shan 
States proper was undisturbed and some progress 
was made in the detailed inquiry into the population

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and revenue-paying capacity of the States, which has been set on foot with a view” 


to putting the tribute arrangementson a settled basis. Inthe Northern States work 
was continued on the road irom Maymyo io Lashio and a telegraph line to Lashio 
was sanctioned. Inthe Southern States the road to Fort Stedman was opened 
for cart trafic as far as Thamakan. Progress was made in the examination 
of the forests, and the mode in which the forests are to be worked has since been 
settled. The Superintendents were absent during the greater part of the open season 
on the Siam and China frontiers and collected much information with regard to out- 
lying States of which hitherto little had been known. Karenn: was fairly quiet, but 


Sawlawihas not vet been placed in possession of his trans-Salween forests, and has 
. e ° . e i vy 
in cansequence been unable to pay in his tribute. In Weste:n Karenni quariels con- % 


tinued among the petty Chiefrains, and between them and their Shan and Easiem 
Karenni neighbours. It has since become necessary to post an Assistant Commis- 
sioner, with a sma} escort, in Western Karenni to keep order and settle disputes. 
The several Chieftains are now to be formally recognized and to be presented with 
sanads. They will be required to pay a nominal tribute and to conform to the orders 
of the Superintendent. The condition of Momeik was not satisfactory. Saw Maung, 
the ex-Sawbwa of Nyaungywe, who was placed in temporary charge of the State in 
1889, again failed to keep order, and it again became necessary to send troops and 
police into the country to put duwn the disturbances. An Assistant Commis>ioner 
has now been placed at Momcik with a yarrison of 100 military police. Saw 
Maung has resigned, and the State will be administered for the time being by the 
Deputy Commissioner of the Ruby Mines district. In Wuntho State somewhat 
serious disturbances occurred. The Sawbwa, whe had never entered into thoroughly 
friendly relations with ovr officers, was supposed 'ts* year to be becoming better 
inclined towards our rule. Asa matter of fact. however, he was in treaty with 
Kale, and it is believed with Manipur, with a view to a general rising. The arranee- 
inents dur cunceiied acitun did nol succeed, hut the Sawbwa himself, with his 
father, broke into open rebellion in the month uf February 1891. The frontier 
villages uf the Katha and Ye-u districts were attacked and plundered ; several of 
our police posts were destroyed, and the public buildings at Kawlin, the head- 
quarters of a Subdivisional Officer, were burnt to the ground. A cwnsiderable 
bedy of troops and police was at «vce sent to the frontier. The Sawbwa was 


deposed by proclamation and driven into flight. His forces were dispersed and

ing districts of Katha and Ye-u and is now for the main part perfectly quiet. 


The ex-Sawbwa has, however, not yet been captured. He is in hiding in the 


hifis in the northern part of the State with an armed following, by whom occa- 


sional depredations are made in the plains. [tis hoped that during the present 


open season he may either surrender or be captured by the columns which are 
being sent out for that purpose. The so-called Shan State of Kale has also 
since the cicse of the year Leen incorporated in Upper’ Burma proper. The 
Sawbwa, who had habitually misgoverned the State and had entirely failed to pay 
the tribute due to the paramount power, was found to have been alsu actively 
disloyal; to have been aiding and supporting in the Chin Hills a pretender 
to the throne of Burma, and to have been plotting a gencral rising with the 
Sawbwa of Wuntho. He was accordingly deposed and deported to Rangoon, and 
the Kale Valley has now been annexed to the Upper Chindwin district. 
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6. Fair progress was made in the settlement of the Chin Hills. The Ianhaws 
committed a cruel raid on the village of Pinthawa in the Kahaw valley. An ex- 
pedition was accordingly sent to their country and severe punishment inflicted. 
Thirty-nine captives were given up and a fine of Rs. 4,000 paid. There has been 
no further troubie in this part of the country. Further south the Siyins, Tashons, 
Hakas, and Yokwas behaved fairly well. The conduct of the independent Baungshe 
villages was not so satisfactory, and the misconduct of the village of Thetta, 
culminating in the murder of Mr. Wetherell, Assistant Superintendent of Police, 
necessitated the sending of two punitive expeditions. Later in the season the Tian- 
tlangs committed an unvrovencd attack on a column returning iFoin Tao, killing 
five of our men. A heavy fine was imposed upon the tribe, part of which was 
levied. The balance will be demanded dur:ng the present open season. 


7. Various columus were at work during the apen season in the outlying por- 
tions of ine Bhamiy district west of the Irrawaddy. The Kaukkwe valley was quieted 
anda strong post was established at the Jade Mines. The Machin Hills to the east 
and south-east of Bhamo town were visited by columns and some progress was 
‘made in reducing the wild tribe. to order. Further north a new subdivision was _ 
constituted with headquarters at Myitkyina, and beyond this ayain much infor- 
mation was collected of the upper reaches of the Irrawaddy by an exploring culunin 
under Licutcnant Eliott and Major Hobday. During the current year further 
operations are being cunducted with a view to bringing the whole of the Kachin 
tribes from the bifurcation on the north to the Shan States on the south into 
thorough subjectiun, and additional ¢ sts are being established for the purpose of 
controlling the tribes and protecting the trade routes. c 

SNe Arts having special annlicarian ta Burma were passed during the 

vear. /A series of Regulations were enacted adapting 

acacia the law in force in Upper Burma to the exercise by the 

newly appointed Judicial Cominission:r of his supervising and controlling autho- 

rity. Several Acts were extended tu Upper Burma and others to the Shan States. 

The customary law of the Shan States was modified by the promulgation of a 

set of rules destgned to ansucr the purpose of the Penal and Criminal Pro¢edure 
Codes among a primitive people. 

g. The police were adminisiered as befure by an Inspector-General assisted 
by three Beputy Inspectors-General—one for civil 
and two for military police. The forces of Upper 
and Luwer Burma have not yet been amalzamated. 


Police administration. 


10, Following the report of the Police Committee of 1888 a scheme for the 
re-organization of the police of Lower Burma was sub 

soci dieeeoeal mitted to the Government of India at the close of the 

year 1890 and has since been sanctioned. The force will he divided into civil 
and military police. Inthe civil police all recruits are to receive a thorough train. 
ing :n a school at the headquarters of the district before being placed on duty, 
and every member of the force is to receive instruction annually in the saine 
school. The military police is to consist of two battalions, one of which will 
ultimately be cormpused entirely of Karcns. Drafts from these battalions will furnish 
reserves for the civil stations in all districts. Such of the Indian members of the 


present force as are fit will be enrolled in the military police under Act XV of 
2 
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1887. Unfit men have to a large extent been weeded out during the past four 
years in anticipation of this reform. The strength of the Lower Burma police was 
increased during the year by the re-establishment of the Railway police. Phe 
conduct of the force was satisfactory except in three districts, Rangoon, Akyab, 
and Sandoway. In the iast two the police behaved badly in the face ofa serious 
outbreak of dacoity. The Lower Burma Village Act was put in force during the 
year in most districts, and in consequence the rural police was considerably re 
duced. Asagencral rule it is not contempiated to appoint rural policemen to 
assist the headmen, except in large villages. Violent crime decreased during the 
year from 9§2 cases to 648; cattle-theft also was considerably checked, a result 
which may be traced ina large measure to the enforcement of the Track Law. The 
preventive sections of the Cade of Criminal Procedure were better worked than in 
the previous year. Several Pclice Utticers complained that their efforts to work 
the preventive law were hampered by the Chief Commissioner’s orders restraining 
the police from making arrests under clauses (6) and (c) of section §5 of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure without first obtaining the orders of a Magistrate, but on 


enquiry it was found that the orders referred to were working well. : 


11. The strength of the Upper Burma military police was reduced during 

the vcar by over 000 men. Most of the reduction 
Upper . was effected by the transfer of frontier levies to the 

regular army. A further reduction of nearly 3,000 
men was proposed at the close of the year, and has since been sanctioned in 
connection with a general re-orgamzation of the policc, both military and civil.- 
The force was k:ss frequently employed on active service than in previous years, 
and the health of the men in consequence was much improved. The conduct 
Bi Uie force wads umiluliniy guod, and the slogaung battalion under Captain 
O'Donnell deserves special commendation tor much hard work, excellently per- 
formed. The civil police of Upper Burina received a small increase of numbers,’ 
but the cost was less than in 1889. The civil police stand greatly in need of 
careful instruction and discipline. Oneof the main features of the re-organization 
scheme recently sanctioned is ‘ic establishment of a training school at the head- 
quarters of every district. it ts difficult to get suitable men in some districts. 
There were no punitive policc cinpioved ai ile end of the year. There was less 
Violent crime reported in Upper than in Lower Burma during the year. Both ordi- 
nary theft and cattle-theft decreased, the latter in consequence of the more carcful 
working of the Village Regulation. The preventive sections of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure were not so much used as they might have been. ( The Police 
Supply Department was managed as before. The supply of the Lower Burma 
police was entrusted to it from ist April 1890, while that of the Chin and Shan 
levies was transferred to the Mululary Department.’

i2. The number of offences reported as true during the year was 43,257 
against 49,309 in the previous year. The decrease 
was chiefly in offences against ptoperty and against 
local and special laws. Crimes of vivience and cattle-thefts decreased greatly. 
Inquiries instituted by the Judiciil Commissioner showed that the differences 
between the Police and Judicial returns arose chiefly from errors in the police 
statements. The classification both of crimes and of results of trials is so differ-

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ent i the statements prescribed for the two departments that it is impossible to 
thoroughly check one statement by the other. The number of cases disposed of 
fell froin 43,401 to 39,088. The District Magistrates tried cases less than 
in 1889. The percentage of convictions and committals remains about the same 
as in the previous two years, and compares favourably with that obtaining in most 
other provinces. Sentences of fine and whipping bear a larger proportion to total 
punishments than in 1889. Inquiries were made as to the manner of executing 
sentences of whipping at outstations, and it was found that no change was needed. 
Sentences uf transportation and of imprisonment for over two years decreased 
greatly, in harmony with the progressive decrease of scrious crime. Committals to 
the Courts of Session outside Rangoon feli from 499 to 389. (The Commissioners 
of Pegu and {rrawaddy were assisted by an Additional Sessions Judge for about 
half the year.) Appeals to the Courts of Session, which had steadily increased for 
four years, fell from 2,423 to 2,191. The percentage of appeals rejected or dis- 
missed was 76. The proportion of appeals rejected or dismissed by District 
Mugistratcs varics greatly in different districts. It is hoped that the Judicial 
Commissioner will discaver the causes of these anomalies. 


13. A Judicial Commissioner for Upper Burma was appointed cn the 26th 
July 1890, and the jurisdictions of Commissioners and 
Beputy Commissioners were assimilated to those of 
Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners in Lower Burma.) There was a small 
increase in the number of offences reported as true. Offences against the 
State decreased trom 134 to 26 and dacoities from 1,311 to 311. The number 
of persons brought to trial increased slightly. The proportion of acquittals and 
Gischareos was rather less than in Lower Rurma, The number of death sen-

tences decreased from 1@5 to 60. The number of appeals was almost doubled. 
In the Courts of District Magistrates and Sessions only 61 per cent. of the ap- 
peals were entirely unsuccessful. In the Judicial Commissioner's Court the per- 
centage of unsuccessful appeals was 79°45. In this Court reduction of sentence 
was inore frequent than reversal ef conviction. 

14. The jail returns «1 Upper and Lower Burma have been amalgamated 
this year. The number of admissions continued to 
diminish, and the daily average population decreased 
from 11,494 to 11,296. The accommodation was slightly increased during the

year. The wtew jail at Jusecis is stil in jiand. One thousand five hundsed and 
thirty-four prisoners, who had heen convicted during the disturbed times, were re- 
leased, suine on security, sume unconditionally. There were no outbreaks. Four 
prisoners escaped, of whom three have been recaptured. The number of whip- 
pings was the same as in 1889, and other punishments decreased, especially shot 
dril!. The cost of rations per head diminished in both sections of the province ; 
in Lower Burmait was Rs. 33-3-8, in Upper Burma Rs. 43-6-3. A general revision ' 
of establishments was effected in accordance with the recommendations of the 
Jails Commission. This caused an increase of Rs. 28,749 in Upper Burma. In 
Rangoon Jail 19 paid warders were replaced by convict warders. There was a 
very large increase in the cash earnings of the Lower Burma jails. Attention was 
siven to the water-supply, and the results of the analyses were satisfactory except 
in the case of Toungoo, where the wells had become contaminated with sewage, 
and water had to be brought from the river. The health of the jails improved, 
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and the number of deaths (319) was unusually smal!, There were 19 deaths from 
cholera in four jails. 


15. There was a decrcasc in the nun:ber cf cascs instituted in the Civil 
Courts of Lower Burma, wich stood at about the 
Civil Justice, Lower Burma. = <a me fioure asin 1884. The average value of the 
suits increased, especially in the Courts of Rangoon town. The average duration 
of suits increased a little, but is still low. The execution of decrees was more 
successful than in the previous year. Appeals increased in the Judicial Commis- 
sioner’s Court and decreased inthe lower Appellate Courts. Inthe latter 65 per 
cent. of the decrees appealed against were confirmed. In Rangoon the jurisdiction 
of the Small Cause Court was extended under the Lower Burma Courts Act, 
1889. 

16. The number of suits instituted in the Civil Courts of Upper Burma con- 
tinued te increase steadily. The business of the 
Courts was disposed of with reasonable promptitude. 
Five hundred and twenty appeals were preferred to Deputy Commissioners and 50 
to the superior Courts. The number of decrees reversed was not large. Pro- 
vision was made for licensing and controlling Icgal practitioners, the Civil Justice 
Regulation was amended, and, in consequence vu! the appointment of a Judicial 
Commissioner, some changes were made in the jurisdictions of the Subordinate 
Courts. Circle Courts were abolished and replaced by village headmen acting 
under the Village Regulation.

17. In Lower Burma two new registration ofhces were opened, and one office 
was closed. There was a small increase in the total 
mimber af ddocumemis registered, bul d large decrease 
in the value of immoveable pruperty affected by registration, chiefly in Rangoon. 
In Upper Burma attention has been paid tu making the Registration Law better 
known in some towns where it was imperfectly understood, but still few documents 
are registered elsewhere than in Mandalay. The number of sales and mortgages 
registered in Mandalay has decrvased.

18. There were 25 Municipalities and 10 Town Committees in Lower Burma, 

ihe sane asi che previous year. The gross income 

og Buntpal Administeation, Low- of the 25 Municipalities fell from Rs. 45,34,383 to Rs. 
| 30,60,5965. The decrease is almost cntircly under 
the head of debt accounts. Receipts from taxation increased from Rs. 8,34,837 
to Rs. 8,74,084, and fines decreascd from Rs. 12,492 to Rs. 9,043. The gross 
expenditure fell from Rs. 44.54,781 to Rs. 28,60,739. But leaving debt accounts 
ont of consideration, the expenditure was about the same as in 1889-90, namely, 
Rs. 20,60,2a1 as against Rs. 20,63,410. The Committees were early warned 
of the impending withdrawal of the grants from Provincial revenues, and several 
of them have faced the problem effectively and put their finances in a safe state ; 
but there are others which have not done so, and they have again been urged to 
introduce a sufficient system of taxation without delay. Moulmein in particular, 
where the finances have for several years been in an unsatisfactory state, has heen 
repeatedly urged to action by the Chief Commissioner, and though the Commit- 
tee has taken some steps in the right direction since the close of the year under 
feport, yet the taxation in that town is still insufficient. In Rangoon a paid Pre- 
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sident was appointed in May, extensive impravements in the hospital builder 
and grounds were commenced, and the Shone system of drainage was extended to 
some outlying parts of the town. The necessary powers for compeling house- 
owners to connect thar hous¢s with the system were not obtained until late in the 
eurrent year, and it is nut vet possibl. to judge what the ultunate effect of the 
system will be. The best method of dealing with town lands is being considered 
by a strong committee under the presidency of the Financial Commissioner. This 
Cisunittce with the assistance sanitary and engineering experts is also engaged 
IN investigating the important question of reclaiming the low-lying and swampy 
paris of the town, and has presented a report dealing with one large section of the 
tewn. ‘The provision of additional water-supply for the rapidly increasing popu- 
lation is also engaging attention. In Rangoon, Moulmin, Basscin, and Shwegyin 
the management of education is now entirely in the hands of the Director of Public 
Instruction. The project for a sanitary survey of the principal towns is noticed 
ina later paragraph. On the whole the record of Municipal administration in 
18g0-gI Is satisfactory. 
19. The dis-establishment in February 1891 of the Myinmu Municipality re- 
duced the tutal number of Municipal Committees in 
: Municipal Administration, Upner Upper Burma to 16. Owing te the collection of 
“? o arrears in Mandalay the receipts of 1889-90 were 
abnormally swollen. and the reduction of the total Municipal receipts from Rs. 
6,14,629 to Rs. 5,61,515 is :iue to this cause. The receipts of the Mandalay 
Municipal Commitice were ixs. 3,69,535, and the next largest income, that of 
Pyinmana, amounted to Rs. 33,759. Several towns obtained loans for the pur- 
pose of building bazaars. The Mandalay Committee finshed their new hos- 
pual wa dost a Ms. 47,706; iey qeliberaved Gier sciivines iu: witersupply 
and night conservancy, but errmved at no decision, Government granted Rs, 
30,000 to Bhamo, which have been vw aie being devoted to some much needed 
improvements. Additional taxes were sanctioned in Shwebo, Myingyan, and 
Minbu. The tctal expenditure of Municipalities amounted to Rs. 6,26,686 
against Rs. 6,67,712 in 1889-90. The Committees, on the whole, did good work. 


20. The gross [urest revenue of Lower Burma declined from Rs, 31,34,716 
tn IXs, 26,77,071. ‘Lhe expenditure decrcascd from 
Rs. 12,78,583 to Rs. 10,36,116. The net revenue 
was Rs 16,491,555. Less timber was worked out, and prices were much lower 
than in 1889. There was a slight increase of reserved area, and settlement

operations on Seven Mare proposed reserves were more or less advancd, Kane 
vin was declared a reserved trec in Tenasserim circle, and the question of re- 
serving cutch, which has been aearly exterminated outside reserves, was under 
consideration. ‘The working plan of the Taungnyo forest was completed and 
approved, and the topographical and traverse surveys were continued. Fire- 
protection showed poor results, 7g square miles being destroyed. This 1s 
attributed to the unusually long dry weather. Two thousand five hundred and two 
acres were planted with teak, 13 acres with cutch, and 114 acres with teak and 
cutchtogether. Girdling operations were continued. The Moulmein teak market 
Was in an unsatisfactory state. The fall of prices caused a decrease in other 
sources of revenue, such as fees for the registration of hammer-marks. The 


o 
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question of the effect of the enhancement of the Kado duty on the Moulmein 
timber trade continues to receive attention. 


21. The Forest Department in Upper Burma was occupied chiefly on 

amining forests with a view to their reservation. 

F orests, Upper Burma. Thity-five squarc miles were reserved, preliminary 
notifications were published for 1,800 square miles, and the area roughiy examined 
wasincreascd from 9,114 to 16,014 square miles. The forests were found toa 
great extent depleted of teak by the wasteful working oi former years. Special 
measures are being taken te prevent such a depletion of cutch as has taken place 
in Lower Burma. In fire-protection a small beginning was made. Some ex- 
perimental cultivation was attempted. Eucalyptus was on the whole a failure. 
English fruit trees partially succeeded. Some girdling operations were carried 
out. The gross revenue fell from Rs. 18,05,069 to Rs. 10,44,297 ; the gross 
expenditure rose from Rs. 2,73,799 to Rs. 3,02,315. The net revenue was Rs. 
13,41,982. A Forest Officer w:s deputed to examine and report on the forests 
of the Shan States. He found them generally over-worked. The general ques- 
tion of the future adininistration of the forests in the Shan States 1s now under 
consideration. 

22. The jade mines were worked at a loss. The workmen decampcd at the 
time of the rebellion in Wuntho, and it was found 
necessary to refund Rs. 12,000 tu the lessee. There 
is little to note about the ruby mines, except that the company made new arrange- 
ments with native workmen with satisfactory results. The only oil-Rteld from 
which any large output has yet been obtained is Yenangyaung in Magwe district. 
Arrangements for working a new field near Minbu are in progress. One hundred 
and twelve square miles of possible oil-felds were surveyed dunag the your The 
Thingadaw coal-fields are about to bc leased to asyndicate, which has constructed 
atramway from the Irrawaddy tothe mines. Another syndicate is negotiating for 
a lease of the Upper Chindwin coal-fields. Prospecting operations for tin were 
catried on in Mergui district with good results. An unusually rich deposit was 
found at a place called Khow Muang. The prospecting is to be continued this 
season. 

23. The number of ships which were employed in the sea-borne tradc of the 
p:vvince increased from 6,435 to 6,594 and their 
tonnage from 3,360,045 to 3,678,411. The new 
light-house at Savage Island was completed and work at Oyster Island light-house 
wascontinued. Various improvements were made in other light-houses after con- 
sideration of Mr. Douglas’s report. 


24. The value ofthe sea-borne trade of the province was the highest on record, 


‘ee being Rs. 22,81,34,490 against Rs. 19.94,94,170 in 

ore 1889-90, which year had shown a higher total than 

any previous year. The greater part of the increase was contributed by exports, 
which increased 21°67 per cent., imports having increased 6:72 per cent. The 
large increase in exports was due mainly to abnormally large shipments of rice. 
The harvest of 1890-91 was very favourable and an unusually large surplus was 
available for export. The existence of scarcity in Japan also led to the exporta- 
tion of large quantities of rice to that country. The bulk of the sea-borne trade 


of the province is registered at Rangoon, which took 86°15 per cent. of the total

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imports of the year and contributed the greater part v. we increase which took 
place in the trade of ‘the province taken asa whwle. Incruases'took place alse in 
the minor ports’ Three-fourths uf the foreign exports, in round numbers, were 
received from the United Kingdom, the bulk of the remainder being contributed 
by France, Germany, China, and the Straits Settlements. 


25. The trade with China, the Shan States, Karcnni, and Siam was regis- 
tered at various stations, two of which were estab- 
lished during the year of report, so that a comparison 
of the total figures with those of the previous year is not of much value; but there 
was a decrease of 31 per cent. in Lower Burma. The safety of the trade routes 
to China improved and there was an increase of 34 per cent. in the trade regis- 
tered at Bhamo. For the registration of the internal trade of Burma proposals 
for dividing the province into three blocks instead of two are now under consi- 
deration. 


Inland trade. 


26. The total expenditure on Public Works in Lower Burma amounted 
during the year under review to Rs. 30,36,221. The 
preater portion of this was spent on civil buildings on 
which Rs. 9.63.755 were utilized, and on communications which absorbed Rs. 
7,20,963 in both cases exclusive of expenditure on establishment, tools and 
plant. The total cost of establishment was Rs. 6,16,882 or 20°3 per cent. of 
the total expenditure on works and repairs. 


Public Works, Lower Burma. 


The principal works under construction during the year were— 

(1) The new public offices in Rangoon, which are now approaching 
completion and will, it is expected, be ready by May 1892. These 
are estimated to cost Ns. 5) ~oee and Rs. 
on them during the year. 


2,737,178 were spent 


(2) The jail at Insein for 2,000 prisoners, estimated to cost Rs. 8,70,G00, 
which is about two-thirds complete. 
(3) The Abya escape of the Pegu-Sittang canal, estimated cost Rs. 
2,76,560. This was completed early in 1891 and has worked 
satisfactorily during the rains éf 1891. 


(4) Raise the masonry tower of the Savaye Island Light-house and 
placing on them a dioptric light of the first order. This was com- 
pleted during the year and the new light exhibited on 10th January 
1891. 

(5) Constructing an iron light-house on Oyster Island, estimated cost 
Rs. 2,50,460. The completion of this new light-bouse was de- 
layed owing to late delivery of iron-plates from England. It 
will, it is hoped, be completed before next ramy season. 


27. No important new roads were in progress during the year. Exstmg 


roads were maintained and kept open. The total road mileage in Lower Burma 
is now 2,645 miles. 


28. In Upper Burma the total expenditure on Public Works amounted to 


Rs. 44,39,123. The cost of establishment was 
Public , rma. 

ld Tt pe Rs. 7,96,033 or 17°9 per cent. on the total ‘expendi- 

ture on works and repairs. The main heads under which expenditure wee 
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incurred against the imperial grant were Milita:y works on which Rs. 11 38,227 
were spent, Civil works which absorbed he. 29,27,v09, and Mmor Works and 
Navigation Rs. 2,81,675. Much progress was made in bringing the Military 
buildings at Shwebo, Meiktila, Myingyan, and Bhamo up to requirements. 
The Military Works at Mandalay were transferred early in the year under 
review to the Military Works Department and are now no longer looked after by 
the local Public Works Department. Good progress was also made in the pro- 
vision of jails, lock-ups, district court-houses, policc thanas, rest-houses, &c., 
where required and in improvements to communications. The Ruby-mines road 
was opened for cart traffic during the year; the road from Myingyan to Fort 
Stedman was also opened for similar traffic a: far as Thamakan on the Shan 
plateau and will shertly be completed to Fort Stedman itself, and considerable 
progress was made in extending the Mandalay-Maymyo road to Lashio in the 
Northem Shan States. The completion of this road is delayed by difficult work 
in the Chaungzén pass. Besides these three roads several less important ones 
were in hand during the year. 

39. The total length of road communication open in Upper Burma at the 
close of the year was 2,029 miles, of which 542 miles were opened during the 
year. The Irrigation works of the upper province received considerable attention 


_ during the year. Mr. D. Joscelyne was especially deputed to examine and report 


on them ; and the more important works have since been placed under his charge - 
pending the formation of a Special Irrigation circle. ; 

30. The Burma State Railway made steady progress during the year ending 
31st December 1890. The gross receipts were Rs. 
| 54,271,432 as compared with Rs. 46,90,263 realized 
the previous ycar. The mileaye was increased by the opening of the suburban 
line fom Kemmendine to Godwin road, a distance of 3 miles. | 

31. The Mu Valley Ratlway was pushed on with energy, and the Sagaing- 
Shwebo length was opened on ist July 1891. Itis anticipated that a further 
portion of this line will be opened to Wuntho and Kawlin by April 1892 and the 
whole length to Mogaung by April 1895. 

32. There bas been a slight increase in the total number of telegraphic mes- 
sages. inthe Burma division inland private mes- 
sages mcreased 10°6 per cent. It is noteworthy that 
the use of private wires in Rangoon, Bassein, and Moulmein is. increasing. In 
Upper Burma 401 miles of new lines were completed and five new offices were 
opened. Three hundred and sixty miles of the new lines were for the Mu Valley 
State Railway and the rest were constructed in connection with the Chin-Lushai 
and Wuntho expeditions. The total number of miles of wire at the close of the 
year was 4,0§2 and the number of offices §3. The Post Office retums show a 
considerable increase in the money order transactions, of which a large pro-

A In Lower Burma survey operations were carried on in the Théogea a and 
Amherst districts by a party of the Survey of India, 
Sarvs and Saamens and in several other districts of the Pegu and Irrawad- 





e dy isso cl ey pay The former party surveyed 720 square miles 
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at a cost of Fs. :33°86 the square mile ; the latter 1,440 square miles at a cost 
of Rs. 67°55 the square mile. Settlement operations were carried om in Bassein 
and Théngwa, a total area of 1,024 square miles being brought under the settle- 
ment. The revision of assessments in this area has resulted in an annual increase 
of revenue of Rs. 1,05,907. 

Topographical surveys were carried on by two parties of the Survey of India, 
and large tracts of country were surveyed on the scale of 1 inchto 4 miles. 
Small parties also accompanied various expeditionary columns, which traversed 
unexplored portions of Upper Burma and its borders, and executed rough surveys 
of considerable areas. One cadastral party was employed in the Meiktila and 
Kyauksé districts. Local survey parties executed surveys of State lands in several 
districts, and a topographical survey of oil-bearing tracts in the Southern division. 

34. The net revenue demand of the year amounted to Rs. 3,15,12,204 
against Rs. 2,95,26,732 in 1889-90, being an increase 
of Rs. 19,85,472. There was an increase in revenue 
under all heads of receipt except Forests, but the bulk of the increase was con- 
tributed by “ Customs,” which yielded an unusually large sum in consequence of 
the favourable rice season. Under Land revenue the total collections amounted 
to Rs. 94,28,110, the outstandings at the end of the year to Rs. 7,38,331. The 
_ Fevenue was collected much more promptly than in §88g-go, when the outstandings 
amounted to Rs. 15,97,423. The diminution in the amount of outstandings was 
due mainly to prompter collection in the Amherst and Bassein districts. The 
number of persons paying capitation-tax rose from 859,394 to 878,196, and the 
yield of the tax increased by about a lakh. There was a considerable improve- 
ment in promptitude of collection. The Fishery revenue increased by about 3} 
lakhs, an increase which was due to high prices obtained at sales of fisheries in 
the Thongwa district. The excise duty on locally manufactured salt also yielded 
a considerably larger sum than in the former year, the duty having been raieed in 
1890-91. Proposals are now under consideration for extending the whole of the 
Salt Act to Burma and for levying a maundage duty on salt in place of compo-. 
sition duty in all districts in which salt is manufactured on at all a large scale. 
The Stamp revenue was almost stationary during the year under review, the 
receipts having increased by Rs. 15,383 only. The revenue derived from Opium 
rose from Rs. 18,69,134 to Rs. 19,74,206, an increase due to increased sales 
of opium. The excise revenue amounted to Rs. 25,68,9!9 against Rs. 26,25,447 
1889-90. The falling off was due to a diminution in the quantity of 
liquor manufactured at local distilleries. The total income-tax collections in 
the year under review amounted to Rs. 5,90,863 against Rs. 5,63,469 in 1889- 
go. Of this sum Rs. 2,08,965 were derived from the tax on salaries of Govern- 
ment officers, Rs. 53,913 from the tax on private salanes, Rs. 43,400 from the 
tax on profits of companies, and Rs. 2,75,416 from the tax on other sources of 
income. 

35. The net revenue demand in Upper Burma amounted to Rs. 87,47,020 

against Rs. 84,03,437 in 1889-90. There was an 

ere, Vee Oe increase of nearly seven lakhs in the yield of the 

thathameda, which was more productive in every district except Pyinmana. The 

increases were due to more careful assessments and to the. return of numbers of 
4 
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people to their homes on the complete cessation of disturbances. The thatha- 

meda was punctually collected, the total outstandings having amounted to 

Rs, 9,10,851 only at the end ofthe ye. The greater part of this sum has 

since been collected. There was a nominal decrease of about half a lakh of 

rupees in th: revenue collected from State lands, a decrease which was due to a 

change made in the date of collecting revenue on island cultivation in the Southern 

division, There were satisfactory increases in revenue from fisheries and immgation 
works. The extension of irrigation works which is now being carried out in Upper 

Burma is expected to result in a rapid extension of the irrigation revenue in 
the near future. Thestamp revenue increased from Rs. 1,98,635 to RS. 3,31,109. 
The opium revenue remained almost stationary. The number of wholesale 
licenses issued was reduced from 18 to eight ; the number of retail licenses remained 
unchanged. There was a large falling off in imports of opium, a falling off which 
was probably counterbalanced by an increase in smuggling. Special steps are now 
being taken to suppress smuggling. The receipts from liquor decreased by 
almost a lakh of rupees. The decrease was due to the substitution of the cen- 
tral distillery for the outstill system. Two distilleries were licensed during the 
year and the number of outstill licenses was reduced from 32 to six. 

30. The Provincial contract with the Government of India was not altered 
in 1890-91. The Provincial accounts of Lower Bur- 
ma showed a surplus of Rs. 10,65,750. The total 
receipts under all heads for Lower Burma increased from Rs. 3,93,75,910 to Rs. 
4,25,81,170, and the expenditure decreased from Rs. 2,40,62,320 to Rs. 
2,30,26,140. In Upper Burma no Provincial contract has yet been made. The 
Imperial receipts increased from Rs. 1,03,45,080 to Rs. 1,12,86,910, and the 
expenditure decreased from Rs. 1,92,96,230 to Rs. 1,84,65,590, chiefly in con- 
sequence of the reduction of the military police. : 

37. The census of Burma, as of the rest of India, was taken on the night of 
the 26th February. Upper Burma came for the first time within the scope of 
enumeration. The agency employed in taking the census was local officials, 
thugyis, village headmen, and private persons who performed the work for the 
most part gratuitously. The work was carried out without difficulty or disturb- 
ance, and it is believed that the returns afford a fairly accurate record of the 
population of the country. The total population of Burma proper, Upper and 
Lower, was 7,722,053 souls; of the Shan States 375,901 ; of the whole province 
8,098,014. The population of Lower Burma has grown from 2,747,148 in 1872 
to 3,736,771 1n 1881 and to 4,658,637 in 1891. The percentage of increase in 
Lower Burma between 1872 and 1881 was 36:02 and between 1881 and 189) 
24°67. The increase of the population in Burma is much more rapid than in 
India, where the highest percentage of increase, that of Madras, amounted to 
25'50 only, while that of Bengal and the North-West Provinces baely exceeded 
6. The districts in Lower Burma in which the increase has been most rapid are 
the Pegu division (24°6 per cent.), Thdngwa (57 per cent.), and Bassein (24°6). 
The merease m Rangoon town was 34°4 per cent., and was due to growth of 
trade and mereased immigration of coolies from Madras. In the other districts 
reaarrich was due principally to the spread of cultivation and to immigration 

Upper Burma. The Burmese in Lower Burma numbered 6,129,182; of the 
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total population of other races there were 633.657 Karens,.206,794 Shans, 432:639 


"persons of Indian races, 37.407 Chinese, 2d 20,:77 Europeans and Eurasians. 


The total number of occupied houses in Lower Burma was 869,132, being an 
increase of 28°31 per cent. over the return of 188:. The density of the popu- 
lation varies greatly in Burma from 5°23 to the square mile in the Upper Chindwin 
district to 178 to the square mile in the district of Mandalay. Of rura) distncts 
that showing the highest density is Tharrawaddy, namely, 172°51 to the square 
mile. Of the total population of Burma in 1891 3,935,265 were men and 
3,786,788 women; or, in other words, out of every 10,000 persons 5,096 were 
males and 4,904 females. In Lower Burma there were 5,281 men to 4,719 
women, while in Upper Burma the number of men was 4,808 against 5,192 women. 
This striking dissimilarity between the two provinces is due to the fact that the 
population of Lower Burma is largely recruited by male immigrants from India 
and from Upper Burma, whereas Upper Burma receives practically no immigrants 
and sends a considerable number of its men to Lower Burma every year. The 
principal religion of Burma is Buddhism. Of the total population go°57 were 
Buddhists, the remainder being nat or spirit wosshippers (2°21), Hindus (2°35), 
Mussulmans (3°32), Christians (1°58), and of unclassified religions (7046). The 
education of the pcople according to the census returns is considerably above 
the level of the rest of India. Out of cvery 1,000 32 were returned as under 
instruction, 210 as able to read and write, and 756 as illiterate. The total num- 
ber of persons returned as insane was 6,883, deaf-mutes 4,157, blind 15,234, and 
lepers 5,103. 
38. There were increases in the numbers both of - births and of deaths 
registered, but the returns cannot yet be regard- 
(Sati and, Medical Adminis- eq as approaching toaccuracy. The mortality from 
cholera was exceptionally small, but the number of 
deaths from smallpox exceeded the average of recent years. The attendance at 
dispensaries increased, while expenditure diminished, chiefly in the item of 
European medicines. In the Rangoon Lunatic Asylum the number of inmates 
has becn so much increased by the lengthened detention of recovered criminal 
lunatics that it will be necessary to provide morc accommodation. The Burma 
Sanitary Board has suggested a general scheme for a sanitary survey of the 
principal towns, but the services of an Engineer to carry it out have not yet been 
obtained. There was a satisfactory increase of successful vaccinations, and the 
Vaccination Act was extendcd to four more Municipal towns during the year. 
39. Thrcc new dispensaries were opened in Upper Burma, and the number 
of patients increased considerably. The number of 
oamiary and ae ruos ,A¢ vaccinations increased, but verification was indifferent. 
Vaccination made little progress in the Shan States. 
No important sanitary works have been undertaken in Upper Busia. The health 
of the military police improved during the year. The expenditure on their hos- 
pitals decreased a little with the decrease in strength of the force. 

40. The number of schools under inspection fell from 6,066 to 5,767. Several 
monastic schools which failed to fulfil the conditions 
of registration were removed from the list. There 
was an increase in the number of pupils in High English schools. One hundred 
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and seventy-one pupils passed the Provincial Middle School and 46 the Calcutta 
University Entrance examination. The average attendance at the Rangoon College 
wasunchanged. Five passed the F. A. stand ‘id and one obtained the B. A. degree. 
The Grant-in-aid Rules for Anglo-Vernacular schools were revised. iNew standards 
of examinztion ~ame into force. Lower Primary scholarships were abolished, reduc- 
ing the expenditure on scholarships by Rs. 4,000 The total direct expenditure on 
education was Rs. 6,47,460, and indirect Rs. 2,70,738. The expenditure on 
secondary, primary, and female education remained practically unchanged ; that 
on special education increased by some Ks. 4,000. ixaren schools showed an 
increase of 31 schools and 695 pupils. The results-grants system for indi- 
genous schools worked well. Standards of technical instruction in various arts 
and crafts were fixed, and grants offered for passing them, but no schools availed 
themselves of the offer to any larye extent. 


41. In Upper Burma 2,940 public schools, with 43,960 pupils, have been 
brought on the registers of the Education Department, 
but we have not yet materials to form an accurate 
estimate of the state of indigenous education. Most of the primary schools are 
indigenous, but the secondary schools are all under missionary management. 
The total direct expenditure was Rs. 40,553 and indirect Rs. 66,474. Of the total 
expenditure 62°79 per cent. was borne by public funds. Seven mission schools 
passed 38 candidates by the middle standard; 20 lay and five monastic schools 
received certificated assistant teachers, and it is hoped that the opposition which 
certain monks have manifested to the imparting of secular instruction in the 
monastic schools will be gradually overcome.

I.—PHYSICAL AND POLITICAL GEOGRAPHY, 
Changes in the Administration. 


SiR CHARLES CROSTHWAITE held the office of Chief Coinmissioner 
from the beginning of the year to the 1oth December 1890. On that date he 
gave over charge to Sir Alexander Mackenzie, the present Chief Commissioner. 

2. The most important of the other administrative changes which took place 
during the year was the appointment of a judicial 
Commissioner for Upper J3urma. Mr. G. J.S. Hodg- 
kinson, C.S.1., of the Bengal Civil Service, was selected as the first Judicial Com- 
missioner of Upper Burma. He assumed charge of his duties on the 26th July 
1890. A pad President for the Rangoon Municipality was appointed in May, 
it having been found impossible for the Deputy Commissiuner of Rangoon Town 
to devote adequate attention to Municipal affairs in addition to his other duties, 
In the month of December the Secretariat was re-organized, the superior staff 
being strengthened by the appointment of an additional Secretary. 

The number of Commissioners’ divisions and the number of districts re- 
mained the same throughout the i A proposal ‘was made early in the year 
to constitute the country round Gangaw, known as the North Yaw subdivision 
of the Pakékku district, into a separate district to be administered by the Politi- 
cal Officer, Haka. The proposal was not accepted, but the subdivisions and 
townships of the Pakékku district we e re-arranged. 

The Wuntho insurrection necessitated arrangements being made for the 
direct administration of the Wuntho State. Since the close of the year the in- 
corporation of Wuntho into the neighbouring districts of Katha and Ye-u has 
been sanctioned by the Government of India. 


Administrative changes. 
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A slight alteration was made in the boundary line between the Yaméthin and 
-Pyinmana districts. ‘Ihe old boundary ‘ine wae _.nd inconvenient because, in 
following the course of a stream, it cut cf from the control of the local meer, 
who had most interest in them, portions of two trade roads and also a number o 
0 ee 
Wa eo the close of the year the township of Lemyethna, comprising 
an area of 564 square miles, was transferred from the Ngathainggyaung sub- 
division of the Bassein district to the Henzada subdivision o the e7ace ee 
The objects which the change was designed to accomplish were the reliet of the 
Deputy Commissioner, Bassein, and Subdivisional Officer, Ngathainggyaung, and 
the more efficient supervision of the Lemyethna township. 


Relations with Tributary States and Frontier Affairs. 


3. The general condition of the Shan States continued satisfactory through- 

out the year. In the Southern Shan States there 

The Shan States Properand was no disturbance of the peace and in the Northern 
aban ile States a couple of raids by Kachins and an incursion 
into Northern Theinni by a party of marauders from the Chinese province of 
Sehpan constituted the only troubles. The Superintendent of the Southern 
Shan States was absent during the greater part of the open season on the frontier 
of his charye with the Kyaingtér-Chiengmai frontier mission, and the Superin- 
tendent of the Northern States was similarly engaged on the Chinese border. 
Much useful information was callected by both officers of countrics hitherto 
almost unknown. In the meanwhile systematic inquiries were proceeding into 
the populaige and revenue-paying capacity of the States under our immediate 
control, and sufficient materials were collected to enable the Chief Commissioner 
after the close of the year to submit definite proposals to the Government 
of India on the subject of the tribute to be hereafter assessed on a considerable 
number of the States. Progress was also made in examining the forests of the 
Southern Shan States. An officer of the Forest Department spent several 
months in the States, and his report since submitted has enabled the Chief Com- 
missioner to arrive at a conclusion as to the hest mode. of dealin with chic foresys. 
o Je has Roose Gevided’ unit “Vue ‘SawbwWas snail be allowed to work the timber 
in their States and to enjoy the trade profits, but they will be required to comply 
with the rules of the Forest Department and to pay Government an annual sum 
bearing a fixed proportion to the estimated total value of the timber extracted 
during the year, The amount to be paid annually will be fixed once in five 
years and a Forest Officer will be kept in the States to see that the rules are 
obeyed. In the Northern Shan States progress was made during the year with 
the Maymyo-Lashio road, which is now open to traffic through a considerable 
part of its length. A telegraph line to Lashio was also sanctioned and will 
Shortly be compicted. The state of affairsin Karenni was found to be some- 
what unsatisfactory. The petty Chiefs of the Western States have hitherto been 
. treated as practically independent. The result has been that they have quarrelled 
among themselves and with their neighbours, and that the Superintendent has 
not been in a position to settle their quarrels with authority. It has now been 
decided to bring these pate States under more regular control. Formal sanads 
will be granted to the Chiefs and a nominal tribute will be demanded from them. 
An officer has been stationed temporarily at Loikaw to introduce the new system 
and settle the various outstanding disputes. He reports that ihe Chiefs are 
much pleased at the prospect of receiving sanads and being brought into closer 
relations with the amount power. In Eastern Karenni the peace was not 
disturbed, and Sawlawi is ores to be doing his best to administer his State 
in accordance with the wi of the Superintendent. He has not yet been 
= in possession of his Trans-Salween forests and has in consequence 
unable either to pay He. The 7 eserity a full or to pay his annual 
tnbute.

In Burmese times it was occasionally administered asa Shan State, but 
more frequently as an integral pari of the Burmese Empire under a Burmese 
Wun. At the time of the annexiution it was under a Shan Sawbwa and this 
arrangement was temporarily continued, the tribute of the State having been 
fixed at Rs. 19,000 annually, Asa matter of fact this tribute was never paid. 
The State was misgoverned and the pcople oppressed and subjected tu every 
kind of exaction hy the Sawbwa and his agents. Towards the close of the 
year undcr report it was proved beyond reasonable doubt that the Sawbwa was 
_ thoroughly disloyal, that he had been aiding and supporting in the Chin Hills a 
r pretend er to the throne of Burma, and that he had been recently in communi- 
cation with Wuntho and probably also with Manipur, with a view to a general rising. 
The Sawbwa was according ply arrested and deported to Rangoon, and the State 
has since been incorporated inthe l'pper Chindwin district. The condition of the 
small State of Thaungdut was satisfactory throughout the year, and the Sawbwa has 
on several occasions proved his loyalty under trying circumstances. He appears to 
be a popular ruler and pays his small tribute with regularity. Of Zingalein Kanti 
but little is known. The Ywa-dk pavsa nominal tribute of Rs. 50 and gives no

never showed himself either willing or able to maintain order in his territory. 

na During 1889-90 there were indications of improvement. The Sawbwa himself 

, med in ‘lined to adopt a more beaaaaa attitude towards the Gevernment, 

and it was hoped that more ‘satisfactory | ‘elations would be maintained. In the 

eauly part of 1891, however, these expectations were rudely disappointed. On the 

12th February a party of Katha police under the District Superintendent was 

attacked at Banmauk and forced to retire to Kangyi, and three days later our 

Ra posts at Kawlin and Kyau kp were attacked by large bodies of the 

untho troops under the personal direction of the Sawbwa. The rebellion 

rapidly assumed somewhat serious proportions. Frontier villages were bummed 

and looted. Kawlin, the headquarters of a Subdivisional Officer, was destroyed and 

the military police were beleaguered. Reinforcements of troops and police were 

_ Sent up with all possible rapidity. During the 16th, 17th, and 18th February fight- 

4 ing was going on between the enemy and the British force at Kawiin, and various 

encounters took place in which the rebels lost considerably. The atter began to 

extend their operations to the south where they destroyed the railway buildings at 

- Kyungé6n ; to the east, where they destroyed the civil police post, Singén, and 

__ burnt various villages ‘about Kawlin ; and to the west, where they burnt the civil 

__.«t police post at Okkan and threatened to invade Ye-u. No forward offensive 

movement was made against the enemy until the 19th, when Captain Keary arrived 

with a body of mounted police, charged the beleaguering force, eee them from the 

plain and drove the remnant of them up a stockaded nill. This hill he then pro-

G. While these events were taking place in the south a column had also been 
organized in the north undcr Colonel } Facied or, ).S.0., of the 1st Burma Regi- 
ment (:oth Madras Infantry), with Mr. Martini, District Superintendent of 
Police, as Political Assistant, and marched from Katha against the old Sawbwa 
in Mansi. It consisted of British Infantry, a section of a Mountain Batte 'y, 200 
Gurkhas, and a company of Karen nite, police. Before it advanced the 
military police of Katha at Kainggyi and elsewhere had had several encounters 
with the rebels, who had broken into the district in various places, piunderin 
and burning villages, and had driven them off with loss. The advance party o 
the Northern column proceeded to Banmauk, which they took and occupied 
after slight resistance. This was on the 27th February, and on the rst March 
a force under Lieutenant Caulficld and Mr. Prendergast, of the Karen Battalion, 
attacked a stockade at Kyauktalén, about 14 miles from Banmauk, and carried 
it, killing ; ne of the rings os whe okt Same is said to have had a narrow 
escape ont isoccasion.

General Wolse- 
ley tcok a force from Wunthno .o Mansi, and various parties were sent through 
the ccuntry. thoroughly traversing it as far as the Chindwin. 


7. At the beginning of the outbreak the old Sawbwa sent out Bo L8, a noted 
robber captain, to attack Maingkaing and Homalin and other places on the 
Chindwin, Bo Lé began doing so, but fled immediately on the Chindwin mil- 
tary police coming against him without an effort to face them. 


8. The remainder of the operations resolved liemselves into the pursuit of 
the Sawbwas and Bo Li and the traversing of Wuntho to receive the submis- 
sion of the people and the surrender of arms. In order to block the flight of 
the Sawbwas to the north Captain O’Donnell, of the Mogaung Levy, who was 
settling the country of Thama north of Mogaung, with a column of British 
Infantry, guns, and Gurkhas, was directed to march in the direction of the 
Taungthonlén hills at the northern extremity of Wuntho, where Colonel Mac- 
gregor was to meet him and co-operate. Captain O'Donnell accordingly came 
down by Indawgyi and advanced southwards till he met the Northern Wuntho 
column. General Walseley came north and, obtaining information that the Saw- 
bwa had taken the direction of the jade-mines, where there was also rumoured 
to be a vathering of Clunese and ather desperadoes, organized a force, including 
Captain O’Donnell’s column, with which he marched to the jade-mines. On 
he way the Kachin villayes of Sana—which had committed raids about In- 
dawyy1, had harboured Po Saw, the Mogaung outlaw, and had displaved a de- 
fiant and hostile spirit,—were visited and punished, Po Saw barely making his 
escape, 

g. The jade-mines were reached on the 15th Apmil; there was no opposition, 
and the people welcomed the force. It was determined to establish a post there, 
and Captain O'Donnell was left in command with four other English officers, 
132 Rifles of the Mogaung Levy, and a sectien of the 6th Bombay Mountain 
Battery. uth the establishment of this post the military operations in Wuntho 
may be said to close. 

lO, oN dow daysailer ihe vesmining of the rebellion and as soon as it became 
clear that the Sawbwa himself was really cnyaged in it, the orders of thé Govern- 
ment of India were obtained for his depusition, and a proclamation was iss'scd dee 
claring that he would never be given authority in Wuntho again and tendering 
pardon to all who should make their submission and surrender their arms ina 
fortnight. There was no hesitation in accepting these terms, and from the very 
first the people readily came ii with their arms. Although the rebels had burnt 
hundreds cf houses, carried otf hundreds of cattle, and destroyed an immense 
quantity of property belonging to unoffending peuple, no retaliatory measures 
whatever were taken, and, excepting the wurning of a few houses at lirst, where 
there was resistance, nu damaye of any kind was done. The consequence of 
this policy was that the country quietly settled down and the people were both 
friendly and helpful to our officers and troops. Some 3,000 arms have bcen given 
in. There cannot be many left, what there are being mostly in the hands of a 
few adhcrents of the Sawbwa and of professional dacoits, who will continue to be 
troublesome till they can be hunted down. Even the members of the Sawbwa’s 
family, including his cousin, the Kyamaing or heir-apparent, and numerous pro- 
minent ofhcials, have been pardoned and allowed to remain in Wuntho. Not a 
single man has been required to leave the district. The best ot the old Wuntho 
officers have been given employment in the new administration of the territory, 
which has now been incorporated in the neighbouring districts of Katha and Ye-u. 


13. No svoner was Kawlin relieved than arrangements were made to senda 
staff of Engineers into Wuntho and Katha to make roads and build posts, to 
extend the telegraph, and to establish postal communication. The required 
posts have been constructed and as much road-making bas been done as the 
short remaining portion of the open season would allow. The road between 
Wuntho and Pinlébu has been made, the road between Singén and Wuntho 
has been attended to, and that between Banmauk and Mansi has beeo im- 
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roved. The telegraph line has pecn carrie? fiom  .- %1 to Pinlébu through 
Wuntho, and in the north has been extended .com Ka..s4 to Banmauk and on to 
Mansi. Post offices have been opened at Pinltbu, Wuntho, and Mansi. Work

The railway was opened from Sagaing to Shwebo on the Ist 
July, and its extension onwards to Kambalu is expected to be ready for traffic 
about the end of the year. : 

12, The so-called Shan State of Momeik has hitherto been administered 

Momede under the guidance of the Deputy Commissioner of 
el the Ruby Mines district and of the Commissioner of 
the Northern Division, by Saw Maung, e2-Sawbwa of Nyaungywe, who was :n- 
stalled for five years from Apri 1889 as Regent during the minority of Kun Maung, 
the hereditary Chief. It is a Shan State in name only. Not more than 20 per 
cent. of the inhabitants are Shans, the remainder Benne Kachins, Palaungs, and 
Burmese. Saw Maung was a well-meaning man but he entirely failed to gain 
either the goodwill or the respect of the people of Momeik, or to maintain 
a proper supervision over his subordinate officials. During the cold weather 
of 1 extensive operations were carried out with a view to the capture 
of Xan Hlaing nd Saw Yan Naing, and the punishment of the refractory 
Chins in Momeik State. The capture of Kan Hlaing and Saw Yan Naing 
was not effected, but their following was dispersed, and the two leaders took re- 
fuge beyond the Chinese frontier. Saw Maung gave little or no assistance 
throughout. His intentions were good, but neither he nor his subordinates were 
able to give any trustworthy information ronaeSas the country in which they 
were mostly strangers. The columns experienced considerable resistance, in 
consequence of which fines were inflicted on the hostile ‘circles, while some of 
the headmen were deported. On the withdrawal of the columns proclamations 
were issued warning the people to remain quiet and to abstain from raids. They 
were at the same time promised that on the capture of Kan Hlaing the deported 
headmen would be allowed to return to their circles. 

13. Thir.gs remained quiet up to the end of October, when the village of 
Yabén, some 30 miles to the north-east of Momeik, was attacked by a combined 
gang of Kachms and Palaungs. Yabén was occupied by 40 of the Sawbwa’s men 
under one of his amats or officers. The attack was probably due in some mea- 
sure to this man’s bad m nagement of the surrounding tribes, but Saw Yan 
Naing and the outlaws over the frontier are supposed to have had a hand in 
stirring up trouble. The amat and his men made a feeble resistance and soon 
abandoned their and fied, giving up their arms to the people of Manpun on 
their way. The Sawbwa sent out a fresh force to Yabén, but the outbreak was 
left to be dealt with by Mr. Daniel, Assistant Commissioner, Momcik, and the 
co umn which it had been previously arranged should spend the dry season in 
Pastern and Northern Momeik to finish and consolidate the work of the previous 
cold weather. Mr. Daniell at once visited Yab6én and was succcssf ! in securin 
the speedy submission of Chiefs and people. The restoration of the guns an 
ponies taken in the attack on Yabén was required, fines were imposed, and the 
turbtdent Lakun Kachins were directed to move back and live among their own 
people. The leader of the attack, Sawsaing, Lakun Sawbwa of Yabén, was 
cleverly ae by a night surprise, and the’ whole circle was satisfactorily 
settied in the charge of the several local Sawbwas, who are to pay 
tribute and bring it in to Momeik twice a year. Meanwhile, on the gth Decem. 
ber, another affair had occurred, the Mohlaing Myoék having’ been attacked at 
‘Etkyi by a band of 40 or 50 men, who killed and wounded several of his follow-

Ke Kahén, one of them being Nga Kyaw, an outlaw, and were 
be o have acted on the instigation of the adherents of Saw Van Naing 
and Kan Hiaing. fir.

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M4. As it was evident that organiz.  pposition was to be expected Mr. 
Daniel!’s pry was reinforced by British Intantry, part mounted, from Bernardmyo 
and Shwebo, and bya company of the Mandalay military police battalion under the 
Cummandant, Captain Alban. No time was lost in making for Kahén, and on 
the early morning of the 28th January the combined force under Major Kelsall, 
of the Devonshire Regiment, effected the surprise of Kahén, where after a deter- 
mined resistance five of the enemy were killed, including the Sawbwa’s brother, 
and the Sawbwa himself and others were wounded. A private of the Devonshire 
Regiment was killed and a military police sepoy severely wounded in this 
engagement. The troops and the military police were then distributed in de- 
tachments about Kahon, Kyutha, &c., and worked thoroughly through the 
country with the result that altogether 26 of Kahén’s adherents were killed, 
and seven of Nga Kyaw’s, including his Lieutenant Nga San Pan, besides the 
capture of a number of prisoners. "he only further casualty on our side was a 
Gurkha killed and a military police sepoy wounded. Seven villages subservient 
to Kahon were destroyed and the remaining villages in the Manmauk circle 
were forced to make their submission. The Sawbwas of the other circles of 
North-Eastern Momeik then came in and made their submission tc Mr. Daniell. 

The Ténhon column from Bhamo had come down to co-opcrate with Mr. 
Daniell, who met it on the 6th March. The Mohlaing deportees of the previ- 
ous season were taken back to their homes and the Tonhén Sawbwa, who had 
never come in beforc, made his submission. 

The Ténhén column took the Chauktaung side of the country, while Mr. 
Daniell visited the circles of Maingkwin, Humai, and Shawlan. There was no 
further opposition, and an arrangement was made with the Humai Sawbwa for 
the prevention of the passage of outlaws and marauders through his country. 
The column returned at the end of March, and Nga Kyaw made an attack on 
Mabein on the night of the j3oth March, killing one villager and carrying off 
some plunder. Mr. Daniell at once returned and pursued him, but was too late 
to come up with him. The best arrangements possible were made with the 
various Kachin and Palanng Chiefs, who will he held responsible for keeping 
order in their respective jurisdictions and will be required to acknowledge the 
authority of Momeik by the regular payment of tribute. 

15. The administration of Momeik is still far from satisfactory. It consti- 
tutes the onc very weak point along our eastern border as it is open to and forms 
the favourite field for the operations of Kan Hlaing and Saw Yan Naing, who come 
across from Chinese territory and commit depredations on our subjects. The 
Bhamo and Ruby Mines districts are thus left open to attack with the result that 
we have been forced to send annual expeditions to restore order and maintain the 
authority of the Sawbwa, while in the sauth the Bhamo district is annuaily dis- 
turbed and has to be annually visited by armed columns. Saw Anes recognizes 
his own inability to manage the State. Since the close of the ycar he has been 
permitted to resign and arrangements arc now being made for the temporary 
administration of the State by the Deputy Commissioner uf the Ruby Mines 
district. 

16. The condition of the country round Mugaung at the commencement of 
the year was far from satisfactory. To the north the 
Thama Sawbwa, sullen after his punishment the year 
before, was giving refuge to Po Saw and other bad characiexs aud permitting 
a stream of armed ruffians to pass through his territory from China to the jade 
mines laden with illicit opium and liquor. To the west of Thama was the seat 
of the disturbances between the Indta-rubber traders, while dacoities and attacks 
on friendly villages round Kamaing, and constant rumours of intended descents 
from the jade-mines on Mogaung showed that the elements of mischief were at 
hand, Passing to the neighbourhood c! Lake Indawgyi, we had the Sana tribe of 
Kachins on our hands to punish, Apart from the fact of their having raided 
villages on the west side of the lake, the had been harbouring the rebel Po Saw 
for months past. Matters up the Kaukkwé were tolerably quiet. Two brutal 
murders north of Sinbo, supposed to have been committed by some of the Kachins 
at the headwaters of the Kaukkwé, took place ; but with this exception there was no

“19. Such was the state of affairs at the beginning of the rains of 1890. 
During the rains (as was natural) there was a. pane of tolerable quiet. Evidences 
of threatened disturbance up the Kaukkwé valley, however, began toappear. The 
rival tribes of the Karas Kakus began collecting with a view to a fight over 
some petty quarrel, while the Nanka Sawbwa had the daring to raid 1, taking 
some seven captives, whom he refused to release in spite of distinct orders. Lat- 
er on the Génga Sawbwa raided the newly founded village of Mauktan behind 
Mosit and destroyed it utterly, This was particularly annoying as hitherto from 
fear of Kachins the Shan-Burmans had never dared re oat inland and take 

the many acres of fertile land now lying waste, and this was the experiment of 
the kind that had been made. ue ; 

18. At the end of the rains a column was formed to visit and punish the 
Lana Kachins, thence to strike across to Léka at the head of Kaukkwé and 
arrange matters with the Sawbwa, and, proceeding downwards towards Migi or 
some other central spot, to establish a central Senet, whence the whole of the 
Kaukkwe valley could be traversed and explored. 

19. This column started from Bhamo at the end of December with the in- 
tention of proceeding towards Sana. It was, however, delayed a considerable time 
at Mogaung for want of rations, and in the meantime Captain O’Donnell, the 
Commandant of the Mogaung Levy, received what he imagined to be trust- 
worthy information of a gathering of some 800 Chinamen under Po Saw, collected 
at Thama, with the intention of attacking Mogaung after the column had left 
for Sana. Captain O’Donnell having asked for reinforcements, a section of a 
mountain battery and 100 British Infantry were sent to him, and with these and 
197 ira his own he started for Thama on the 15th February 1891 only to dis-

20. While Captain O’Donnell was away in Thama the Wuntho rebellion broke 
out. He was therefore re-called as soon as possible, and ordered to proceed 
to Taungthénién and act under General W ’s orders.

After successful y accomplishing 
the punistiment of the Nanko Kachins by the arrest of the Sawbwa and raiders 
and of Génga by the burning of the Sawbwa’s residence at Taungdu and the 
neighbouring village of Legyagataung, whence most of those implicated in the 
dacoity came, the two columns met at Maingtaungwa, there receiving the sub- 
mission of Sinwawa, the head of the Kwan tribe and by far the most powerful 
Sawbwa on the Lower Kaukkwé. The submission of Sinwawa hada marked 
efrect on the attitude of the other tribes, and it was found possible to withdraw 
the 50 King’s Royal Rifles, the remainder of the column (consisting of 100 
Madras Infantry and go Devons, half mounted) proceeding directly up the 
Kaukkwé to deal with the Léka Sawbwa. Owing to the lateness of the season 
and the difficulty of transport the column was unable to proceed further north 
than Ka egan near Yépu, which is two days’ journey from Léka. The Sawbwa, 
however, came into the camp and brought in the lesser Sawbwas who were eng 

in the attack on Maung Bauk’s clephants, and made them pay a fine. The 
Léka Sawbwa, owing to difficulty of returning, as the rains were at hand, 
was not brought into Bhamo. The Kara and Kaku dispute was also settled by 
making the rival parties take oaths according to Kachin custom not to break the 
peace. 


22. The outlying portions of the Bhamo district to the east of the Irrawaddy 
pele ee Te are occupied by Kachin tribes, who have hitherto 
gine hag) | held a semi-independent position, and of whom our 
knowledge is as yet very limited. During the whole of the cold season, from 
November to March, Licutenant Eliott, Assistant Commissioner, and Major Hob- 
day, of the Survey Department, with an escort of 7o Rifles, were employed in 
exploring our northern and_ north-eastern borders. They reached a point 
some 50 miles above the confluence and met with no active opposition, though 
at one point beyond Kwitu their progress was barred by the machinations of 
(ie Kwittt Saw owa, and they had to turn back. They then made incursions into 
the Kachin Hiils between the ’Nmaikha or eastern branch of the Irrawaddy on the 
north and the Taping river on the south, collecting much information abolit the 
Kachin tribes and the country generally. Meanwhile other officers had beenat work 
among the Kac:hins from Namkan on the south to the Molt chaung on the no th. 
At the close of the previous season's operations the Lana Kachins were blocking 
the main trade route into Namkan. All the routes leading eastward from Bhamo 
to Manwaing were the scenes of constant attacks on caravans ; of the valley of the 
Mole little or nothing was known. At the commencement of the cold season of 
1890-91 arranyemcnts were made to send out a punitive column to punish and 
scttle the whole of the tribes to the immediate east of Bhamo, who had been 
guilty of attacks on caravans and who had not yet been punished. It was also 
intended that the two tribes of Tin Pauny and Lweésaing Nanya, who had been 
guilty of petty dacoities and who lived to the immediate north of Sinkin, should 
visited and punished, if time permitted. 


23. The column started on the 24th December 1890 under Lieutenant Burton 
of the Mogaung Levy, proceeding to visit first the hills north of the pes ii and 
finally returning to Bhamo on the 21st May 1891 from Lana. This column did 
its work thoroughly: every single village that had had any case reported against 
it during the previous two years was visited and duly punished by fine. Disarma- 
ment was insisted on as far as possible, fines being taken preferably in guns; and 
the power of the Government was made evident to the Kachins as never hitherto. 
Owing no doubt in t measure to the operations of this column the attacks 
on Caravans were feliced to two, one by the Kalunkong Sawbwa, the perpetrator 
whereof was arrested and sentenced to the evident surprise of the surrounding 
Kachins, while the other attack, though said to have occurred on this side of the 
Chinese frontier, was perpetrated by Kachins supposed to have come from across 
the border. One noteworthy feature in the course of these operations was the 
fact of the column having on the night of the 1st March 1891 suddenly 
rushed by Hantén and other Kachins owing to the eentry’s care 
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losing two men ki!led and 10 wounded, including am-n~+!.: wounded Jr. French, 
According to prev ws instruc... 1» Lieutenant Burton sent 
‘for reinforcements, but the cc{umn was quite able to h ve held its own. One 
hundred men were, however, despatched under Major Smith of the Devonshire 
Regiwent, and the villages im jicated in the immediate ne! hbourhood were 
ee and bumt. Subsequently it came to light that the Lashi tribe had been 
engaged in the attack, and accordingly so men under Major Smith went out and, 
in. conjunction with Lieutenant Burton's column, attacked Lashi, taking many 
captives, The capture of the wrong-doers has had a most salutary effect on that 
part of the country. : 

Towa ds the close of the season a furthe series of operations was under- 
taken in the Sinkan valley in the south-east corner of the Bhamo district. The 
Sinkan valley had for some time been noto ious as a nest of robbers, whose presence 
there was secretly connived at by the old Sikaw Myodk. On his death, finding 
that they had no longer a protector and that inconvenient steps were being taken 
to bring them to justice, the bad characters of Upper and Lower Sinkan began to 
show renewed activity. Unfortunately the operations could not be taken in hand 
sufficiently early in the year sty want of both officers and men. It wa im- 
possible to control the whole of Sinkan from the single post at Sikaw, and 
immunity from interference emboldened the gangs till their misdeeds culminated 
in the murder of the thugyi of Theinlin, a village within 10 miles of Bhamo. 
This state of things could not be tolerated longer and another efficer was added 









to the district, while a company of the reserve milita y police battalion was tem- 


porarily lent. The commencement of the operations, however, came too late in 
the séason, and, although Captain Gastrell was successful in making some import- 
ant captures, and although the progress of the operations led te the arrest of the 
major portion of the once notorious Bo Hlaw’s gang, who were responsible for the . 
abduction of the Bha:ino Myodk in 188g, still, owing to the advent of the rains 
and the general unhealthine s of the Sinkan valley, the operations had perforce to 
come to a close before a permanent impression had beenmade. The knowledge, 
1owever, gained of this section of a country hitherto little known will be valuable 
present cold season, when it is proposed to continue and complete the work. 
35. Inthe cour e ef the present season’s operations the Chief Commissioner 
make sensible progress towards bringing the whole of the Kachin tribes 
from the bifurcation on the north to the Shan States on the south into thorough 
subjection. A small tribute will be imposed and the various tribes will be made 
to understand that they must live in peace with their neighbours and abstain from 
attacking caravans passing through their country. A Subdivisional Office has 
been placed at Myitkyina on the Irrawaddy and a series of strong military police 
bee will oe established at suitable places to dominate the Kachin country. 
Beyond the bifurcation and to the east of the Irrawaddy it is net necessary at 
resent to penetrate, but further west an expedition is being sent into the Hukong

At the beginning of the year only the Shinshinngoywas were really friendly to 
us. Notwithstanding the severe punishment which had been inflicted on the 
Siyins, that tribe continued hustile; the Kanhaws and the Mobingyis, being 
further inland, would not submit, while the Siyins held out, and the Negwite, 
Laté, and Haitsi Lope tribes had not yet been visited by our officers. The 
only Siyin village with which our relations were friendly was Sagyilaing, and the 
Sagyilaing Chiefs were not able to prevent their tribesmen from constantly cutting 
the telegraph wire and otherwise annoying our troops. The capture of two of the 
wire-cutters paved the way for better relations. The Siyins were anxious to re- 
cover their friends and, aftcr some negotiation, were induced to make [urial sub- 
mission, to promise the surrender of all Rurman captives, to undertake to pay an 
annual tribute of Rs. 200, and to conduct themselves for the future in a friendl 
and peaceable manner. These promises were on the whole fairly well kept and, 
thanks no doubt in great measure to the patience and tact of Canals Rundall 
and Myodk Maung ‘Tun Win, our relations with the Siyins were by the end of the 
year on a very satisfactory footing. The example of the Siyins was s_n followed 
y the Mobingyis, who made their submission on terms similar to those imposed 
on the Sivins, which terms thcv have since faithfully kept. The Kanhaws gave 
more trouble. Jhew principal village (1iddim) had been burnt by our troops 
early in 1889 and from that date onwards we had had little communication with 
them. In October 18g0 their head Chief died and a dispute arose as to the suc- 
cession, some of the tribe favouring Hauchin Kup, the nephew of the late Chef, 
and others Yatwel. With Yatwel Captain Rundall succeeded in getting into com- 
munication, but shortly after a serious raid by Kanhaws on the Burman village of 
Pinthawa necessitated an expedition against the tribe. In the raid on Pinthawa 
eight persons had been killed and 12 taken into captivity. The terms imposed 
on the Kanhaws were the restoration of all captives and of the heads of the men 
murdered at Pinthawa, the subinission of the tribe, the payment of a fine of Rs. 
4,000 for the raid on Pinthawa, and an annual tribute of Rs. 300. These terms 
not having been complied with by the date fixed, the Kanhaws were, after full and 
repeated wamings, surrounded and attacked in their village of Tungzang. In the 
fight which ensued 12 of the Kanhaws were killed and 21 taken prisoners, includ- 
ing several Chiefs. The result was that the tribe surrendered, 39 captives were 
given up, and the fine and tribute were paid in full. The expedition, which con- 
sisted of 300 Rifles and two guns, then returned to Fort White. There has 
been no trouble since with the Kanhaw tribe. Some of the principal Chiefs 
captured at Tungzang were subsequently sent down to Rangoon, where they 
were much impressed by the wonders of civilization and the evidence they saw of 
the power of the white man. They have since been released and have returned 
to their hills, vowing never again to attempt to withstand the British arms. Dur- 
ing Captain Rundall’s absence in the Kanhaw country a raid was committed by 
the Nwengals, a large tnbe occupying the hills west of the Nankathé and ote 
nominal allegiance to the Tashons. A meeting was accordingly 
- Falam between the Political Officers of Fort White and Haka and the Tashon 
Chiefs, at which the latter undertook to dc'iver up the culprits and to guarantee 
the future good behaviour of the Nwengals. It is doubtful whether the Tashoas 
possess sufficient authority over the Nwengals to enforce thei good behaviour.

From Thetta an 
expedition was sent against Shurkwa, a large pers a on the Boinu, which had 
recently car ed off a Burman near Gangaw and had _ threatened to resist our 
advance. The resistance didnot amount to much. A few shots were fired on our 
men as they advanced, but the guns were yot inio action and three or four 
rounds had the effect of b inging the Chiefs out with offers of full submission. 
Eight slaves were surrendered, a suitable fine inflicted, and annual tribute 
-to. In the course of this expedition submission was also accepted of the villages 
of Paipa, Paizong, Ténwa, Lowrang, and Aiha. The force then returned to H 
The objects of the expedition had been fully attained and no trouble has since 
been given by the Baungshé tribes. With the Tashons our relations were friendly 
throughout the year, but the attitude oi the Chiefs is not at present altogether 
satisfactory, and our hold over them not so firm as it ought to be. The meeting 
of the two Political Officers with the Falam Chiefs and the undertaking of the 
latter to keep the turbulent Nwengals in order have already been mentioned. 
Towards the end of March Mr. Macnabb left Haka with a column of too men 
under the command of Lieutenant Mocatta to visit the Tlantlangs and meet a 
pny from Fort Tregear at Tao. it had been hoped that the Political Officer at 
ort Tregear would be able himself to meet Mr. Macnabb. This, howcver, could 
not be arranged and hesent his interpreter with letters instead. Towards the 
Tlantlangs, whose country it was necessary to traverse in order to reach Tao 
Mr. Macnabb’s intentiens were entirely peaceful. ._The tribe had made form 
surrender to Gencral Symons in March 1890, and no opposition was expected 
from them. It was reported that they had been raiding on the Lushai side, and 
Mr. Macnabb’s intention was to order them to abstain from raiding in future. 
The march to Tao was unopposed, but the Tlantlang Chiefs were not seen. They 
were reported to be propittating their nats and to he very drunk, so the inter- 
view Was postponed for the retum journey. it was afterwards ascertained that 
the Tlantlang Chiefs were in reality preparing to oppose the return march, 
and accordingly in the neighbourhood of Hyrankan the column was suddenly 
attacked in force by a large body of Chins estimated at 7oo or 800 men. The 
column fought its way with some difficulty to Tlantlang, losing five men killed 
and 10 wounded, Lieutenant Forbes being also wounded. At Tlantlang the 
column was met by rein{c«rcements from Haka under Colonel Mainwaring, who 
had come out on r€ceiviny ne vs of the intended attack on Mr. Macnabb’s party. 
The loss inflicted upon the Chins was not precisely ascertained, but is believed to 
have been considerable. The coluwm betiaved aditavly uuder very trying cit- 
cumstances, and much credit is due to Mr. Macnabb and Lieutenant Mocatta for 
the manner in which the march was conducted. To punish the Tlantlangs for 
this unprovoked attack a fine of 50 guns and Rs. 2,500 was imposed, and five 
days were given to them to pay up the fine. The fine was not paid and 
arrangements were accordingly made for a punitive expedition. While these 
arrangements were in progress Yahywit (Jahoota), the head Chief of the 
Tlantlangs, came in to Haka. Yahywit explained that the attack had been 
carried out in opposition to his wishes by two of the other Chiefs, Lalway and 
Koikyay, the former of whom desired to revenge himselt tor ha ing been arrested 
by Captain Rundall in the previous year. Yahywit showed an earnest desire for 
peace, and as it appeared that his statement that he had not been concemed in 
the attack was correct, the Political Officer determined to accept his submission 
and abstain from destroyiny the Tlantlang villages on condition that Lalway and 
Koikyay should be given up, that their houses should be razed to the hear | and 
that the arms and moveakLie property of all those who were engaged in the attack 
on our column should be confiscated and given up.

Owing to the lateness 
of the season and the fact that the transport available had been insufficient to 
convey more than four days’ rations for the column it was impossible for the 
Political Officer to visit and exact submission from the recalcitrant villages of 
Firyankan and Tungzang. This will have to be done in the present open season. 
31, The tribute arrangements throughout the Chin Hills require revision. 
Hitherto Jump-sums have been agreed on, which, owing to our limited knowledge 
of the tribes, have been somewhat arbitranly fixed. In future the tribute will have 
to bear a fixed proportion to the number of houses in each tribe. 

32. Some progress was made during the year in the matter of roads and com- 
munications. A mule-road was constructed from Haka to the Nankathé river, a 
distance of 40 miles on the Haka-Fort White road ; work was commenced on the 
new road from Sihaung to Haka, and the Chin tracts from Rawvan.to Thetta, 
from Thetta to Shurkwa, and from Haka to Pai were kept open and improved. 
The road from Kan to Haka was kept open by Chin lahour and the postal service 
along this road was rcgularly maintained. It is a*matter of importance that our 
Officers working in the Chin Hills should acquire a knowledge-of the languages of 
the tribes with whom they have to deal. Captain Rundall has compiled a gram- 
spar and vocab of the Siyin dialect, and Mr. Macnabb a similar volume for 
the dialect of the Hakas. These compilations are being printed and published, 
and will no doubt: be very usefu . 

33. The rude detached tribe to oh south of the Chin country proper on 
sisting, so far as we know them, of Chinbéks, Chin- 

ee toe bons, Chinmes, and Yindus, are administered by the 
Subdivisional Officer of Yawdwin in the Pakékku district. The Yawdwin frontier was 
undisturbed Sues ge iSgo, but on the Gth January 18g1 a large pany of Chins 
from the ae of Panchaung committed a senous raid on Yawdwin post, looting 
the house of the Assistant Superintendent of Police and carrying off his pony. 

The conduct of the garrison on this occasion has formed the subject of a sihitary 
inquiry, the result of which has not yet been communicated to the Chief Commis- 
sioner. Further raids followed, in one of which five women were carried off near 
Saw and one man was murdered. It was evident that severe measures were 
necessary, and the Yawdwin garrison being insufficient to carry them out, Captain 

astings was sent from Myingyan with 112 mounted infantry and g6 foot of the 
th Burma Battalion to effect the release of the captives and chastise the Chins. 
ievienant Tighe, Subdivisional Officer, accompanied the expedition as Civil 

Officer, and the operations were carried out with skill and vigour. The village of 
Panchaung, from which most of the raiding Chins came, was severely punished, 
all captives were recovered, and promises of future good behaviour were exacted.

In addition to the survey on the 
16-inch scale, an area of 164 square miles in Théngwa was surveyed. on the 4- 
inch scale at a cost of Rs. 22 per square mile. A considerable area (654 square 
miles) in Amherst was traversed in advance for next year’s work. No. 12 y 
was engaged in executing a preliminary traverse in the Tharrawaddy, Prome, 
Henzada, Hanthawaddy, and Bassein districts. The area thus traversed with 
the balance of the area traversed last year was surveyed cadastrally by the local 
survey party. This party, which consists entirely of Burmans, who have been 
locally trained, succeeded in surveying an area of 1,440 square miles with a culti- 
vated area of 150,770 acres at a cost of Rs. 67'55 per square mile. ‘The table 
given below shows in detail the areas surveyed by the parties above mentioned :— 
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36. Inaddition to the two Survey of India Partics mentioned above there 
was a Topographical Party at work in Mergui, but 
as yet no details of the work done have been re- 
ceived. A Topographical Survey Party was also employed on forest survey work 
in the Tenasserim division. Holding surveys of the kind mentioned in paragraph 
14 of last year’s report were carried on in the Sandoway, Shwegyin, and Toungoo 
districts, The resulting increase in area was 17,042 acres, giving an increase of 
Rs. 23,398 in the revenue demand.

Surveys, Settlements, and Waste-lands (Upper Burma). 


44. Topographical surveys were carricd on in Upper Burma during the scason 
18ge-91 by No. 11 Party under Mr. Ogle, and by No. 
. 21 Party under Major Hobday and Captain Longe. 
The operations of No. 11 Party were similar to those performed last year. Geogra- 
ie surveys on the scale of 1 inch to 4 miles were executed in the districts of 
eiktila, Myingyan, Vaméthin, and Magwe, all of which were completed, and in 
portions of Thayetmyo and Pyinmana. The tesult of the season’s operations was 
[2,420 square miles of triangulation and 11,964 square miles of plane tabling. 
The operations of No. 21 Party were of the same character as those of No, 11 
Party, namely. yeographical surveys on the scale uf 1 inch to 4 miles. These 
surveys were carried on in the Ruby Mines, Mandalay, Katha, Shwebo, Ye-u, 
Upper and Lower Chindwin, and Pakékku districts, and in the Shan States of Wun- 
tho, Thibaw, and Yatsauk. The approximate areas surveyed ayyreyated 25,880 
square miles. Small partieswere detached from No. 21 Party to accompany various 
expeditionary columns in 1899-91. Jithe beginning of 1891 a reconnaissance 
survey was made hy Major Hobday of the country to the north and north-easi of 
the Bhamo district, which he traversed in company with Lieutenant Eliott, Assist- 
ant Commissioner, and a small escort. The total area reconnoitred was some 
3,000 square mites on the scale of 4 miies tu the inch. An additonal area of 
1,600 syuate nutes was also mapped i the Kachin hills to the cast of Bhamo. 
Lieutenant Renny- fail your accompanied an expedition through the Northern Shan 
States in company with Lieutenant Daly, and succeeded in carrying a series of 
triangulations from Lashio to within 20 milcs of the Cambodia. tr. Kennedy 
accompanicd the Kyaington-Chicngmai Mission and effected a survey of about 
9,000 square iniles. Other parties accompanied expeditionary columns in the un- 
explored parts of the Bhamo district. 

45. Onc cadastral survey party of the Government of India was at work in 
cles Ena ose Upper Burma during the year. ‘his party complet- 
: ed the survey of the Kyauksé district and surveyed 
563 square miles in Mciktila. It is now working in Mandalay and Sagaing. In

Under the ae Burma Laws Act, XX of 1886, the following enactments 
tvere extended to the Shan States with certain exceptions :-— !

Under the Shan States Act, XV of 1888, the customary law of the Shan 
States was modified by a short and simple set of Rules defining offences, pres- 
cribing punishments for them, and laying down the procedure to be observed in 
criminal trials. 

Officers were appointed to exercise powers under the Administrator-General’s 
Act ; and the Subdivisional Officer, Pyinulwin, was appointed to exercise the 
powers of an Assistant Superintendent. 


Police (Lower Burma), 


48. The Department was administered, as in the previous year, by one 
ysiesiort Inspector-General assisted by three Deputies, one for 
; Crit and two {ny AU ilitary police, The police 
forces of the two sections of the province have not yet becn amalgamated and 
in the following paragraphs the working of the department in Upper and Lower 
Burma is dealt with separately. 
49. A scheme for the re-organization of the Lower Burma police, which was 
ie the outcome of the recommendations of the Police 
ee of the Lower Committee of 1888, was under consideration during 
the year and was submitted at its close to the Gov- 
ernment of India. The main features of this scheme were the division of the 
Lower Burma police into military and civil police, and the establishment oi train- 
ing schools for the instruction and discipline of the civil police. The military 
fe ice were to form a force of 3,595 men, enlisted from the fighting raccs of 
ndia under the Military Police Act, 1887, and organized in companies, but as 
one battalion, on the model of the Upper Burma military police. They were to 
furnish reserves for the headquarters of districts, aeeGyisiots, and townships, 
and were to be under the control of specially selected officers. A revised scheme 
has since been sanctioned. The military police are being organized in two bat- 
talions, one of which will ultimately consist entirely of Karens and stationed at Ran- 
goon and Toungoo respective'y The civil police will form 2 body of 3,976 mcn, ’ 
natives of the country, who will be distributed in stations and outposts. They 
will be occupied mainly in the detection and prevention of crime, but will at the 
same time be subjected to drill and discipline. At each district headquarters 
a training school will be established, to which all recruits will be posted, and 
through which all the civil police of the district will be periodically passed. 
50. The Lower Burma military Bee ene famed in 1890 a body of 
Milt 1,114 trained Indians under a special officer. The 
er ae cost of this force for the wes Ks. 2,80,449 
Half of the men were ordinarily stationed in Rangoon, the other half in various 
districts in the interior. The discipline of the force during the year was on the 
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whole goc'l and on the occasions 0. which the men w. ployed ou active’ 
Service ti % acquitted themselves well, 
5!. The strength of the Low.r Buima regular police in 1890 was 8,373 
ied Burma Cipnipeliee against 8,273 in 1889 and its total cost was Rs. 
22,08,956 against Rs. 22,05,239 in the previous year. 
The increase was due to the organization of the Railway police, a force of 179 
ofhcers and men, which was formed partly by withdrawing mcn from the strength 
of districts through which the railway passes, partly by new enlistments. The 
number of punitive police employed in 1890 was 330. ‘These police were empioy- 
ed tor the most part in the eatly part of the year. At the end of 1890 the puni- 
tive police entertained in the whole of Lower Burma numbered 56 men. A 
comparison ot the hgyures for 18g0 with the figures of the preceding few years 
indicates the progress made in the re-establishment of order in lower Burma. 
Thus in £887 a punitive force of 1,175 men was cntcrtained, in 1888 a furce of 
1,042 men, and in 1889 of 997 men. 

The conduct and discipline of the force was on the whole satisfactory. 
There were more disinissals and discharges than in 1889, but the number of men 
fined and punished Louth departnentally and mayisterially feil, the former by 
about 26 per cent. Except in Sandoway and Akyab, whete the police hehaved 
badly in the face ot a serious outburst of dacoity, and in Rangoon, where an 
inferior class of yen are usually enlisted, the conduct of the force was poud, 

§2. WUuring the year under review the first part of the Lower Burma Village 

Rural police, Upper and Luwer “Let, which enttrely re-medeis the system of village 
Burma. administration in Lower Burma, was brought into 
force in most districts. The Act provides for the appointment of headmen with 
considerable powers and of rural policemen subordinate to the headinen. As the 
Act is applied te each district the old yazawuigaungs and kyeclanyyis are abolish- 
ed or, when suitable for the appointments, transformed into village headmen or 
rural policemen. General instructions have been issucd to District Officers as to 
the manner in which the change of system should be carried out. 

There is nO vill se pallce properly so calles of Up ger Diems, but ike vilage 
headmcn constitutcd under the Upper Burina Village Regulation exercise certain 
ls and police powers. Their work was satisfactorily performed during 
the year.

Police (Upper Burma), 


53. In Upper Burma the average strength of the military police in 1890 
was 16,083 and the total cost of the force was Rs. 
65,46.4.03. At the beginning of the year the sanc- 
tioned strength was 18 As officers and men, at its clase 153,392. The nrincinal 
reduction was effected by the transfer of frontier levies to the regular army in 
pursuance of a scheme under which the Chin tills and Southern Sian States 
will in future be yarrisoncd by troops instcad of by police. The other reductions 
made were rendered pussible by the continued progress made during the year 
towards the complete establishment of order in Upper Burma. They consisted 
in the amalgamation of the Kyauksé, Meiktila, and Yaméthin battalions into a 
single battalion, whereby a reduction in strength of four companies was obtained. 
At the close of the year proposals were made for amalgamating the six bat- 
taiions cmpluyed in the M yingyau, Pakkoku, Minbu, Magic, lowest Chin- 
dwin, and Sagaing districts into three, and thereby effecting a reduction in 
strength of 10} companies, from which a military regiment was to be constituted. 
These proposals were sanctioned by the Government of India and have been 
carried into effect. Further substantial reductions in the strength of the military 
police are now being made and two more regiments are ready to be made over te 
the army. ; 

RS change was made in the nature of the duties of the Upper Burma Military 
Police force ; but, in consequence of the tranquillity which the country enjoyed 
during 1890 it was employed less frequently on active service than in former 
years. Detachments were called out for active duty 28 times during the year and 
acquitted themselves weil. The Mogaung battalion deserves special commenda-

54. The civil police of Upper Burma uumbered in 1890 7,317 vificers and 
men, being an increase of 124 on the strength of the 
force in 1889. The cost of the civil police was Rs. 
15,86,683 against Rs. 16,46,081 in the preceding year. No punitive police were 
employed in any part of Upper Burma at the end of the year, a circumstance 
which indicates bee completc, for the present at any rate, has been the pacifi- 
cation of that province. Ditficulty is experienced in getting suitable nien for 
the civil police in districts where forest work is going on owing to the high rate 
of wages, and in other places, such as the Ruby Mines, recruits are wanting 
owing to the dearth of local material of any kind. 

There was a slight improvement on the figures of the previous year as re- 
gards punishments inflicted on the men of the Upper Burina civil police. There 
was an increase in the number of resignations and a decrease in that of desertions, 
but the total under this latter head (81) is still unduly large. The number of 
men dismissed the foree for misconduct was appreciably lower than in 1889. 

55. In Lower Burma crimes of violence diminished from 952 in 1889 to 648,

The Arakan division was the orly one in which the figures under this head 
were less satisfactory than in the previous year. Violent crimes rose in the 
Akyab district from 27 to 46, and in February 1890 the Sandoway district was 
disturbed by an attempt at rebcilion which, had it nut been checked at the outset, 
might have proved, very serious. As it was. it was immediately suppressed und 
for the rest of the year violent cnme in Sandoway was nermal. Gaepuchout the 
rest of the lower previnee the decrcase in crimes of violence was almost uni- 
versal. Particularly good work was done in cuccking this class of crime in 
Rangoon town and in the Hanthawaddy, Tharrawaddy, and Thayetmyo districts. 
In Upper Burma the ci:sanution in crimes of violence has hee.: equally apparent. 
Except Bhamo, the Kuby Mines, and the Upper Chindwin every district in Upper 
Burma shows a large decrease in crime of this class. In the province gencrally 
it decreased 71 per cent. and the number of crimes committed, 532, was actually 
smaller than the number, 648, committed in Lower Buitiia. A turtle: satisfactory 
feature of the statistics 1s the greater proportional decrease in crimes of the 
worst lass. Thus, while murders of all kinds decreased 56 per cent., murders 
by robbers and dacoits decreased 74 per cent.; while robbery decreased 45 pet 
cent., dacoity decreased 82 ner cent. Thefigures for the Katha district under 
this head are the highest for the upper province. They were due to the presence 
of a large number of dacoit gangs who during the year were broken up and dis- 

: Since the occupation of Wuntho, violent crime has decreased in Katha. 
here was a large and satisfactory decrease in violent crime in the Shwebo dis- 
trict, and in each district of the Eastern di ision violent crimes diminished by

Ordinary thefts fell from 9°13 1: i80y to 8,812 and there was a slight im- 
provement in detect‘on. The value of property stolen decreased nearly 50 per 
cent. The numbcr of cases under the Excise and Opium Acts and under lhe 
Gambling Act varied but slightly from the number in 1889. -From the reports 
of District Superintendents it appears that opium-smuggling is particularly preva- 
lent in the Arakan divisien and in the Pegu and Bassein districts. 

In Upper Burma the number of cases of ordinary theft in 1890 was 2,892 
against 2,224 in 1889. This increase has been attributed to improvement in re- 

orting. The value of stolen property was Rs. 5,32,406 against Rs, 4,67,503. 
Chis rise on the figures of the previous year has been accounted for mainly by 
a doubtful case in Bhamo in which Ks. go,ooo was alieyed to have been stolen. 
There was an increase in most districts in the number of excise cases investigated. 

57. Up till 1889 the increase of cattle thefts in J.ower Burma had been 

Cattle theft, Upper and Lower Progressive, and in that yearreached a total of 2,996 
Burma cases. The figures for 1890, however, showed a 
decrease and a satisfactory one. Below are given the numbers of genuine cases 
returned each year since 1886 :—

The decrease has been attributed toa more rigid enforcement of the track 
law in the lower province and to the preater care displayed by the police in 
working up the cases. !t was most noticeable in the Peguand Amherst districts. 

In Upper Burma tlie number of cases of cattle theft fell from wae to 1,516, 
: diminution due to the more careful working of the Upper Burma Village Regu- 
ation. 

58. There were 2,298 cases under the preventive sections af the Cade af 
Cininnai Vrocedure in Lower Burma against 1,801 
in 889. In all districts except that of Amherst the 
number of prosecutions increased or remained about the same asin 1889. In 
Amherst only 23 persons were called on to give security against $4 in the previous 
year. Complaints have been made that the efforts of the police to work the pre- 
ventive law effectively have been hampered by orders issued by the Chief Com- 
missioner requiring confidential lists of bad characters to be submitted to 
Magistrates and forbidding the arrest of individuals until the orders of a Magis. 
trate have been obtained, but 1 enquiry instituted into this matter during the 
eurrent year showed that the ordors referred iv lad wuiked well and smoothiy 
in the past and required no modification. In Upper Burina 249 persons were 
dealt with under the prevenisve sections ot the Code of Criminal Procedure and 
calied upon to give security for good behaviour, but there is reason to helieve 
that more use could be macle of these sections in many districts of Upper Burma 
than is at present made. 

59. The Police Supply Department was managed during the year on practi- 
cally the same lines as hitherto. The supplies for 
the whole provmce were drawn from the depéts at 
Rangoon and Mandalay, and the geuesal pian of distribution obtaining in the past 
was adhered to. The principal feature ot the administration of the department 
was the exclusion from the sphere of its operations of the rationing of the Chin 
and Shan Levies, and the addition thereto of tne work of providing for the Lower 
Burma police, whose clothing and equipment system was assimilated with that 
of the Upper Burma police from the 1st April 1890 onwards. The decrease in 
the work of the department in the wilder and more inaccessible portions of the 
province, coupled with the fact that the terms of the contract for the supply of 
rations werc more favourable than in the previous year, had the effect of reducing 
the total expenditure on the purchase and carriage of rations from Rs. 12,20,604 
to Rs. 10,420,156. 


Preventwe law. 


Supply and clothing. 
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The cost of supplying the police of the Northern Shan States with rations 
formed a not inconsiderable portion of the expenditure ‘the ycar. It was found 
necc-saty in October 1890 to depuie a special oft.. 10 Maymyo to superintend 
the forwarding of ration: to Lashio. ar.d good work was done by this officer as a 
forwarding agent both for police supplies and Government consignments gene- 
rally. 

The gross expenditure of the year amounted to Rs. 10,75,669 and the re- 
coveries effected from the pay of the men to Rs. 7,68,260. The net expenditure, 
therefore, aggregated Rs. 3,07,409. The method of obtaining and distributing 
supplies of clothing, arms, and stores to the police was the same as that em- 
ployed in previous years. The clothing arrangements have not worked alto- 
gether well and the rules are now under revision. 


Criminal Justice (Lower Burma). 


60. In Lower Burma 45,500 cases were reported during the year and of 
these 43,257, or 95 per cent., were returned as true. 
Careful enquiries were instituted during 1890 by the 
Judicial Commissioner into the manner in which statistics of reported crime were 
compiled in the different districts of Lower Burma and the result of his investi- 

ations shows that the divergence between the returns of the Police and Judicial 

epartments was attributable chiefly to errors made in the compilation of the 
police statements. 

The number of cases returned as true was 43,257 against 49,309 in the pre- 
vious year. The chief constituent parts of the difference thus apparent were a 
decrease of 1,738 offences against property and a decrease of 3,216 offences 
against special and local laws. A decrease from 195 to 129 in the number of 
murders is also a satisfactory element of the total. The number of dacoities fell 
from 540 to 23!, of robberies from 356 to 259, and of cattle-thefts from 2.698 to 
2, 


General statistics of cases. 


The total number of cases disposed of during the year was 39,088 against 
43,401 in 1889. The criminal work of District Masistrates was lighter than in 
wUSyg Gy YSS Cases. Ai Viviiie, Dasscin, and Muwiicin there: Was a considcrabic 
decrease in the work done by Honorary Magistrates, and altogether, outside 
Rangoon, 803 fewer cases weré disposed of by them. In Rangoon also the 
number of persons tried by them fell For 8,963 to 6,163. This was possibly due 
to the general decrease in cases under special and local laws, which are the kind 
of cases usually tried by Honorary Magistrates. The percentage of convictions 
for 1890 was 49°56 per cent. for casi:s under the Penal Code, 72'52 per cent. for 
cases under special and luca! laws, and 59976 per cent. for all cases together. 

Outside Rangoon 2,736 persons were called upon to show cause why they 
shouid nut furnish secunty. and of these 1.985 were cventually ordered to give 
security. The percentage of convictions ruse slightiy tu 74°80. 

61. Sentences of hne and of whipping only bear a rather larger proportion to 
the total ot punishments inflicted than in 1889, and 
the actual number of whippings rose from 2,657 to 
2,714. More recourse than hitherte was had to solitary confinement, but the 
Judicial Commissioner is of opinion that even more use can be made of this form of 
punishment. The fines imposed during the year amounted to Rs. 3,45,734-12-0, 
of which Rs. 2,88,389-7-9 were realized. Both amounts are less than the corre- 
sponding Sgures for the last ihree years. The proportion of fircs rcitized to fines 
imposed rose from 78 to 83 per cent. The number of death sentences was 332, 
being four more than in 1889. Sentences of transportation diminished from 517 
to 394, and sentences of imprisonment for over two years fell from 847 to 639. 
There was a decrease from 499 to 389 in committals to the Courts of Session 
outside Rangoon. ‘The decrease occurred, in all but two cases, in the Irrawaddy 
division. The Commissioners of the Pegu and Irrawaddy Divisions were relieved 
of the inal of 131 persons by the Additional Sessions Judye, who worked for 
about half the year. The percentage of convictions in Sessions Courts was 65°28. 
The average duration of cases was highest in the Irrawaddy division, where it was 
48 days. The nt:mber of cases referred to the Sessions Judge under sections 34 and

convicted and 29 acquitted. The Recordcr also tried, sitting as a High Court, 
seven European British subjects, of whom one was convicted. 

62. There was a decrease in the number of appeals disposed of by the Judi-

appeals disposed of hy Courts of Session, which since 
1886 have steadily increased, also diminished from 2,425 to 2,191. More than 
one-third of the appellate work of Sessions Courts was performned by the Sessions 
Judge of Pegu, who disposed of 913 appeals during the year. The percentage of 
appeals rejected or dismissed to the total number of appeals disposed of was 
“6°17, rather lower than in 1888 and 1889, but higher than the corresponding per- 
centage for previous years. The above figures for appellate work refer exclusively 
to Courts outside Rangoon. The Recorder disposed during the year of 191! 
appeals and revisions concerning 235 persons; in the cases of 187 persons the 
order of the Lower Court was unaltered. The percentage of sentences left 
untouched on appeal to the Judicial Commissioner fell from 79 to 76. 

Sessions Judges and District be referred 168 cases and the Judicial 
Commissioner of his own motion called fer 334 cases in revision. Out of 859 
persons concemed in these cases 9 had their sentences enhanced, 61 had their 
sentences reduced, and 153 sentences were reversed.

The Upper Burma Criminal Justice Regulation was amended and its operation, as 

amended, was extended to the 31st December 1892, but the points in which the 

criminal judicial system of Upper Purma now differs from that of Lower Burma 
and the other regularly administered provinces are few and unimportant. 


64. The total number ot criminal cases reported in Upper Burma in 1890 
was 15,682 against 14,703 in 1889 and the number 
of cases reported as true was 14,924 against 14,260. 
The tranquillization of Upper Burma was indicated by a decrcase of offences 
against the State from 134 to 26 rases and cf daccitics from i,gii to git. The 
number of cattle thetts, however, increased trom 1,502 to 1,573. Tle number of 
murders decreased trom 137 to 60. 


The total numher of persons under trial was 21,956 against 21,578 in 158g. 
Of these 7,092 were acquitted or discharged and 13,511 were convicted. The 
proportion of acquittals and discharges is rather less than in Lower Burma, 
being 32°92 against 38°86 per cent., and the proportion of summary convictions is 
15°77 against 1897 percent. The average duration of cases was five days for 
Courts of all kinds, five days in the Courts of Subordinate Stipendiary Magis- 
trates, and seven days in the Courts of District Magistrates. The number of 
witnesses called before the Courts increased by more than 7,000 and the average 
number of witnesses per case brought to trial was 2°3 against 2°8 in Lower Burma. 
The number of persons called on to give security for good behaviour was 452 out 
of 573, who were tried. Most use was made of the preventive law in the Ye-u 
district, where 139 persons out of 151 were convicted. n 

Up to the as5th ie 3 18go Sessions cases were tried by District Magistrates 
and after that date by Commissioners oj divisions. The number of persons dis- 
posed of by the former was 98 and by tke latter 104. The average percentage of 
convictions before Commissioners was 68°75.

G6. The number of appeals increased from 427 to 846. The proportion of 
ay sentences intériered with by District Magistrates 
Bai ae lea and Sessions Judges was high, only 61 ee cent. of 
the appeals being entirely unsuccessful. In District and Sessions Courts, and 
even more so in the High Courts (that is, the Commissioners’ Courts up to the 
25th July and after that date the Judicial Commissioner's Court), the interference 
with the orders of lower Courts largely took the form of a reduction rather than 
a reversal of sentence. In the Judicial Commissioner’s Court the percentage of 
non-interference was 79°45. The Judicial Commissioner contirmed 8 out of 10 
sentences of death ; ihe Commissiouers sitting as High Courts confirmed 52 out 
of 60. The decrease of such sentences in the last five months of the year is gratt- 
fying. The revisional jurisdiction of a High Court was exercised in respect of 89 
persons by Commissioners and in respect uf 1,001 persons by the Judicial Com- 
missioner. District Magistrates dealt with 2,211 persons during the year and in 
exercise of powers conferred by the Criminal} Justice Regulation passed final orders 
themselves in all but 73 cases.

67. The jailretums of Upperand Lower Burma have been amalgamated and 
are this vear dealt withasawhole. TJherewere on tile 
Ist January 15g0 11,014 prisoners ol ail Classes In the 
jails of Burma. The previous year ended with a a decorsied jail population of 
9,066 for Lower Burma and 2,500 for Upper Burma. The difference betveen the 
sum of these figures, 11,566, and the opening figures forthe year under review. repre- 
sents the population on the first day of the year in the jails at Pyinmana, Meiktila, 
Pakékku, Katha, and Magwe which were not included in the returns of the pre- 
vious year. The closing figures (11,135) were less than those of 1889, and the 
daily average populatiun diminished from 11,494 to 11,296 or by 198.,. There was 
a corresponding decrease in the number of admisstons and discharges, which were 
27,11: and 27,7°7 respectively agamst 29.248 and 08 fav in the vear nrevinus 
The decrease in the number of admissions was no Icss marked during 1890 than it 
was in 1889. Inthat year the diminution was attributed chiefly to the greater 
tranquillity of the province, and the samc conditions were in progressive operaticn 
during 1890. It was, therefore, possible to proceed further with the policy of 
evtending clemency to p rsons whose participation in dacoities or disturbances 
had not been marked by any peculiarly heinous features. The release of 1,534 pn- 
soners, either on se urity or unconditionally, relieved the congestion of the jails and 
did not trouble the peace of the province. Of convicts the number confined at the 
Leginuny of the year was 11,343 and at the close ivu,544. The iotal of those 
sentenced to imprisonment fell from 15,029 in 1889 to 13,449 1n 1890. The num- 
ber of transportations beyond seas de reased considerably, namely, from 1,306 to 
517. There were at the end of the year 676 prisoners less in jail than at the com- 
mencement. 

68. The accommodation for prisoners during the year under review was practi- 

Z * cally the same as in 1880 Some slight relief was 
ven to the Rangoon Jail, which has tor some time, 

t Con ained a larger population than it can properly hold, and the Thayetmyo 
fail, though still overcrowded, was not so greatly overcrowded as in 1889. The 
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new military prison et Thayetinyo relieved —_..angoon Jail of 36 military pr soners. 
Additions were made to the Thayetmyo Jail during the year. At Shwegyin a 
ward with accommucation for 71 prisoners was erected. 

69. There was a decrease in the sentences of imprisonment only, whether 
rigorous or simple; sentences of simple imprison- 
ment decreased by about 32 per cent., sentences of 
whipping with imprisonment also have diminished, but more recourse was had than 
hitherto to solitary confinement. Of 1,869 old offenders of all classes 1,743 were 
identified before conviction. The number of juvenile prisoners admitted into the 
jas of Burma during 1890 was 117, of whom 18 had been previously convicted. 

Seventy-one per cent. of the convicts admitted during the year were sentenced 
to terms of one year and under. Nearly 18 over cent. are undergoing sentences 
of five years and over. One hundred and thirteen death sentences were passed 
against 234 in 1889 and 200 in 1888. Of these sentences 63 were passed in Lower 
and 50 in upper Burma; 16 had not been carried out at the termination of the 
year. Sentences of transportation for life decreased from 421 to 200 and sen- 
tences of transportation for a term trom 558 to 273. 

70. No prisoners broke out from any of the jails of the province and only four 
escapes occurred, all in Lower Burma. An attempt 
at an outbreak at Mandalay was frustrated by the 
help of the well-disposed prisoners, chiefly Natives of India, of whom 11 obtained 
in consequence one month’s remission of sentence. Of the tour prisoners who 
escaped three were recaptured during the year under review, and three pr soners 
who had effected their escape in previous years were caught and re-imprisoned. 
There are at present 52 uncaptured fugitive prisoners at large in the province. Of 
magisterial punishments inflicted on prisoners there were 11 in Upper Burma and 
28 in Lower Burma against g and 25 in 1889. Only one of these sentences was 
inflicted for a really serious crime, namely, a murderous assault made upon a 
warder of the Thayetmyo jail by one of the prisoners; for this the offender was 
sentenced to seven years rigorous imprisonment. In Lower Burma the number of 
prisoners sentenced by Superintercients of fails to he flagged curing the vear 
CUML) FOVaU Was LL setinG ds Soy. dhe number of whippings in Upper Burma 
was 42 more, but, as exactly this number of whippings were inflicted in the five new 
jatls not includedin last year’s return, there ts ‘ally no increasc. In Upper Burma 
there was a decrease in punishments other than whipping, although returns on the 
subject were received from a \irger number of jails than in 1889. The decrease 
was most marked in the sentences of shot-drill inflicted. 

71. The cost of rations per prisoner diminished in both Upper and Lower 
Burma. In Lower Burma the total expenditure on 
rations fell by Rs. 52,587, or by nearly 16 per cent. ; 
but, as the total number of nrisonerc fed had fallen alco, the cost per man only 
diminished uy a ittle over 10 per cent., and thus came down slightly below the 
level uf the fiyures of 1888 and stood at Rs. 33-3-8 per head. In Upper Burma, 
on the other hand. the actua! expenditure on ratinns rose. ‘She number of pri- 
soners fed, however, increased to amore than corresponding extent, with the conse- 

uence that the expenditure per man was reduced from Rs. 45-5-7 to Rs. 43-6-3. 
Saniogay ai] maintained its reputation of being the cheapest in the province. 
Its rate is Rs. 18-10-1 per head. The cost of Lower Burma Jail establishments 
was practically the same during the year under review as in 1889. Inthe Rangoon 
Jail 19 warders were dispeused with, their work being transfeucca io convict warders. 
Allowing for increased pay given to others of the staff the saving effected by this 
measure was Rs. 130 per mensem. The expenditure on establishments in Upper 
Burma rose by Rs. 28,749 ow ngto a general revision of establishments in accord. 
ance with the principles recommended by the Jail Commission. Hospital charges 
and contingent charges decreased in the jails of Lower Burma, the latter to a very 
appreciable extent. This decrease in contingencies 1s mamly attributable to reduced 
expenditure on transfer and extra establishment. Hospital charges also fell m Upper 
Burma, but contingencies increased by Rs. 6,783 owing to the fact that a larger 
number of jails were included m the retums than in 1889. The net cash earnings 
for Upper Burma aggregated Rs. 38,032-8-5, those for Lower Burma amounted in 
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all to Re. 2,73,491-10-6, or to nearly de+) hat was .calized last year. The 
exceptionally good results obtained this ). . are due to some extent to the realiza- 
tion during its course of a !arze number of outstandings of the previous twelve- 
month. The large increase in the Rangoon Jail eamings is mainly due to improved 


receipts. 
72. Phe Paungdé Reformatory opened with a total of 74 boys in the Refor- 
matory, and during the twelvemonth under review 24 
Joe boys were admitted, 17 from Lower and seven from 
Upper Burma, and 21 Were released. ». 
73. The important question of the water-supply for the jails of the province 
was not neglected during the year under review. The 
results of the various analyses to which the water ef 
the different jails was subjected showed that the composition of the Irrawaddy 
water from which the riverine jails, Thayetmyo, Pakékku, and Myingyan, draw 
their supply leaves nothing to be desired. Any doubts that previously existed as 
to the goodness of the Moulmein and Sete. $e water were dissipated by the 
Chemical Examiner’s report, which proved that the water was as pure as is 
requisite for health. A discouraging account was given of the Toungoo water, 
which has hitherto been good. It is said that the wells from which the supply was 
usually drawn had become contaminated with sewage and that water had to be 
brought from the Sittang. Out of a daily average strength of 11,296 the daily 
average of sick prisoners was 428, or 38 per mille. In Lower Burma the 
daily average of sick was 328. The ratio per mille in Lower Burma also fell from 
46:26 and 40 in 1888 and 1889 respectively to 38°83, and in Upper Burma from 
71°9 and 47°31 to 35°11. The daily average of sick in Upper Burma was 100 for 
15 jails with a p pulation of 2,842. During the whole year only 319 prisoners died 
in the jails of both Upper and Lower Burma; so small a proportion of deaths to the 
jail population of the province has not been known for the last nine years. There 
were 19 deaths in all from cholera in the jails of Burma, Upper and Lower, during 
the year. Of these 13 occurred in the Rangoon Jail, three in the Ma-ubin, two 
in the Bassein, and one in the Myingyan Jail. No satisfactory explanation of the 
origin of the disease can be given it Moni Gf the cases above mentioned. Fevers 
causcd 35 deaths in the jails of the province and bowel-complaints 108.

The above shows that, with the exception of Tavoy, Sandoway, and Kyauk- 
pyy, all the Municipalities of the lower province are now in apts satisfactor 
financial condition, The reduction of the provincial grant dumng the current 


year will have had a not tncunsiderable effect upon all the Mumcipahties of Lower 
Burma, and its eventual withdrawal from all but a selected few will also be felt ; 


but as Tavoy, Sandoway, and Kyaukpyu are 'o have their grants continued up to 
1892-93, there is no reason from a perusal of the figures above to believe that, if 
the necessary steps for the levy of taxes are taken, any of the Municipalities will 
in that year be in unduly straitene: circumstances.

87. At the commencement of the year the Committee consisted of 22 
members inclusive of the Deputy Commissioner, 
Rangoon Town District. On the 1§th May 1890 the 
new appointment o! salaried President was filled by Mr. Norton and the Deputy 
Commissioner ceased to be a member of the Cumimittee. At the November 
elections 17 meinbers were elected—five by the European, tive by the Burmese, 
two by the Chincse, two by the Mah.medan. and one by the bindu community, 
and onc cach by tle Fort Commissioners and tlie Chamber of Commerce,—and s1x 
were appointed by the Chicf Commissioner. Since that date there have been four 
resignations, ene only of which has been filled up. and the year closed with a 
total of 20 members exclusive of the President. There were 75 meetings held 
during the year; of these 60 were Sub-Cummittee meetings, three: General, and 
12 Special meetings. The opening balance at the credit of the Municipality was 
Rs. 82,55:. Exclusive of abnormai items uf credit, the income of the Munici- 
pality ayyregated Ks. 11,90,009, or Rs. §8,129 more than in 1889-90. The 
incscasc over the figures of 1889-90 was most marked in the case of assessed 
taxes, miscellaneous receipts, and receipts on account of the water and scaveng- 
ing tax funds. It may be noted, however, that in many cases the increases in 
the receipts under the various heads were due to recoveries of arrears. An @@ 
valorem scavenging-tax was sanctioned in September 1890 on all buildings in 
four of the Eastern circles to take effect from 1st May 1891. Irrespective of 
debt accounts, census charges, and cost of drainage works, the expenditure of 
the year amounted to Rs. 11,€5,580, or Rs. 1,63, more than that incurred in 
1889-90. Exclusive of the 1887 and 1889 loans of 33 and 7 lakhs respectively, 
Mo portion of which has vet been repaid, the liabilities of the Municipality at the 
ead of the year aggregated Rs. 8,95,905-9*2, or Rs. 30,278-11-1 less than at the

year. The expenditure incurred in the mainteuance and up. ey “ the hospital 
(Rs. 82,206-10-11) was nearly Rs. 2,000 less than in 1889-90. The total of 
patients treated curing the year and the daily average of out-patients were 
slizhtly lower than in the previous year, but the datly average of in-patients rose 
from 231 to 251. ‘The population of the town according to the February census 
amounted to 181,07! ; in the calendar year 1890 there were 7,119 deaths, and the 
death-rate was thus 39°32 per mille. The death-rate of the previous year calcu- 
lated on a population of 134,176 was 41°56. A sumof Rs. 2, 86,676 was expended 
on ordinary public works during the year, exclusive of a sum of Rs. 90,344 
which was devoted to the extcnsion of the Shone system of drainage to parts of 
Pazundaung and Alon. The working of the Shone system has been subjected 
to much criticism, and the rcluctance of awners to connect their houses with the 
sewers has led since the close of the year to legislation, which gives the Munici- 
pal Committee power to compel such connections. Until all houses in the town 
proper are connected with the sewers, neither the cost nor the efficiency of the 
system can be fairly judged. Only 10 per ceni. of the houses which might be 
connected have yet been connected. in the suburbs house-connections will not 
be required for a few ycars to come. The town was supplied with water from the 
High Pressure Works, which, on the whole, have given satisfaction; but there 
is still room for mnprovement both as reyzards the quality and the quantity of the 
water povided. oA sum of Rs. 61,132 was spent on reclamation and the total 
expendiiure on road-metalling was Rs. 1,72,183-1-5. 

88. At the commencement of the year the Moulmein Committee consisted 
of 20 members.

This increase, which was due to general economy during 
the previous year, enabled the Committee to incur a considerably larger expenditure 
during the year of report. The total outlay was more than Rs. 20,000 higher 
than m 1889-go and nearly Rs. 14,000 higher than in 1888-89. The income of. 
the Municipality fell by Rs. 4,418, but this decrease was more apparent than 
real. It naccurred mainly under the heads of Land revenue and Assessed taxes, 
which in 1889-90 were abnormally high owing to the realization of the arrears of 
past years. The variations in receipts under the other heads of account were 
not important and call for no special remark. The outlay under Civil Works and 
Repairs was Rs. 19,518 higher than in the previous year; slaughter-houses for 
cattle and pigs were built at a cost of Rs. 1,711, and Rs. 1,000 were spent on 
a ngapi godown which proved unsuitable. Among other original works were an 
infectious diseases ward, a well, a tank, a cattle-pound, and a summer-house. 
Repairs to roads cost Rs. 18,967 and a considerable amount was expended on 
repairs to drains, bridges, culverts, and buildings. Altogether public works ex- 

enditure amounted to Rs. 36,697. ‘The financial position of the Municipality 
is satisfactory. 

93. Ihe Henzada Municipal Committee consisted at the commencement of 
the year of 13 members, to elected and three ex-officso. 
Two vacancies occurred during the year, only one of 

which was filled up. In all 13 general and seven special mvetings were held. 
The year opened w'th a credit balance of Rs. 24,448. The income was Rs.76,999, 
or shghtly less than in 1889-90, but the expenditure of the fund was reduced by a 
sum of Rs. 13,929, and the closing balance was Rs. 33,501. The depressed 
condition of the cattle trade accounted for decreases under sale proceeds of un:

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100. There were no unportant events im the municipal history of the year. 
The Myingyan, Shwebo, Pakdkku, Minbu, and 
Yesagyo Municipal Commissioners improved their 
rules for prevention of fires. Other rules were framed by various Municipalities. 
There were fewer proposals for new taxes, but in Shwebo, Myingyan, and Minbu 
some ad:ttional imposts were sanctioned. The management and profits of cattle- 
pounds in Municipal towns were transferred in November 1899 to all the Commit- 
tees Walch had wei previously oulianed then. 

tor. The Mandalay Municipal Committee held twelve general and three 
special meetings during the year. Owing to the 
realization of arrears of municipal tax at the close of 
188g-go, the year 1890-91 opened with the large balance of Rs. 1,43,376. The 
municipal-tax produced during the year Rs. 1,75,587. Taking the population of 
the Municipality at 170,000 and making the usual assumption that five persons 
form the average family, it will be seen that the Municipality realize only about 
Rs. 5-2-0 per family. The tax on Shan traders was abolished in December 1890 
by order of the Chief Commissioner. There was a falling off in the proceeds of 
criminal tines, in the slaugintcr-house receipts, and in cart-tax receipts. Altogether 
the inunicipal income amounted to Rs. 3,69,535 against Rs. 4,55,449 in the pre- 
Vious year. ‘Lhe expenditure amounted to Rs. 4,36,%52 against Rs. 3,51,826.~ 
The increase was mostly due to larger expenditure on civil works, but Rs. 4,03: 
more was spent on the collection of municipal taxes. The new hospital was 
finished at a cost of Rs. 47,166 and opened towards the end of the year. The 
work of the Vaccination department retrograded owing, it is said, to the fact that 
people found out that the Vaccination Act was not in force. Two schemes for 
water-supply were considered and in connection with the second experiments 
are being made. Night conservancy schemes have also been discussed, but with 
No practical result as yet. The improvement of the Shwetachaung is the third 
yreat undertaking before the Municipality, but this tou has nui passed out of 
the deliberative stage.

Of the 
gran of Rs. 30,000 made by the local Government Rs. 22,196 have been spent or 
appropriated for spending. A bazaar cost Rs. 8,672 and seems to have paid well, 
producing Rs. 2.764. A caravanscrai, which was not a success, Cost Ns. 1,250 
and a slaughter-house cost Rs. 654. The rest was or will be spent on roads, 
bridges, and reclamation of swamps,—-works which will be a great improvement to 
the town. The municipal establishment is small and the management 1s eco- 
nomical. . 

103. The income of the Shwebo Municipal Committee declined from Rs. 
15,830 to Rs. 13,470. The decrease was partly due 
to the abolition of the monopoly of selling meat. 
The demand for municipal-tax was Rs. 1,877, and of this only Rs. 1,352 were 
collected. The bazaar, built with borrowed money at a cost of Rs. 12,892, 
produced Rs. 9,418 apainst Rs. 8,778 in the previous year. The Committee's 
expenditure fel! from: Rs. 17,052 to Rs. 11,313.

104. Although a municipal-tax atthe average rate of Rs. 2 per house in 
Sapainy was sanctioned by the Chief Commissioner 
in March 1890, only Rs. §03 were collected during

166 «The population of wie Pakékku Municipality has been returned by the 
Baws census: at 18,783, being 7,035 above the estimate of 
the previous year. The postponement of the collec- 
tion of the municipal-tax, in order that it inight not be collected too soon after 
the thathameda, reduced the ycar's income by more than Rs. 5,000. The export 
tax on Catlie was abolished in March 1890. The proceeds of the slaughter-house 
and cattle market were less. by Rs. j10 than in 1889-go, when the Chin-Lushai 
expedition gave au cxceptional stimulus to trade. The completion of the new 
bazaar resulied in an increase ot Rs. 4,922 in bazaar rents, The total expenditure 
was Rs. 20,823, of which Rs. 3,971 were spent on day conservancy. The Munici- 
pal school was clused at the end of the previous year and the Committee made a 
grant of Rs. @00 to the Wesleyan Mission schocl. Two public latrines were 
erected during the year. Nu new buildings were constructed, hut Rs. 6,367 were 
spent on roads, drains, br dges, and miscellarieous improvements. There were 23 
meetings of the Committee during the year. 
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107. The income ofthe Minbu Municipal Committee was Rs. 9,502 and their 

Wiis expenditure Rs. 9,728. A scavenging-tax on the 

southern quarter of the Municipality was sanctioned 

in September 1890. The municipa!-tax produced Rs. 3,395 against Rs. 1,916 

in the previous year. The increase«! expenditure (excluding the borrowed money 

spent in 1889-go on the bazaar) was due mainly to larger payments for public 

works, of which the chief items were Rs. 940 for roads and Rs. 802 for the 

bazaar. The new rules for the roofing of houses prevented the occurrence of the 

usual destructive fires. “lhe Municipal school was closed on the 30th October 
18g0 at the sugvestion of the Chief Commissioner. 

108. The Yamtthin Municipal Committee met only seven times during the 
year. Their receipts amounted to Rs. 10,532 includ- 
ing Rs. 2,7g2 from the municipal-tax and Rs. 4,762 
from markets. The population of the Municipality has rapidly increased and 1s 
now 7,000. The town is, however, subject to certain disadvantages. The water- 
supply is scanty and of bad quality ; good water can be got at a distance of about 
14 miles from the town, but the Municinahty cannot afferd to bring it in by pipes. 
The total expenditure was Rs. 12,846 against Rs. 14,008 in the previous year. 
‘The most important items «af expenditure were Rs. 2,920 for conservancy and 
Rs. 5,605 for public woiks. A cattle-pound and a Shan caravanserai were built 
and trees were planted along the roads. 

boy. ‘Lne Pyinmana Municipal Committee held 14 meetings in the year. 
Their income was Rs. 33,759 against Rs. 20,365 in 
1889-90. The bazaar receipts rose from Rs. 8,815 
to Rs. 13,555 and the Shan camping-ground produced Rs. 3,000. The municipal 
house-tax wasalso more productive than in 1889-90, yielding Rs. 7,552 against 
Rs. 5,029. The year’s expenditure was Rs. 60,586 including Rs. 33,076 of borrow- 
ed money which was spent on the bazaar. The conservancy of the town was car- 
tied out }y ten sweepers and six carts. The Committee contributed Rs. 550 to the 
ewvilhe-jitaland Rs. 300 to schools. The cost of the office establishment, namely,

160. dhe Monvwa Muneipal Committee inereased their income frum Rs.

plattorms. The Ye-u Municipality borrowed Rs. 10,000 and Yesagyo Rs. 
5,000 to build bazaars. ‘The Salin Committee continued properous and their in- 
come rose fram Rs. 14,225 10 Rs. 15,267. They got a nurse from the Countess of 
Dufferin’s Fund and established her in the town. The Taungdwingyi Committee 
saved money to rebuild their bazaar. The Kyauks¢ Committee collected a 
municinal-tax fer the tirst tume and thus increased their iacome; they puriticd 
their water-snooly by pcohihiting bathing or washing within 20 feet of a well.

t11. Onthe tsi April 18g0 the entire Military force in Upper and Lower 
Burma consisted of 4,323 European and 10,830 
Native troops, in all 15,153 including 244 European 
and 211 Native in all 455 officers. These troops 
constituted the Burma District Command under Major-General B. L. Gordon, 
C.B., R.A. They were distributed as follows :— a, 
Rangoon district, European troops 1,582 Native 2,863; Mandalay district, 
European 1,621, Native 4,043; Myingyan district, European 815, Native 1,641 ; 
Chin-Lushai Expediticuaiy Vurce, European 305, Nauve 2,283. 
From the joth April the Chin-Lushai Expeditionary Force ceased to exist as 
a separate command, the troops composing it being absorbed into the three dis- 
tricts above named. On the 31st May 1890 Major-Gencral Gordon made over 
charge of the Burma District Command to Bngadier-General Wolseley, C.8., 
A.D.C.. who in turn made over charge, on the 26th October 1890, to. Major- 
General R. C. Stewart, C.8., A.D.C., Madras Cavalry. At the close of the year

119. There was no scarcity of fuod-yrain in Lower Burma during the year 
under report. In Upper Burma the season was un- 
favourable, the crops failed partially in several dis- 
tricts, and considerable quantities had to be imported from Lower Burma and from 
other districts in Upper Burma. ‘These imports prevented the occurrence of actual 
scarcity and it was not ne:cessary tw aliord rehef to the people by Government 
agency.

123. The mortality from cattle-disease in Lower Burma was larger in 1890-91 
than in the previous year, the number of deaths having 
increascd from 65,346 head of cattle valued at Rs. 
25,04,476 to 76,39! valued at Rs. 30,7y,620. The districts which suffered most 
from cattle-disease were Bassein, where 21,912 died; Tharrawaddy, where 8,244 
died ; Akyab, where 7,356 died ; Amherst, where 7,052 died ; and Henzada, where 
6,648 died. The greater part of this mortality was, as usual, caused by rinderpest, 
which was present in an epidemic form in Bassein, Tharrawaddy, and Henzada, 
and ca ied off 17,869, 6,123, and 5,004 cattle in these districts alone. Several 
districts in Upper Burma suffered severely from cattle-disease, those in which the 
mortality was most serious being Shwebo, Ye-u, the Upper Chindwin, Minbu, and 
Pakékku. The diseases which caused the greatest mortality were rinderpest, foot- 
and-mouth disease, and diarrhuza. The question of passing a measure to render 
the segregation of diseased cattle compulsory is at present under consideration.

126. The Agri-Horticultural Society were com elled to abandon the site 
obtained for an experimental! farm at Taikgyi, which place was found to be one of 
the most unhealthy on the line of railway. The Society is now endeavouring to 
get a suitable plot of land within an easy distance of Rangoon. During the year 
Ibert nuts were sent for experimental! cultivation to Upper Burma and Liberian 
coffee plants to Sandoway. The results of the experiment have not yet been 
reported. inthe Society's own gardens experiments were tried with Indian man- 
goes, which were successfully grafted. American and Upper Burma Indian-corn 
was grown with varying success. Several new varieties of cocoanuts were im- 
ported from the Straits Settlements. Special attention is paid by the Society to 
raising good and reliable seed of flowering annuals for which there is a large de- 
mand amongst natives of the province. Four hundred young plants of the Areca 
nut palm were procured from Toungoo and Shwegvin and are thriving in the 
nurseries. During the early part of the year the orchid collectors made suc- 
cessful trips to the Arakan Hills and the Tenasserim Province ; several thousands 
of plants were brought in and sold locally aftcr the conservatories had been stocked. 
The sale of garden produce produced Rs. 5,694, a considerable advance on the 
receipts of last year. The number of visitors to the garden and museum was 
291,975 against 285.180 last vear. These figures exclude children and monks 
who are admitted free. During the year 42 new members were admitted and four 
members resigned on |caving the province. A growing interest in the Society has 
been evinced by the general public which interest has been indicated by the fre- 
quent references that have been made to it in connection with improvements in 
various branches of agriculture. 


Forests (Lower Burma), 


127. The general results of the work of the year were as follows. An addi- 
tion of 28 square miles was tMacc in the area of 
reserved forests, which now amounts to §,603 square 
miles. Fire-protection was successful over 235,539 acres compared with 2 i 
acres in 1889-90. The area of taungya grounds planted with teak amounted at 
the close of the year to 22,235 acres, or 2,629 acres more than in the previous 
year. The number of teak trees girdled was 17,040, or 2,393 trees less than in 
1889-90. A number of pyinma and pad.auk trees were also girdled. The quanbty 
of teak extracted by all agencies from the forests was 61,434 tons, or 18,033 tons 
less than in the year before.

The quantity of teak worked out from forests in the Tenassenm circie was 
12,656 tons, or 2,326 tons less than in 1889-90. Between 7,000 and 8,000 more 
logs were in transit {rom the furests when the year closed. Of other sorts of 
timber 7,410 tons of rescived and 19,020 tons of unreserved kinds were extracted, 
or 433 tons more and 3,000 tons less respectively than in 1889-90. The increase 
in the extraction of timber of the reserved kinds other than teak was due to larger 
extractions of pyinma. In the Pegu circle 48,778 tons of teak were worked out, 
or 15,705 tons less than in 1889-90. Of other reserved sorts of timber tons 
were worked out (the bulk of it being kanyin timber), heing an increase of 2,686 
tons on the outtum of the previous year. Purchasers of unreserved timber ex- 
tracted 85,830 tons compared with 102,584 tons in 1889-90. The decrease in 
the outturn of teak as compared with that of 1889-90 was due to smaller extrac- 
tions on Government account. Extractions by purchasers'and under trade per- 
mits rose from 15,002 to 21,225 tons. This increase was mainly due to large ez- 
tractions in the Toungoo district, in which certain forests are wotked on the con- 
tract system. ae

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The teak market at Moulmein was in an unsatisfactory state throughout the 
year, the average value of timber being Rs. 17-5-0 a ton compared with Rs. 
23+14-9 a ton for timber of the same quality in the year before. This decrease 
was a result of the fall in price in the home markets. The effect in Tenasserim 
was to reduce the revenue from timber worked out by Government from Rs. 
4,45,884 in 1889-90 to Rs. 2,65,064 in 18g0-9:. The decline in prices affected 
other sources of revenue, such as fecs for the registration of hammer-marks, for 
which there was much less demand, while the increase of Rs. 46,525 in duty on 
foreign timber at Kado was unfortunately not due to activity in trade, but to 
holders of timber being compelled to sell to obtain money for their requirements. 
The question of the effect of the enhancement of the Kado duty on the Moulmein 
timber trade continues to receive attention. The gross revenue of the Pegu 
circle was Rs. 21,03,322 compared with Rs. 24,01,158 in 1889-90, and from this 
amount has to be deducted about half-a-lakh of rupees on account ot forest sur- 
veys. The falling off took piace in timber extracted by Government agency and 
in Minor produce. The falling of in the revenue from minor forest produce was 
due to a decline in receipts from cutch. The decrease in receipts from timber 
extracted by Government agency was, as in Moulmein, a result of the dull state 
of the market at home, poor prices being got at the Government timber sales in 
Rangoon. The expenditure in both circles for the year amounted to Rs. 10,36,1 17, 
or Rs. 3,31,694 in Tenasserim compared with Rs. 3,73,311 in 1889-90, and Rs. 
:04,423 in Pegu compared with Rs. 9,05,272 in 1889-90. The total net surplus 
of the two circles was Rs. 16,41,554. .

139.. The principal operations of the Forest Department during the year 
under review consisted in examining forests with a 
view to their reservation and protection. In the 
course of the year an area of 35 square miles was reserved in the Ruby Mines 
district and enquiries were held by ie Settlement Officers with a view to the 
reservation of areas aggregating 1,394 square miles in the Chindwin and Pyin- 
mana districts. Notifications of intended reservation were published with regard 
to an additional area of 1,800 square miles. 


140. The total arca of protected forests that have been roughly examined 
was increased from 9,114 to 16,014 square miles. 
These examinations werc carried on principally in the 
Chindwin, Minbu, Mu, and Yaw divisions, and in the Shan States. The infor- 
mation obtained by these examinations showed that the wasteful working of the 
years which preceded the annexation of Upper Burma has to a great extent de- 
pleted the forests of teak. Particular attention was paid to the examination of cutch 
forests, which extend over considerable arcas in various parts of Upper Burma. 
Special measures are being taken to prevent in Upper Burma thedestructionof cutch 
forests, which has taken place in the lower province. 


141. The total length surveyed with a view to the preparation of maps, ex- 
clusive of surveys in the Shan States, was 2,554 
miles against 2,009 miles in the pula year. There 
was a large increase in the area over which linear surveys and countings extended, 
the area covered having amounted to 20,446 acres against 6,639 acres in 1889-90 
and 11,342 acres i: 1888-89. Rough working plans were under preparation during 
the year for the Taungdwingyi, Kyaw, and Yaw forests.

143. Fire-protection in Upner Burma is as yet in its infancy. The only area 
uf which the protection was attempted by means of 
cleared fire-lines consisted of two plantations, 11 acres 
in extent, in the Katha division. One plantation was successtully protected, the 
other suffered from fire. An area of 5,590 acres was protected by means of village 
watchers in the Ruby Mines district. . 
144. The experimental cultivation of the eucalyptus was camied on at 
Bhamo, Bernardmyo, Mogék, Maymyo, and in the 
Shan States. The experiments were on the whole a 
failure, Maymyo being the only place in which the plants thrived. Experiments 
were also made with partial success at Bernardmyo with English fruit trees, 
deodaz, and other species of foreign wouds. The total cost of experiments was

The year is rcported tu have been an un- 

favourable one for working. The rebellion in Wuntho, which broke out in February 

1891, is said to have caused an exodus of workmen from the mines at the height 

of the working season, as it was believed that the disturbances would spread 

northwards from W'untho. ‘The result was that the lessee lost heavily on the 

farm. In consideration of the special circumstances of the case a refund of Rs. 
12,000 of the duty paid has been made to him since the close of the, year. 

150. The ruby-mines in the Ruby Mines district were worked during the 

ee year by the Ruby Mines Company. The arrange- 

ment referred to in last year’s report whereby native 

workmen are allowed to work for rubies subject to certain restrictions and to dis- 

pose of rubies to whom they please in return for monthly payments to the Ruby 

Mines Company were in force throughout the year. ‘They are reported to have 

resulted in the establishment of cordial relations between the Company and the 

native workmen, and have since the close of the year been embodied 1n rules under 
the Ruby Regulation. 

151. As was stated in last year’s report the oil-fields of Upper Burma, so 
Sears fr as ts al presen knawn, le in the Magwe, Minbu, 
kien Pakékku, and Myingyan districts of Upper Burma, 

Oil was extracted during the vear both by European and native methods, Euro- 
pean methods being applied Ly the Burma Qil Company and native methods by 
the twinzas or native miners. The principal field, and the only one from whic 

oil is at present obtained in any considerable quantities, is that of Yenangyaung 
in the Magwe district. Onl is obtained also in small quantities from the Yenan- 
kyat field in the Pak6l-' district, and concessions have recently been made to 
work the Minbu field near the town of Minbu. The work of boring has not yet 
commenced inthis field. he total output of vil on which royalty was levied in 
Mage in 18g0-g! was y.yi6,30u viss and the revenue Ks. 54,373. _In Pakékku 
a small sum of Rs. 1,108 was realized. During the year the Burma Oil Company 
was at work on a block of a square mile im extent which has been leased to them 
and also derived oil from the Royal or State wells, of which a considerable 
number exist in the oil-bearing area. Negociations were in progress during the 
year in connection with the grant of a lease of these wells to the Burma Oil 
Company. Their progress has been retarded by discussions as to the royalty to 
be paid by the Company and by the necessity of securing the rights of native 
ny owning wells in the vicinity of the State wells. Since the close of the 
year it has been decided that the Company shall pay a fixed royalty of 8 annas 
per 100 viss of oil extracted instead of the ad valorem duty which had hitherto 
been levied. Further, the State wells have been demarcated and the exact area 
of each defined. The question of the rights and position of native workers re- 
ceived much attention during the year. An inquiry was held as to the nature of 
their rights and as to the area over which they extended. The inquiry resulted 
in the publication of rules which defined the area within which the native workers 
may work and the rights which they possess. Since the close of the year further 
investigations have led to the modification of the rules in some particulars.

The con- 
cession which has been made compriscs four separate blocks of carboniferous land, 
containing an area of 1%, }, }, and fof a square mile respectively. The first of 
these blocks is about 4 miles from the Irrawaddy, the three reinaining blocks are 
a few miles further intand. The Syneiecate have so far hecun work at the first 
biock, named Letkobin, only. [hey have already incurred a considerable expen- 
diture in building a tramway from the Irrawaddy to the mines, in constructing 
buildings, and in introducing machinery. 

156. As was stated in last year’s report coal exists in parts of the Northern 

Shan States, but it is of poor quality. It will be 
impossible to work it remuneratively until the States 
are traversed by a railway. 
1§7- Prospecting operations were carried on vigorously in Mergui in 1890- 
g1 and with better results than in the preceding year. 
three piuspectiny parties were at work under three 
experienced prospectors in the Maliwun township, up the Lenya river between 
Sungei Sale:t and the Pakchan river, and on Kissering island. Tin was found in 
various localities, the most valuable discovery being at a place called Khow 
Muang (“Tin-mine ill”) about 6 miles from Maliwun. the prospector des- 
cribes the deposit of tin at Khow Muang as one of extraordinary richness. The 
tin is found in heavy quartz veins which intersect the granite rocks of which the 
hill is largely composed. The prospector satisfied himself by several practical 
expenments of the richness of the deposits. The experiments consisted in 
blasting fragments of quartz reefs from parts of the hill selected at random, 
crushing the reef, and washing out the tin. The yield of each experimental 
crushing is reported to have been very good, The total exnenditure on prospect- 
ing ions during the season of Hea was Rs. 14,011. It is proposed to 
complete the work o ui during the cold weather of 1891- 2 at an esti- 
mated cost of, m round figures, Rs. 20,000.

It has been found necessary, however, since the close of the year to modify the 
arrangements by which these fees were levied. The income of the Rangoon Port 
Tr st Fund rose during the year from Rs. 7,79,033 to Rs. 8,45,984. here was 
a very large increase in port-dues and Harbour-masters’ receipts. 


Sea-borne Trade. 


165. During the year 18g0-gi there was a considerable increase in the total 
value of the sea-borne trade of the province, which 
was the largest on record. and aggregated Ks. 
22,81, 34,490, of which Rs. 34,57,050 represents Government transaciiuns, com- 
pared with Rs. 19,94,94,1701n the year 1889-90. There wasan aggregate increase 
of 14°36 per cent., imports having improved 6°72 per cent. and exports 21°67 per 
cent. In private merchandise imported there were increases in cotton piece-yoods, 
hardware, cutlery, metals, provisions, salt, machinery, gunny-bags, spices, sugar, 
tobacco, and woollen goods, and decreases in silk piece-goods, candles, liquors, and 
oils, The ck crease in oil was due toa diminution in consignments of kerosine-oil, 
the market having been overstocked in 1889-90. Exports by private persons 
improved considerably, the increase as compared with 1889-go being equal to 
21U5 pel ceil. Gue io ihe very lavpe shipments oi mee iu kurupe and America 
and to Fastem marts, particularly |apan, to which country 65,388 tons were as 
ped direct from Burma, besides considerable quantities sent vd the Straits. The 
exports of cutch again declined owing to a smaller outturn of this product and to 
a move limited demand for the American markets. Shipments of raw cotton and 
teak also show a falling oft which in the case of the former was due to more limited 
supplies from Upper Burma owing to increased exports to Western China wa 
Bhamo, and in the case of the latter to the European markets having been over- 
stocked by heavy shipments from Siam.

and Tavoy 0°53 per cent. The import trade at Rangoon improved to the extent 

of 5:98 per cent. as compared with the year immediately preceding. The market 
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was brisk throughout the year, a circumstance which was due in part to the opening 
up of Upper Burma, the demand of the upper province for improted commodities 
having greatly increased since the opening of the Toungoo-Mandalay State Rail- 
way. Exports also improved by 24°26 per cent., very large supplies of rice having 
been available for shipment, with a good demand for all markets. At Akyabtrade 
increased under all heads in a very satisfactory degree. At Bassein the tmport 
trade fell off considerably, but there was a slight improvement in exports to forei 
countries, move rice having been shipped to Europe ancl Japan. At Moulmein 
there was a falling off under imports, due no doubt to less money being availabie 
in cousequence of the bad harvest of 1889, while foreign exports increased to the 
extent of 16°36 per cent. The timber trade was again dull owiry to the home 
markets being overstocked, but larger shipments of mce were sent to Eastern 
marts and to Europe z7i Port Said and Malta. ‘he fluctuations in the trade at 
the small ports of Kyaukpyu, Mergui, Sandoway, and Tavoy were but trifling, 
the decrease in foreign imports having been more than counterbalanced by the 
increase in those coastwise, while exports improved under both heads. 

167. A further increase took place in the imports of private merchandise 
during 1890-g1, the improvement as compared with 
the preceding year being equal to 5°63 per cent. 
Forcign imports formed 54°35 per cent. am: those coastwise 45°65 per cent. of the 
total trade. The United) Kingdom supplicdvery nearly three-fourths of the whole 
value of foreign imports, there having been an increase nt 7°85 per cent. over 
1889-go, chiefly due to larger consignments of cotton piece-goods, earthenware, 
hardware, machinery, matches, metals, provisions, sugar, and woollen goods. 
From France smaller supplies of brandy, wines, and silk piece-goods were re- 
ceived. The trade with Germany ayain increased, due mainly to larger consign- 
ments of salt, cotton twist, cotton and woollen piece-gvods and iron nails. Italy 
supplied less wearing apparel, glass beads, and butter. From Mauritius more 
sugar was received, and from South America more stone ballast. Arabia sup- 

lied fewer dates, while China sent more earthenware, sugar, and umbrellas. The 
imports fron the Straits Sertloments show bat a trifling increase: more appar’, 
coiton piece-yoods, hardware, cocoanuts, matches, bivc!-tin, dred fruits, and 
sugar were received, but there was a large falling off inthe supplies of silk and 
woollen piece-goods, betelnuts, and salted fish. From New York there were 
smaller consignments of kerosine-oil, while none came from Russia, and no coal 
was received frum Australia. With ports in India there was a considerable revival 
m trade, the tetal being the hiyhest recorded. All parts of British India con- 
tributed to the increase, but the bulk of the trade was with Bengal, whence 
large consignments of foud-yrains, fruits, and vegetables, ghee, betelnuts, 
cotton twist, Coir rope, jute rope, and twine, gunny-bags, brass and copperware, 
ectivn, suk aid woullen picee-goods, hardware, wines and spirits were received 

168. In the private export trade there was alsu animprovement to the extent 
of 21°65 per cent. over 1889-90. Of this trade foreign 
exports comprised 77°65 per cent. and those coast-

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Direct shipments to the United Kingdora-show a large falling off, chiefly in 
rice, raw cotton, cutch, hides and teak, but there was an increase in caoutchouc 
and rice bran. France and Germany took less rice direct, while Italy took no 
rice and Icss cutch, hides, and teak timber. Norice was shipped to Spain during 
the year under review, the trade with that country having been confined solely to 
teak timber. South America took 55,100 tons of rice against 53,746 tons in 
1889-go. Less teak timber and shingles were sent to Mauritius, and less rice to 
Ceylon, Siam, and Australia, while more raw cotton and rice were shipped te 
China. There was a large increase of 50°74 per cent. in the oe to the 
Straits Settlements, altogether in shipments of rice and rice bran. Holland took 
2,420 tons of rice, the United States 2,750 tons, and Japan 65,388 tons, while no 
shipments of this grain were made to those countries in the preceding year. 
Cape Colony took more teak, and to Canada 3,642 tons of rice were exported 

canst 2,652 tons in 188g-go. Tw Malta and Port Said for orders there were 

preatly enhanced shipments of rice, the aggregate increase in valuc bcing 
Rs. 1,06,98,660. Exports coastwise increased by 1593 per cent. over 1889-90. 
To the Bengal, Bombay, and Madras Presidencies there were much larger ship- 
ments of the produce of the province, while the improvement in provincial 
transactions was chiefly in foreign goods.

169. Trade with Burma and Western China and the Northern Shan States 
ah was registered at Bhamo, Manaung, Sawadi, and 
Manner of _‘egistration and = Maymyo, trade with the Southern Shan States was 
are, registered at Hlaingdet, and trade with Siam and 
Karenni was registered at various border stations in the Amherst, Salween, and Ta- 
voy districts. The value of the total import and export trade was Rs. 1,11,40,845 
against Rs. 86,98,489 in 1889-90. A part of this increase was nominal, trade regis- 
tration stations not having been established in Upper Burma till June 1889. If 
this fact is taken into account the increase was one of about 10 per cent. which 
was contributed entirely by Upper Burma. in Lower Burma there wasa decrease 
of Bee Pe lyGcne, 

170. As has been remarked above there was a decrease in exports both of 
merchandize and treasure, which is attributed to 
| _ depression of trade in trans-frontier tracts along the 
Siam border and to the dullness of the Moulmein timber trade. The quantity of 
timber floated down the Salween and registered at Kado was 65,884 tons valued 
at Rs. 26,50,32! against 3C,903 tons vulued at Rs. 20,25,507 in 1889-90. The 
imports of the preceding year were abnormally low, traders having imported large 
stocks shortly before March 1889 when the duty on timber at Kado was raised 
from 1} to 7 percent. The other imports were principally ponies and cattle, silk 
5 Bey jewellery. The exports consisted mauiy of cotton and silk piece-goods and 
silver. 

171. Trade with China is registered at three stations in the Bhamo district, 

Toston th China Bhaino, Manaung, and Sawadi. The value of imports 
' was Rs. 7,39,607, of exports Rs. 13,36,768. The sta- 
tions at Manaung and Sawadi were established at the beginning of the year under 
report. A comparison of the figures of 1889-go with those of 18go-91 discloses an 
increase of 34 per cent. in the value of trade passing through Bhamo, Part of this 
increase may be attributed to improved registration, but it cannot be doubted that 
trade has made a considerable advance. The greater safety of the trade routes 
and the improvement which has taken place in the condition of the people account 
for the increase of the trade. The principal imports consisted sf ges silk and 
orpiment, the exports of raw cotton and cotton piece-goods. The exports of 
raw cotton increased from 24,789 maunds, valued at Rs. 4,47,080 in 188 -go, to 
53,614 maunds, valued at Rs 9,96,325 in 1890-91. 
173. Trade with the Northern Shan States is registered at Maymyo and to 
some extent at the registering stations in the Bhamo 
ae a district. Trade withthe Souther States is registered 
at Hlaingdet. The value of imports registered at Maymyo was Rs. 19,02,830

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against Rs. 9,96,944 for to months in 1889-90, the value of exports was Rs. 
10,98,940 against Rs. 10,57,380 for 10 months of 1889-90. It is stated that the 
apparent decline in the export trade is duc: to incorrect registration in 1889-90 when 
much too high values were assigned toarticles. Pickled tea and cherout leaves are 
the principal articles of import ; cotton piece-goods. salt and salttish the principal 
articles of expurt. The imports from the Southern Shan States through Hlaing- 
det rose in value from Rs. 1,10,073 for 10 months of 1889-90 to Rs. 1,82,268 for 
1890-91, the exports from Rs. 87,228 to Rs. 2,81,211. These increases are due 
to the growing prosperity of the States. The principal imports are ponies and 
silk, the principal exports piece: sroods. 

173. The statistics of the internal trade of Burma are compiled from state- 
ments supplied by the Irrawaddy Flotilla Comrany 
and the Raitway Department. The boat trade 1s not 
registered. For some time after the annexation boat trade betweee Upper and 
Lower Burma was registcred at Allanmyo, but the registration was subsequently 
abandoned. Proposals for re-establishing a registration station there and for 
dividing Burma into three blocks, Rangoon, Lower Burma, and Upper Burma, 
for purposes of internal trade registration are now under consideration. At present 
there are two blocks only, Lower and Upper Burma. The imports from Upper 
to Lower Burma in 1890-91 amounted to 13,44,784 maunds against oa 
in 1889-90. The principal imports were raw cuttun. gram and pulse, oils an 
jaggery. The exports trom Lower.to Upper Burma amounted to 33,25,263 
maunds against 33,28,233 maunds in 1889-90. The principal articles of export 
were rice, provisions of various kinds, and salt.

Owing to the transfer of works, Spec'talDefence and ordinary Military, 
at Rangoon to the Military Works Department the

Works were only undertaken at (1) Thayetmyo, where an expense magazine 
for Native infantry, costing Rs. 4,967, was built, the armourers’ shop added to, 
and the fort protected from river encroachment by a pile revetment; and (2) 
at Toungoo, where the stop-butts for European infantry and Native infantry rifle- 
ranges were raised.

177. In the Rangoon division the following 
Civil buildings. large works were under construction during the 
year :--— 

New Public Offices, Rangoon.—These buildinys are intended to accommodate 
a portion of the public offices in Rangoon, and are estimated to cost about 
Rs. 5,32,320-. The buildings will ultimately consist of one long central block 
and two wings. The central block only has been sanctioned at present, and is 
almost two-thirds finished. It is expected that the work will be completed before 

June 1892. The expenditure on this work during the year was Rs. 2,77,178. 


Central jail for 2,000 prisoners at Insetu.—This jail, which when com- 
plete will accommodate 2,000 priscners, is in plan a hexadecagon of 690 feet 
exiurpal radius and is suddivided iniiu €ight sections. It is estimated iv cost 
abuut Ks. 8,70,000. Work is well advanced and the jail will probably be partly 
occupied by March 1892. The outlay on this work during the year was Rs. 
2,42,356. 

A number of smaller works, such as improvements to Government House, 
additions and alterations to Agricultural Depét, dwelling-house for Assistant Port 
Officer, quarters for Assistant Comptroller, &c., were also carried out in this

In the Pegu division additional barracks for civil police were constructed at 
a cost of Rs. 5,153. In the Toungoo division the Sania jail was extended 
and added to at a cost of Rs. 6,643. Inthe Arakan division a combined Deputy 
Commissioner’s court-house and thana at Paletwa in the Arakan Hill Tracts was 
built for Rs. 8,606; a combined Myodk’s court-house and thana at Cheduba, 
Myook’s court-houses at Myebinand An, Kyaukpyu district, were also construct- 
ed during the year. A work-yard was added to the Kyaukpyu jail, and arrange- 
ments made for reconstructing the Municipal school at Sandoway, which was 
burnt down to floo -level in 1884.

In the Henzada division the Henzada 
ja | was enlarged, a granary and work-shed = to the Ma-ubin jail, the water- 
supply of which was also considerably improved, and several petty additions and 
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alterations were made to the jail buildings. In the Amherst division Myooks’ 
court-houses costing Rs. 3,550 and Rs. 4,549 respectively were construct- 
ed at Zathabyin, Amherst district, and Thayetchaung, Tavoy district. ‘In the 
Bassein district the jail at Bassein was improved and additional work-sheds 
constructed. A court-house for the Assistant Commissioner, Ngathai 
and a police thana at Yegyi were also built. Inthe Tisrrawaddy district a new 
police thana at Paungdé was the only work of importance endetiakes during 
the year. In the Thayetmyo division a good deal was done, the jail was extend- 
ed and jailer’s quarters, two new work-sheds, a granary and solitary cel!s provided, 
as well as a hospital for 60 beds.

The principal works under the head “ Irrigation and Navigation” are in 
the Pegu division, where the flood-escape at Abya on 
the Pegu and Sittang canal has been nea ly complet- 
ed for about Rs. 2,76,560 and further improved and strengthened for another Rs. 
20,000. It is now in working order. Flood-gates were also provided at the Tawa 
lock, Pegu and Sittang canal, to keep the flood-water of the cog Bate out of the 
canal. The construction of a lock at Wimpadaw between the Sittang river and 
the Sittang-Kyaikto section of the Sittang-Bilin canal, at an estimated cest of 
Rs. 1,43,200, was also set in hand and Rs. 50,549 spent in the collection of 
materials. The Pegu, Kyaikto, and Pegu-Sittang canals and other irrigation 
works in the division were maintained at a total cost of Rs. 20,413. The series of 
long embankments in other parts of Lower Burma were repaired and maintained. 
Large expenditure was incurred on the embankments in the Bassein and Henzada 
districts, where, owing to the exceptional high flood of 1890, it has been found 
advisable to raise the embankments along the Irrawaddy river by 3 feet. Several 
retirements have also been found necessary.

(1) The Ruby Mines Road, consisting of the main road, i miles long, 
from Thabeitkyin to Bernardmyo, and a branch road, 21 miles long, from Kabaing 
to Mogok. The road was opened through to cart traffic in January 1890 and is now 
with the exception of metalling, practically complete. The cost of the main an 
branch roads combined has been to date about Rs. 7,00,000. An estimate has 
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recently been sanctioned for widening and metalling the road, and as this is esti- 
mated to cost about Rs. 5,00,000, the total cost will, when the road 1s complete, 
be Rs. 12,00,000. The road is now open to cart traffic throughout and is much 
appreciated ' at. , 

(2) *be Maymyo-Lashio Road.—This road is iniended to open up communi- 
cation with Lashio, the headquarters of the No:thern Shan States, and also to 
assist in the opening up of trade with China, as it follows one of the main trade 
routes from China to Mandalay. It is divided into three sections and will, when 
complete, be a cart-road 16 feet wide with maximum gradients of 1 in 20. The 
sections are as under— 

First sectton——Maymyo to the entrance of the Chaungz6n pass, a dis- 
tance of 37 miles. This section is nearly complete and can be 
used by carts. 

Second section—Through the Chaungz6n pass. Length about 12 miles; 
the first 5 miles is a descent of 1 in 20; then the Chaungzén 
nullah is crossed by a bridge and the road rises again for 7 miles 
at 1 in 20 for the greater part of the way to nearly the same level 
as before the descent was commenced. Work on this section was 
in active progress during the year. Most of the earthwork and 
bridges are ready, the la ge bridge over the Chaungzon stream 
being also well in hand. 

Third sectson—From the Chaungzén pass onto Lashio. Earthwork 
fairly advanced ; work in hand. This portion is comparatively 
easy. 

(3) Road fro Mt ingyan to Fort Stedman.—The first three sections of this 
road (Myingyan to Hlaingdet) were completed some years ago. The fourth, 
fifth, and sixth sections are also now nearly ready. 

These three sections cover a distance of 64 miles, 52 being on the ascent to 
the Shan plateau and 12 miles along it, and ca ry the road to Thamakan in the 
Shan States. The whole length of 64 miles was opened to cart traffic in Febru- 
ary 1891. Arrangements have been made to push on the road from Thamakan 
mid Dawytat to Taungeys and bore Stedman. 

‘Lhe three roads described above are the main roads in the upper province. 
Several other roads of minor importance have, however, been also under con- 
struction; of these the chief ones probably are the Pauk-Tilin road, mule track 
from Kalewa to Kalemyo, Myingyan-Taungdwingyi road, &c. In addition to 
the actual roads under construction surveys lave been in active progress all over 
the country. The chief survey party was employed during the winter in examining 
the hiils between the Myittha river (Kalemyo Valley) and Haka in the Chin 
Hills with a view to the eventval construction of a cart-road to Haka.

186. During thc year it was seen that if any practical use was to be made of 
the several large existing, but for the time damaged 
and useless, irrigation works in Upper Burma, it 
was necessary to place them under the charge of a specia! officer, as the 
Executive Engineers in whose divisions the several works lay could not give 
them tle necessary attention, Mr. D. Joscelyne, Executive Engineer, rst grade, 
was accordingly appointed to special irrigation duty in Upper Burma and had a staff 
of Engineer Officers and subordinates placed at his disposal to enable him to 
make the necessary surveys. 
Mr. Joscelyne during the year examined and reported on several large 

existing irrigation works in Upper Burma, of which the principal ones are— 

(1) The Kyauksé Irrigation system. 

(11) The Minbu Irrigation system. 

(ii) The Nyaungyan and Minhia tanks in the Yaméthin district. 

(iv) The Mu canal project in the Shwebo district. 

(v) The Madaya canal in the Mandalay district. 
Projects for restoring and improving all these works are now under preparation. 
Certain improvements were considered immediately necessary and were carried 
out at once. They were— 


(a) Constructing two weirs and providing shutters to six sluices on the 
first section of the Mu canal. 
(4) Further improvements to the first 26 miles of this canal, consisting in 
the provision of nine new sluices and raising weir No. 2. 
(c) Filling in broken ground near escape weir No. 1, Mu canal 
(7) Strengthening bund of the Yaméthin tank and providing four sluices 
therefor. 
(c) Improving head works, Samar canal. 


To give practical effect to the new policy of placing all irrigation works in Upper 
Burna under special officers, the formation of an Irrigation Circle has been 
recomimended to the Government of India for sanction, 

ISj. “Phe iain item underx ine head * Masccilaneous Pubiic improvements ” 
consisted in attempts made during the year to con- 
serve the Chindwin and Myittha rivers by blasting 
away rocks, and removing of snags and trecs, &c. 
The attempts were not very successful, chiefly owing to the want of proper ap- 
pliances. It is, however, proposed to fit up a launch spccially for this purpose, 
and better results are anticipated during the winter of 1891-92. A piece-goods 
bazaar at Mogok, a bazaar at Monywa, and the deepening of the Ayadaw tank, 
Lower Chindwin, were the only other miscellaneous improvements carried out 
during the year in Upner Burma,

189. Land was acquired for extension of Rangoon station-yard and Kem- 
mendine and Pyinmana stations, also for a new pick- 
up station at Paleik, mile 374 of the Toungoo-Man- 
dalay Extension measured from Rangoon. :

had started in the previous December may be summarized as follows—

By the end ot the finauciai yexr under revicw the earthwork ard staff quarters 
as faras Skhwebo had been cormpleted.

Forty miles of 
rails had been laid, including the extensive sidings at Amarapura Shore, Sagaing, 
and Ywataung, 60 miles of track had been ballasted, and platelaying was pro- 
gressing steadily at the rate of } mile aday.

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Of the above 167 miles the first 18 miles from Kawlin to Gyodaung had been 
located and the alignment of tl.e balance had been roughly determined during the 
two previcus seasons.

208. The demand on account of salt excise revenue amounted to Rs.

arrears, to Rs. 1,71,610, the outstandings at the end 
of year to Rs. 1,07,059. The correspunding figures for the previous year were Rs. 
1,11,667, Rs. 1,08,045, and Rs. 77,201. The increase in the demand, which 
amounted to nearly 80 per cent., was contributed principally by the Kyaukpyu 
district, where it exceeded halt-a-lakh of rupees. Tihs increase was the result of 
increased production. In 1889 the increase in the rates of duty which took 
effect in that ycar Icd many peuple to abandon the industry. In 18go there was 
a large rise in the price of salt, which stimulated production and resulted in a 
proportionate increase in revenue. The same causes account for the rise which 
took place in Sandoway. The increases which took place in Bassein and Am- 
herst were due to increased production, which was stimulated by high prices. 
The only districts in which a decrease of any importance took place were Han- 
thawaddy (Rs. 9,656) and Tavoy (Rs. 6,653). The decrease in the former 
district was due to enhancement of rates which discouraged production, in the 
latter to the neglect of the Revenue authorities, who permitted the unlicensed 
manufacture of salt without takiny steps to collect the revenue. The large 
amount of outstandinys remaining to be collected at the end of the year, Rs. 
1,07,059, 1s due in part to the system under which the taxation of the salt 
industry is effected. Licenses are granted by the year, from the 1st July to the 
30th June, and licensees are permitted to pay the license-fee in three instal- 
ments, the thir: of which falls due in the year succeeding the year of demand. 
The total duty levied on tmported salt in 1890-91 was Rs. 7,07,805 against Rs. 
11,8y,770 in 1889-90. 
209. The revenue from minor forest produce degreased from Rs. 92,642 to

Aithough there was a very marked improvement in punctuae? in che ceilection 
of revenue the number of coercive processes issued decreased considerably, the 
number of persons arrested diminished by nearly one-half, and the number of 
persons actually committed to jail fell from 61 to 9. The decrease in the 
number of coercive processcs was most marked in the Arakan division, where it 
fell from 11,414 to 7,657; in Tharrawaddy, where it fell from 1,283 to 354, and in 
Bassein, where it fell from 2,097 to 1,395-. In the Amherst district the number of 
processes for the recovery of land-tax rose from 208 to 1,531. This increase was 
a necessary result of the lax administration of the Amherst district in former 
years. When the work of collecting arrears was seriously taken in hand in 
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1890-91 severe mcasures were necessary to recover the sums duc from recalci- 
trant taxpayers. The total commission earned by thugyis dunng the year was 
Rs. 8,53,343 against Rs. 8,08,6g0. Of this amount Rs. 1,47,485 was devoted to 
the payment of taiksayés or thugyis’ assistants and of chainmen. . 
211. The stamp revenue of Lower Burma was almost stationary during the 
year under review, the receipts having increased by Rs. 
| i ta 15,383 only (from Rs. 10,04,173 to Rs. 10,19,§56). 
This increase was contributed mainly by court-fee stamps, receipts from which 
rose from Rs. 5,98,475 to Rs. 6,17,975. Receipt stamps yielded a revenue of 
Rs. 54,826 against Rs. 52,364 in 1889-90, while sales of general stamps fell from 
Rs. 3,36,578 to Rs. 3,34,882. This diminution was mainly due to a decrease in 
receipts from bills-ot-exchange in Rangoon. in most districts the stamp revenue 
varied but slightly, the only districts in which variations of any considerable amount 
took place being Kyaukpyu and Prome. 
213. The revenue derived from opium in Lower Burmain 1890-91 amounted 
to Rs. 19,74,206 against Rs. 18,69,134 in 1889-90, 
being an increase of Rs. 1,05,072, or 562 per cent. 
The increase took place in realizations frum sales of opium, which increased 
10°03 per cent., whereas receipts from the sale of opium licenses decreased 3°32 
per cent. The decrease is ascribed to combinations on the part of the Chinese, 
who have got the whole opium business in Burma into their hands. These com- 
binatiens kept down the prices realized at auction sales of licenses in Akyab andin 
the Irrawaddy division yenerally. The increase of a lakh and-a-quarter which took 
lace in the revenue derived from the sale of opium must be ascribed to an increase 
In consumption. !

These figures testity io a considerable decrease in the revenue derived from liquor. 
The receipts from import duties show a slight increase, but this was due to the en- 
hancement of the tariff duty. The quantities imported fell from 848147 gallons 
in 1889-go to 675,028 gallons in 18go-91. The greater part of the decrease is 
accounted for by the falling off in imports of ale, beer, and porter, and may be at- 
tributed to the increase in the duty. The receipts on account of excise duty on 
distillery liquor decreased by Rs. 1,21,413, and the decrease would have been 
much larger but for the increase of the duty from Rs. 4 to Rs. 5 per gallon at the 
beginning of the year. The number of distilleries in Lower Rurma----three—re- 
mained unchanged in the year of report, but the quantity of liquor on which excise 
duty was levied fell from 89,435 to 47,292 gallons. The decrease was due in part 
to the importation of large quantities of liquor from Madras at the close of the 
preceding year in anticipation of the increase of one rupee in the duty on country 
spirits manufactured after the English method which took effect from the tst Apnil 
eas There was a decrease in the receipts from licenses to sell distillery and 
foreign liquor in every divisiun except that of Irrawaddy. The number of outstills 
licensed in Lower Burma in 1890-91 was 41 against 45 in 188g-go, one having 
been abolished in Arakan and three in Pegu. Notwithstanding the reduction in 
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the number of outstills the receipts from this item of revenue rose from Rs. 77,82 
to Rs. 83,620. Receipts on account of tari showed a small decrease compared wit 
a large increase in receipts on account of hlawza or rice-beer. The greater part 
of the decrease on account of tari took place in the Irrawaddy and Pegu divisions, 
which are the only divisions in which hlawzais sold. The increase in receipts from 
hlawza, however—Rs. 90,734—more than counterbalanced the decrease from 
tari which hlawza appears to be superseding in the favour of the people of the 
deltaic districts. 

214. The number of offences against the Exciselaws reported during the year 
increased from 2,194 in iSSg°go to 2,367 in 18g0-9Q1, 
the number of persons arrested from 2,113 to 3,172, 
the number of persons imprisoned from 424 to §28, and the amount of fines im- 
posed from Rs. 56,653 to Rs. 58,405. The number of persons convicted of 
drunkenness fell trom 2,322 to 1,987, a decrease which was due to fewer con- 
victions in Rangoon. Respectable Burmans in Rangvon are endeavounng to 
check the spread of drunkenness by forming temperance societies. 

215. The Income-tax Act applied in 1890-91 to all Government servants, 
both in Upper and Lower Burma, and to 46 towns in 
Lower Burma, being two inore than in the previous 

ear. 

The total demand of the year including arrears and deductions from the 
salaries of Goyernment servants and pensioners amounted to Rs. 7,05,932 against 
Rs. 6,68,892 in the preceding year, fhe net collections to Rs. 5,960,863 against 
Rs. 5,63,469. The sum realized from the salaries of Government and guasz- 
Government servants was Rs. 2,08,965 against Rs. 2,00,793 in 1889-go ; the tax 
on private salaries yielded Rs. 53,913 against Rs. 49,330 in the preceding year. 
There was a considerable increase in the number of persons paying income-tax 
on private salaries, the number possessing incomes of from Rs. 500 to Rs. 2,000 
having risen from 1,175 to 1,800. The total demand on account of profits of 
companies, including arrears of previous years amounted to Rs. 87,754, the col- 
lections to Rs. 43,400 against Rs. 53,680 in the previous vear. The diminution 
sithe jwli ul dic tans Was due avidity tothe fuf-eniercement of Payment in 
Rangoon in the case of a number of firms which claimed to have paid tax on their 
Rangoon profits in India. Indian firms having Rangoon branches prefer to pay 
incuimc-tax in one sum at their head office. The question whether they shall be 
permitted to pay in this manner is at present under consideration. The number 
of persons assessed under Part IV of Schedule Il of the Act was 8,537 against 
+,067 in 1889-90; the realizations were Rs. 2,75,416 against Rs. 2,326,667. 
Lhere was an increase in the number of assessees of all classes, the largest in- 
Crease beiny under class I, incomes between Rs. 500 and Rs. 750. The greater 
art of the increase of helf-a-lakh, which took place was contributed by Rangoon, 

Vhe-tels? wumbe: of obmencar (uauistskinents Was 5.549 involving a sum of 
Rs. 1,68,484 against 5,442 involving Rs. 2,78,311 in 1889-90. These objections 
resulted in reduction of or cxetsplion from taxation in 2,251 cases andin a reduc- 
tion in assessment of Rs. 93,626. The corresponding figures in 1889-90 were 
3,995 and Rs. 1,04,877. The outstandings at the end of the year were consider- 
able. Out of a total arrear demand of Rs. 61,597 Rs. 36,677 only, and out of 
a total current demand of Rs. 4,48,690 Rs. 3,68,541 sa collected, leaving 
a total of arrears at the end of the year of Rs. 1,15,069. The greater part of these 
arrears were outstanding in Rangoon and Moulmein, and amounted in the former 
tu Ks. 60,149 and in the latter to Rs. 53,655. Of the Ranguon aseafs a consi 
derable proportion was nominal, namely, Rs. 12,764, on account of salanes and 
Rs. 6,948 on account of tax on companies. The outstandings in Moulmein were 
due in part to erroneous assessments, 1n part to balances remaining over from 
1888-8y and 188g-go which, in conscqucnce of the lax administration of the Act 
in Moulmcin, were not collected in the year in which they fell due. 

There was a large increase in the number of warrants issued, namely, from 
435 for the recovery of Rs. 12.719 to 3,077 for the recovery of Rs. 95,534 
Rangoon and Moulmein were responsible for this increase. In the former 3,341 


processes were issued, in the latter 633.

217. Thetotal thathameda demand in 1890-91 was Rs. 46.18 522 against Re. 
64)12,071 i tic preceding year, or an increase of 
18°03 per cent. The total sum collected during 
the year was Rs. 44,18,435, or 9358 per cent. of the total amount, including 
arrears for collection; Rs. 92,465 were remitted, and an outstanding of Rs. 
2,10,851 or 4:46 per cent. remaincd at the end of the year. In view of the fact that 
Upper Burma is a newly settled country the revenue was collected with commend- 
able punctuality. The increase in the amount of collections corresponded to an 
increase in the number of households and was due partly to more careful collection 
and partly to the return of people to their old homes. The increase took place 
in every district in Upper Burma, except Pyinmana, and was most marked in Man- 
diay, Sagaing, the Chindwin districts, Myingyan, Minbu, and Magwe. In 
M the increase was specially large, the number of the householders assessed 
to thathameda having sisen from 25,722 in 189-90 to 37,969 In the year of 
report. The outstandings at the end of the year amounted to Rs. 2,10,851 and 
were contributed srthicl valle by the Shwebe (Rs. 13,811), Sagaing (Rs. 42,108), 
Upper Chindwin (Rs. 47,729), Pakékku (Rs. 47,276), and Magwe (Rs. 18,229) 
districts. The decrease which took place in Pyinmana was due to the pacifica- 
tion of Magvwe, yer families which fled to Pyinmana when Magwe was disturbed 
having retumed to their homes when quiet was restored. 
218. The total revenue demand from State lands was Rs. 7,55,579 against Rs. 
sane, 818,060 in the previous gs the total collections 
including arrears were Rs. 8,18,467 against Rs. 
,192 in that year. The falling off in the demand took place principally 
in Mandalay (from Rs. 266,022 to Rs. 1,62,716), Myingyan (from Rs. 27,859 
to Rs. 15,215), and Pakékku (from Rs. 77,013 to Rs. 67). On the other 
hand there were large increases in Katha (from Rs. 1,820 to Rs. 25,280), Sagaing 
(from Rs. 29,542 to Rs. 67,066), Kyauksé (from Rs. 3,02,280 to Rs. 3,7,885), 
and Yamé (from Rs. 8,808 to Rs. 13,336). The yreat falling off in the 


Thathameda cor house-tar, 
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Mandalay division was due tu protracted drought and consequent poor crops. 
The decrease in Pakoékku and Myingyan was nominal and due to a change in the 
date of collecting the revenue. The increases which took place were due to the 
extension of the area of State lands in the districts mentioned. 

219. The only districts in which salt works of importance are carried on are 
Shwebo, Sayainy, and the Lower Chindwin. The 
revenue of the year amounted to Rs. 14,480 against 
Rs. 9,535 in the precediny year. The increase was contributed principally by the 
Lower Chindwin district and was due to an increase in the rates of composition 


duty. 


Salt. 


220. The principal items of miscellaneous revenue in Upper Burma are the 
fishery revenue and the irrigation-tax. The fishery 
revenue increased frum Rs. 1,57,250to Rs. 2,00,793, 
each district contributing towards the incrcasc, except Myingyan and Pakokku 
and the whole of the Eastern division where there were slight decreases. The 
principal increases took place in Katha (from Rs. 25,795 to Rs. 37,307), Sa- 
gaing (from Rs. 17,866 to Rs. 34,580), and the Lower Chindwin (from Rs. 4,720 
to Rs. 8,299). The irrigation tax yielded Rs. 97.932 against Rs. 77,823. In 
Kyauksé, which contributes the bulk of this revenue, the increase was from Rs. 
35,557 to Rs. 68,235. The extension of irrigation works in Upper Burma, which 
is now beiny carried out, will result in the rapid extension of irrigation revenue. 
The other items of miscellaneous revenuc are insignificant. 

221. Rupees 1,45,325, bearing interest at 6} per cent., were advanced fer 
agricultural purposes in Upper Burma in 1890-91, 
the districts in which advances were most largely 
made being Katha, the Upper Chindwin, Pakokku, Minbu, Magwe, and Yaméthin. 

222. The stamp revenue of Upper Burma increased from Rs. 1,98,635 in 
1889-90 to Rs. 2,331,109, the greater part of the in- 
crease, namely, Rs. 25,078, being contributed by 
court-fee stamps. The increase which took place in Upper Burma was a satisfac-

Eight licenses for the, wholesale vend of opium were issued against 18 in 1889-90, 
and 16 for retail vend as in the previous year. ‘The quantity of foreign opium 
imported fell from 5,509 seers in 1889-90 to 1,094 seers in 1890-91 ; the quantity 
of Government opium issued to licensed vendors increased from 746 to 1,814 
seers. There were large variations in several districts between the revenue 
realized in 1890-91 and that obtained in 1889-90. The revenue of the Mandalay 
district iucrcased by Rs. 15,991, while that of the Kyauks district fcll from 
Rs. 10,032 to Rs. 6.392 an of Yaméthin from Rs. 16,360 io Rs. 7,542. The 
increase in Mandalay was due to the substitution of Government for imported 
opium. In Kyauksé, on the other hand, the amount of Government opium taken 
out by the farmer decreased from 3o1 to 46 seers, and in Yaméthin from 385 to 
155 seers. The fact that the falling off in imports of opium was not counter- 
balanced by the increase in the issues of Government opium indicated the exist- 
ence of smuggling on a large scale. Special measures have been adopted to deal

Receipts from imported liquor remained practically stationary, while receipts from 
distillery liquor increased, and those from country spirits and tari diminished. 
These figures reflect the change in the excise system of Upper Burma which was 
made in 1890-91. This change consisted in the substitution of the central distillery 
for the outstill system. Two distilleries were licensed during the year, one at Man- 
dalay and the other at Pakokku, there having been none in 1889-90. The number 
of outstill licenses, 1.¢., licenses for the manufacture and sale of country spirit, was 
reduced from 32 to 6 and no licenses were issued for the manufacture of country 
spirits in a Government distillery. The number of such licenses issued in 1889-go 
was 5 and the sum realized by them was Rs. 80,631. The net result of the change 
was a diminution in Government revenue of almost a lakh, the increase in receipts 
from distillery liquor, Rs. 97,476, having failed to counterbalance the fall in 
receipts irom country spirits, Rs. 1.58,336. The decrease in receipts from liquor 
was contributed princioally by the Mandalay distvie:, where reecipts ronal seurees 
fell from Rs. 1,41,213 to Rs. 78,825; Minbu, where they fell from Rs. 31,763 to 
Rs. 14,359, and the Eastern division, where they fell from Rs. 71,666 to 
Rs. 38,730. 

225. The number of offences against the Excise law reported in 1890-91 was 
531 against 340 in 1889-go, the number of persons 
convicted 504 against 321, the number imprisoned 
101 against 50 in the previous year.

2.—Finance. 


Lower Biurma, 


226. Theie has been no change inthe terms of the Provincial contract with 
the Government of India during the year i890-91. The contract for 1889-99, 
which was a continuation ot the previous one with certain modifications already 
explained in the last year’s report, was continued during the year under review. 


The Provincial accounts resulted in a surplus of Rs. 10,65,750, which was 
better than that of the previous year by Rs. 4,25,030. The net result of the trans- 
actions of the District Cess Funds was a surplus of Rs. 1,36,100, which exceeded 
the surplus of the previous vear by Rs. 1,09,430. 


The remarkable growth in the revenues of Lower Burma was noticed 
last year.. That growth has continued. It is due largely to the good harvests 
and prosperity the country has enjoyed the last two years, and also to the peace- 
ful and settled state of the country now that oe urma has been annexed and 
pacified. The increase in the area of arable and assessable land, extensive sur- 
veys, growth of population, increased sales of opium, large importations of salt, 
liquor, and kerosine oil, the introduction of the Income-tax Act, expansion of Rail- 
way traffic, and the opening up of communications have all contributed towards 
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it. The subjoined table shows the growth of revenue and expenditure and the 
surplus from the year of the annexation :—

Salt revenue shows an improvement of Rs. 2,67,090, due to the enhancement 
of the rate of composition duty and to larger importations from Germany than in 
1889-90. ‘ Stamps” shows increase of Rs. 7,720, chiefly under Court-tee stamps. 


The improvement under Excise was chiefly due to larger sale of excise opium, 
to better receipts from license fees fur the vend of country fermented liquor 
(hlawzayé) and tari, and to an increase of Re. 1 in the rate ot duty on liquor. 

Customs increased by Rs. 15,16,980 owing to large shipments of rice to 
Japan and other Eastern countries. 

Assessed taxes show an increase of Rs. 15,360. Forests fell off by Rs. 
2,28,520 owing toa fall in price of timber in the home mar«ets and to a decline in 
receipts from cutch. The receipts under Civil Works were better by Rs. 20,740. 

On the expenditure side increases occurred under Refunds, Land Revenue, 
General Administration, Ecclesiastical, Political, and Scientific and Other Minor 

- Departments, while there was a decrease under Forests, Military Works, Civil

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Works, and Special Defence works. The increased expenditure of ae! 29,140 
under Refunds was chiefly under Salt, Customs (Exports), and ae Taxes 
owing to larger receipts from the duty. here was also an exceptiona refund 
of income-tax to the Irrawaddy Flotilla Company. Land Revenue shows an in- 
creased outlay of Rs. 1,02,160 due tolarger payment of commission on land revenue 
collections, owing to incrcascd receipts and to expansion of survey operations. 


The decrease in expenditure of Rs. 1,22,090 under Forests was due toa 
decrease in the demand for timber. 


The increase of Rs. 18,450 under General Administration was chiefly under 
Account offices owing to acting arrangements in conscquence of the absence of 
the Comptroller and two Assistant Compirullers on privilege leave and to ad- 
ditional establishment sanctioned by the Government of India.

The figures for the last year show a decided increase in the circulation of all de- 
nominations of notes as compared with the last and previous years particularly in 
the case of notes of the smaller denominations.

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VI.—VITAL STATISTICS AND MEDICAL SERVICES. 


The Census. 


239. The census of Burma as of the rest of the Indian Empire was taken 
onthe night of the 26th Feburary 1891. The operations were especially interest- 
ing from the fact that the lately annexed province of Upper Burma was for the 
first time included in the Imperial census. Special arrangements were made for 
the prompt compilation of the returns and, notwithstanding the difficulties caused 
by imperfect communications, and, in Upper Burma, the novelty of the work, 
the figures of the population hy sexes werc compiled by the District Officers 
with, in most instances, piais¢worthy accuracy and despatch. ‘lhe first return 
was received on the 2nd March from the President, Rangeon Municipality, and 
the last on the 23rd March from Mergui. The delay in this case was due: tu the 
absence of telegrap!nc communication with the district. Except in one district, 
the returns were prepared generally with great accuracy. [n Upper Burma espe- 
cially the figures were compiled with great care. The sudden rebellion of the 
Wuntho Sawbwa at one time threatened to imperil the success of the census 
operations in the Katha, Shweho, Ye-u, and Upper Chindwin districts; but the 
difficulties caused by the disturbances were successfully overcome. 

240. ‘Lhe total population of Upper and Lower Burma, inclusive of the Srate 
of Wuntho, but exclusive of the Shan States, is now returned as 7,722,053; the 
population of the tributary Shan States reaches 375,961; the total population 
of the whale province is 8,098,014. The population of Lower Burma has grown 
rapidly since 1872, in which year the first census was taken.

10 years, But a large part of the apparent increase in the population between 
1872 and 1881 was due to more careful enumeration on the occasion of the 
census of 1881, The census wes taken with much greater care and accurarcy 
in 1881 and fewer people escaped enumeration. Accordingly the return of 1881 
showed a very large increase over the admittedly incomplete return of 1872. 
Another cause of the diminution in the rate of increase is to be traced to the 
annexation of _pper Burma. Now that the whole of Burma is under British 
rule the tide of immigation into Lower from Upper Burma has. received a check. 
Restrictions on trade and liberty in Upper Burma have been removed, while on 
the.vihe: hale Ch appa LOW a. loser granted in Lower 
Burma to the newly arrived Upper Burmaimmigrant. Morcovecr since the upper 
province has been reduced to order large numbers of those who had settled in 
Lower Burma have returned to their former homcs in urder to secure to them- 
selves their rights to the land they had formerly possessed. The statement 
given above shows that the increase in 10 years is at the rate of 24°67 per cent. 
This means that the population has grown annually at the rate of 2°23 per cent., 
and if this rate of increase be maintained the population of Lower Burma will be 
doubled in 31°42 years. The grand total of the Indian Empire as taken at the 
census of 1891 shows an increase of 12°34 per cent. Or ine iaftgci provinces 
Madras returns the highest percentage of increase next to Burma, namely, 15°50 
per cent., while in Bengal and the North-West Provinces the chat aa barely 
exceeds 6 per cent. for the decennial eriod. In Lower Burma itsel the rate 
of increase varivs greatly. In the wild hill tracts of Salween and Northern 
Arakan the population is almost stationary, while i Théngwa the population 
rose from 284,063 in 1881 to 446,076 in 1891, or §7°c3 percent. This abnormal 
increase js due to the immense extensien of cultivatiun which has taken place in 


the last 10 years.

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242. The large increase in Thayetmye is due tn part to the fact that that 
district now includes tne Taingda, Minhla, and Sinbaungwe townships which were 
part of Upper Burma before the annexation. 

243. Of the chief towns of the lower province, Rangoon shows the greatest 
actual and propertional increase. The population is now returned at 180,324, 
showing an increase of 46,148 or 34°393 es cent. for the decennial period and 
3 per cent. perannum. The percentage of increase of the population of Ran- 

oon between the years 1872 and 1881 was returned as 35°85, which was slightly 
ess than the general rate of increase for the whole province during the same 
period. The following statement gives the population of the 1g most important 
towns of the province :— 
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244. Part of the increase in Henzada is due probably to better enumeration. 
The abnormal increase in Pegu is due partly to natural growth owing to the open- 
ing oi the Sittang Valley railway and the selection of the town for the head- 
quarters of the Pegu district, but chiefly to the fact that the large village Zainga- 
naing on the uther side of the Pegu river 1s now included within the town limits. 
he total urban pupulation of the Gi muiupaiities and Lewns of the province is 
returned as of0.20¢. beine nearly 124 per cent. of the whole panulation 
248. The fellowing table shows the numbeis uf the varivuus races in Burma 
and the increase in Lower Burma since 1881 -— 
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246, It will be seen that Burmese and Talaings, who arc grouped together 
for the purpose of comparison with the tigures of the last report, increased 22°58 
per cent, against 310 per cent. at the preceding census. This increase barely 
exceeds that of thc Karens whose numbers are not swelled by immigration and 
whose growth is therefore due to natural causes. 

247. The extraerdinary inercasc in the number of Chinese, which amounts 
to 146 percent. since 1881, is no doubt chiefly due to better enumeration at this 
census. Every efiort wasmade to secure a careful return, and the leadmg Chinese 
elders of Rangoon lent their assistance. The Chinese themselves were employed 
as much as possible, and this in patt accounts for the increase. The increase of 44% 
per cent. in the strength of the races that come from india is due almost entirely 
to immigration. The number of Shans has also greatly increased, an increase 
which may be atiributed in great measure to the disturbances which prevailed in 
the Shan States until 1888 and which causer] large numbers of the inhabitants to 
emigrate to Lower Burma. The increase of 57 per cent. does not probably denote 
all ihe actual gain of the lewer province from Shan immigration because year 
by year large numbers of the Shan population are assimilated to the Burmans 
amongst whom they live, whose daughters they marry, and whose customs they 
adopt. 

os The number of occupied houses in Lower Burma was increased from 
677,362 to 869,132, being an increase of 191,770 or 28°31 percent. The increase 
was due in part to more accurate enumeration, the enumeration of houses at thc 
cénsus of 1881 not having been conducted on any fixed principle. {n 18g1 instruc- 
tions were issued to distinguish between “ buildings” which conte'ned one and 
those that contained more than one house. Great care was taken in Rangoon 
and in most districts in carrying out these instructiuns, and this circumstance 
accounts for the disproportionate increase in the number of occupied houses 
compared with the increase in the population. There are altogether 1,430,859 
occupied houses in the province, which means that there are on an average 
5°39 persons living in each house, which is slightly Icss than the density 
recor ed at the preceding census. 

249. As might he expected the density of the pepultion por square mal. 
Valles preauy brom uisimet to district, tn the partially explored district of Upper 
Ciundwin, where the area is estimated at 19,000 square miles, there are only on an 
average 5°14 inhabitants to cach square mile, whereas in the delta of the Irra- 
waddy, Tharrawaddy, which is the most densely populated of the rural districts, 
contains 172°51 inhabitants to the square mile. The returns of the Mandalay 
district show a distribution of 178 inhabitants to the square mile, but it must be 
remembered that this density is due to the fact that the population of Mandala 
city is included in that of the district. Henzada with 165, Hanthawaddy wit 
137, Sagaing with 135 persons tothe square mile come next in order after I harra- 
waddy in the density of their population. In 1872 there were in the whole of 
Luwe Durina on an Average 31°5 persons living on every square mile. The 
returns of 1881 show that the density had risen to 42°8, and in 1891 the returns 
show 51°88 inhabitants for each square mile of territory in the lower province. 

250. here were in 1891 in Burma 3,935,265 men and 3,786,788 women, 
that 1s to say, out of every 10,000 inhabitants enumerated 5,096 were males and 
4,904 were females. The corresponding figures for the whole of India in 1881 
Were 5,105 males and 4,895 females. The preponderance of men over women 
in India is due probably to the known disinclination of certain races to make re- 
turns of their women, but there is no such difficulty in cbhtaining trac information 
regarding the female population in Burma. The explanation of the preponder- 
ance of males in Burma is to be found in the fact that the population of Burma 
has been largely recruited by the influx of male immigrants from India and China. 
In Lower Burma the number of males excceds the number of females by 
265,905. That is to say, out of every 10,000 inhabitants in Lower Burma 5,28! 

are men and 4,719 are women. The figures of the preceding census show 
that out of every 10,000 persons 5,328 were men and only 3,672 were women. 
There has thus been a considerable proportional increase in the number of women 
since 1881. This increase in the proportionate number of women in spite of the 
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fact that most of the immigrants are men is only to be explained by the supposi- 
tion that a larye number of women escaped enumeration at the preceding census 
of 1881, or that a certain number of Upper Burman male immigrants have since 
the annexation returned to their former homes, Local inquiries instituted in 
various Upper Burman districts have shown that the latter is probably the true 
explanation. But while there are more men than women in Lower Burma women 
outnumber the men inthe upper province. Out of every 10,000 persons 4,808 
are men, while 5,192 are women. The explanation of this inconsistency in the 
returns of Upper and Lower Burina is to be found in the fact that the male popu- 
lation of Lower Burma is largely increased by immigration from Upper Bumnna, 
India, and China, while no such immigration takes place into Upper Burma. 
251. The following statements show the strength of the various religions in 
Upper aud Lower Burma as compared with those of 1881 :—

252. From this statement it appcars that Buddhists comprise more than go 
per cent., Mussalmans 34, Natworshippers and Hindus about 2;, and Christians 
about 13 per ceni. of ihe tuial pupulaiiva of Upper aid Lower Burma. In Lower 
Burma the statement shuws that in the last ten years the proportion of Buddhists 
has been maintained as they still form nearly 87 per cent. of the whole population. 
The Natworshippers' have only slightly increased and accordingly form only 
instead of 4 per cent. of the population of the lower province. On the other han 
Christians have increased at a faster rate than the provincial average and now 
form nearly 24 instead of only 2 per cent. as in 1881. The increase 1s undoubt- 
edly due to the conversions effected by the labour of the Missionarics amongst 
the Karen tribes who form the bulk of those returned as Natworshipp rs. The 
Mahomedans have, like the Buddhists, maintained their relative position, but 
Hindus, owing no doubt to the increase from immigration, have risen from 2 to 3 
per cent. of the total population of Lower Burma. 

253. As in the case of religions the returns by education are available for 
only 7,605,560 of the total population. Of those enumerated out of every thousand 
32 were returned as under instruction, 210 as being able to read and write, and 756 
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® Th | population given in this statement is less than the population given im the general statement 
ol Kapulation’ hse it sel ible to enumerate oo by religions fi certain outlying tracts. The 
religions of these parts are Buddhism and spirit (nat) worship. As

as illiterate. These returns not only compare most favourably with the rest of 
India, but correspond very closely with the returns of Lower Burma in 1881, 
notwithstanding the fact that the inhabitants of Upper Burma are included in 
these returns. As might therefore bc expected the returns of the lower province 
taken apart show that an advance has been made in the spread of education. Of 
every thousand persons 31 are returned as learning, 22! as able to read and write, 
and 748 as illiterate, although special instructions were issued to include as liter- 
ate only those who could both read and write. 

254. The figures of the present census show that 6,883 persons were returned 
as insane, 4,157 as deaf-mutes, 15,234 as blind, and 5,103 as being lepers. These 
figures do not include the infirmitics of those iimabiting the cxcluded tracts 
regarding whom these statistics could not be collected. In other words out of 
every 10,000 persons g were returned as insane, 5 as deaf-mutes, 20 as blind, 
and 6 as lepers, or a total of 40 afflicted with these infirmities. The return for 
the whole ot India as taken by the preceding census of 1881 shows that there 
were on an average 4 insanes, g deaf-mutes, 24 blind, and 6 lepers, or a total of 
43 persons thus afflicted out of every 10,000 persons enumerated. In Lower 
Burma out of every 10,000 persons 6 were returned as insane, 3 as deaf- 
mutes, g as blind, and 6 as lepers, These figures compare favourably with the 
returns of the preceding census when 9 were returned as insane, 6 as deaf-mutes, 
15 as blind, and 7 as lepers out of every 10,000 persons enumerated. The im- 
provement is due to greater care in excluding persons only partially afflicted with 
these infirmities. The Upper Burmaschedules show that a much larger proportion 
of those enumerated are returned as afflicted. In every 10,000 persons there are 
12 insane, 8 deaf-mutes, 36 blind, and 7 Icpers. It is possible that the return of 
persons blind in both eyes has been slightly exaggerated as blindness is the usual 
excuse put forward by those claiming exemption from taxation, and the definition 
of blindness has therefore been liberally interpreted by the inhabitants in Upper 
wi who naturally connect the collection of statistics with the future collection 
of revenue. 


Vital Statistics of the General Population. 
3s. Tn Tower Burma during che vear 82,759 births were registered agaist 
77,290 in 1889. Oj these 43,918 were births of males 
and 40,851 of females, the proportion of the number 
of births of each sex to one another being the same as in the previous year. The 
ratio of births to every thousand of the population varied from 13 to 37 in different 
districts, but there can he little doubt that this variation may be attributed more 
to the different degrees of attention to rules paid by the officials concerned with 
the registration of births than to any of those obscurer causes which affect the 
yearly supply of human beings. Similar variations appear in the returns of deaths 
registered ia the tower proviuce. Of these 63.591 were registered against 62,258 
in 1889, the ratio hetween the deaths of males and females being 13 to 10. The 
death-rate of the total population of Lower Burma was slightly higher than in 1889, 
being 17.40 against 17°07 per mille; in the 20 towns with populations of over 
5,000 the average death-rate rose from 34°28 to 36°01; but, calculated with 
reference to the preliminary returns of the ncw Census, the urban death-rate for 
1890 was 29°74. The ratios per mille for the different religions ranged from 
7°87 (Christians) to 38°83 (Hindus) ; but it is believed that the ratio of mortality 
of all except the Hindu es eae has been somewhai understated. No record 
of vital statistics is kept in Upper Burma. 
256. The number of dcaths from cholera during the ycar was smaller than for 
' __ the last 15 years. The figures given by the Sanitary 
Geet Nitory of the chef Commissioner show that the total of deaths for 1899, 
SESSSS. ° 
namely, 1,076, is less than half of the total for every 
year since 1875, except 1879, when the number r gistered was 1,828. The returns 
showing the mortality from smallpox were less satisfactory. Thr thousand six 
hundred and oye dae: people died during the year from smallpox, being more 
than threc times the number that succumbed to cholera during the same period 
and considerably more than the number that died from smallpox in ach year of 
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the last decade except 1880 and 1884. The 32,222 deaths which are ascribed to 
fever are more than the total of 1889, but much fewer than that of 1888, which is 
acknowledged to have been an exceptionally unhealthy year. 


Immigration and Emigration. 


257. -Jn the Arakan division the total number of tmmigrants by sea and 
land from places outside Burma was 5,620 against 1,513 in the previous year and 
of emigrants 4,913 against 1,593 in that year. As was remarked in last year’s 
report numbers enter and leave Akyab without being registered. No special 
cause can be assigned to the large increase in figures except perhaps the excep- 
tionally favourable rice season. The number of amiatants mto Rangoon town 
was 96,418, of emigrants 64,281. These numbers were considerably in excess of 
the numbers of 1889-go. The increase was probably due, as in Akyab, to a 
specially favourable rice season. The number of immigrants into Moulmein was 
35.497, of emigrants 29,240. During the year under report negociations were in 

rogress for the grant of a large area of !and in the Shwegy:n district toan Indian 
fandowsres with a view to encouraging the immigration of cultivators from the over- 
populated parts of Behar. One of the conditions of the lease is that go per cent. 
of the cultivators shall be natives of Behar. The grant was made shortly after 
the close of the year of report, but little progress has yet been made with the in- 
troduction of Indian settlers. At the beginning ot the year they numbered about 
100. 


Medical Relief (Lower Burma). 


258. The number of dispensaries in Lower Burtna was the same as in the pre- 
vious year, but the number of beds for in-patients was 
increased by 68. The total number of in-patients in 
Lower Burma hospitals increased from 15,805 to 17,421 and the r:umber of out- 
Natients from 233,689 to 245.380. Of the total number treated there was an 
increase of 4,833 in the Arakan, of 7,059 1n the Irrawaddy, and of 2,526 inthe Ten- 
asserim division, while in the Pegu division there was a decrease of 1,111. Out of 
all the patients the Burinese numbered 129,803, or more than half the total. There 
Wand deers) Te beth Materand miner aperations; of the farmer there were 
cnly 277. The total expenditure of the province decreased by Rs. 9,186, namely, 
from Rs. 2,24,526 to Rs. 2,515,340. The average cost of each patient’s diet was 
less, but the total expense for this item was Rs. 3,823 more than in the previous 
year. The provincial expenditure on European medicines fell from Rs. 39,422 to 
Rs, (4.737. The income from subscriptions amounted to Rs. 7,902. 

259. The Ranyvon Lunatic Asylum is the only institution of the kind in the 

province. The large increase in the number of crimi- 
nal lunatics in the Asylum, caused by the orders which 
‘require junatics of this class to be detained under observation for some time 
atter they thev have recovered, icnders it ncccssary cither to enlarge the present 
buildings or to establish a new Asylum elsewhere It has heen decided to binld 
anew Asylumin Mandalay. Steps were taken during the year of report to transfer 
as many lunatics as could be conveniently received to asylums in other provinces. 
The number of lunatics admitted during the year was 96, the number discharged 
was 57, and at the close of the year the number remaining was 257 as compared 
with 258 at the close of the preceding year. The year appears to have been 
exceptionally unhealthy, no less than 40 patients havmg died, a number much larger 
than in any previous year. The total expenditure of the year amounted te Rs. 36,561, 
= which Re 8 883 were received from paying patients, including the payments 
made by the several Municipal Committees for the maintenance ot their pauper civil 
lunatigs. The net profits of the manufactures camed on at the Asylum amounted 
to Rs. 5,545 and the net cost of the Asylum amounted to Rs. 12,467-6-7. 


Medical Relief (Upper Burma), 


260. Thenumber of dispensaries in Upper Burma was increased by two which 
were opened at Madaya in the Mandalay district tn June 1890 and at Myittha in 
the Kyauksé district in January. A small out-patient dispensary was established

The headquarters civil hospital at Tamu was 
aan 7 xe eater of the pclice naan at that station into a regiment, 
There were in all 99,412 patients treated, or 29,260 more than in the prcvious 
year. | There was an improvement at all hospitals exrept Bhamo, Katha, Merktila, 
and Wundwin. Accommodation for in-patients was increased by 42 beds for males 
and 17 for females., There were 81 major operations performed during the year. 
Of the paticnts treated, 59,811 were Burnans, 13,!04 Mahomedens, and 14,373 
Hindus. Subscriptions somewhat increased but still amounted only to Rs. 1,986. 
The total expenditure was Rs. 1,17,932. the expenditure on establishments and 
English medicines being less, and that on bazaar medicines, diets, and miscellaneous 
charges greater than in 1889-90. — 

ne The Mandala Manictaallty have spent Rs. 35,885 on the building of 
their new hospital and Rs. 12,783 on the maintenance of the old institutiuns. 
In most places the Government has borne all the expenditure, but the Munici- 
palities of the Southern division contributed Rs. 2,475 between them. ; 

262. The health of the military police has decidedly improved since the previ- 
ous year. Therate of deaths per thousand has tallen 
from 25 to 16°7 and the rate of daily sick from 661 
to 55°7._ In seven battalions only was the death-rate over 20 per mille of the aver- 
age strength. At K yauksé the death-rate was 233 and the invaliding rate 12°96 
per thousand. Both were exceedingly high considering that the district was not 
disturbe and that the men were not required to expose themselves, but both rates, 
though high, are better than the rates of 1889, which were 24°8 and 68:24 res- 

ctively. The Katha death-rate fell from 34°4 to 25°5 and the invaliding rate 

rom 18°57 to 146 per thousand. The total expenditure on Upper Burma police 
hospitals fell from Rs. 1,51,864, to Rs. 1,47,846; but, as the average strength of 
the Police fell from 18,280 to 17,779 the decrease in cost was not more than pro- 
portionate t» the decrease in strength. 


Sanitation, 


263. Nolarge sanitary works were begun during the year, but various works 
of minor importance were executed. The Shone and 
Ault drainage system has been working since the end 
a Apri tog om these parts of Rangoon to which it has been extended. ‘The 
Bassein conservancy tramway, commenced in 1889, was practically completed 
during the year. The question of an adequate watcr-supply for the town of 
Mandalay occupied the attention of the Municipal Committee, but no satisfactory 
conclusion was arrived at. The Bunna Sanitary Board had under its consider 
ation several important questions. The chief of these were the framing of general 
rules for rural sanitation and the project of obtaining from India the services of a 
qualitied Engineer tu carry out a sanitary survey of the principal municipal towns 
of Lower Burma Definite oroposals on this second head were made to and 
accepted by the Municipalities concerned, and a scheme was drawn up showing 
the general work to be performed by this othcer and the means to be placed at 
his disposal for performing it. At present, however, no one has been appointed to 
the post ; no Engineer was available trom the provincial staff, and the services of 
a competent officer have been sought elsewhere and not yet secured. The framing 
of rules for improving the sanitary condition of villages is still under the consider- 
ation of the local Government.

Vaccination, 
264. The number of persons vaccinated in Lower Burma increased from 
Lower Biante 120,5§2 to 140,321. The greatest percentages of 
’ success In primary cases were achieved in the Pegu 


district (90), Hanthawaddy district including Rangoon (g2,) Amherst including 
Moulmein Town (91), Shwegyin (93), and Toungoo (97). The percentage for 
the whole province in primary cases was 85°38. In dispensary cases the per- 
centage of successful primary vaccinations was 76°56 and in re-vaccinations 
55:26. Five more vaccinators were employed than in 1889-90. The total cost 
of the special vaccination staff was Rs. 32,485 and the average cost of each suce 
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cessful case was Rs. 0-4-9. The Vaccination Actwas extended during the year 
to the municipal tuvus of Paungdé, Sanduway, Ngathainggyaung-Daungyy;, 
and Prome. In Prome, where in 1888 ihe opposition was so great as to pre- 
vent the extension of the Act, the motivn to apply to the local Pcmment was 
carried in the Municipal Comuinittee by seven to five. Rules were framed under 
the Act fur Paunydt, Sandoway, Prome, Tavoy, aud Shwegvin during the year. 
265. The number of vaccinaters cinploved in Upper Burma was increased by 
overt two and the number of persons vaccinated rose from 
pper Burma. : ‘ ro 
29,707 to 37.956. In the Shan States vaccination 
made little progress. Some of the Chiefs arc positively oppgsed to it and the 
mass of the people are indifferent if not hostile. ‘Uhe cost of the Special Vaccina- 
tion Department was Rs. 8,158 and the average cost per successtul case was 
Rs. o-g-2. Loo littic verification was performed vy Civil Surgeons in Upper Burma. 
At the close of the year,on the 14th March 1891, the Vaccination Act was 
extended to Upper Burma. 
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VIL—INSTRUCTION. 





Education (Lower Burma). 


266. The number of educational institutions in Lower Burma classed as 
public fell from 3,099 to 2,879, and the number of 
their pupils from 94,004 to 84,430. The tallhng off 
is mainly under Indigenous Primary schuuls, which shuw a lave devicase of 219 
schools and 9,1$4 pupils. The faling off In pupils is accounted] for by the fact 
that the Deputy Inspectors’ recording visits had tor special reasons to be post- 
poned and were in many cases made cluring the drv season of the year when the 
attendance at the district schools was al its lowest. This and the removal [rom 
the public list of a number of monastic schools which were unable to fulil 
the conditiuns of registration caused a large apparent reduction in primary edu- 
cation. ‘She total number of pupils under tuition in High English schools was 
2,820, an advance of 492 on the corresponding figures for 1889-90. Part of this 
increase was rea! and is attributable to the raising of St. Patrick’s Mission school 
to the gth Standard grade. Part was nominal and is due to the inclusion in the 
returns of the Middle and Primary departments of the Rangoon High school - 
which beture were shown as separate schools. ‘This transfer alsv accounts for an 
apparent decrease of 762 pupils under Middle English schools. The number of, 
and the, attendance at, special schools increased from 472 to 568, and the total 
number of pupils undergoing a course of instruction at the Rangoon College 
was 25 aginst 23 in the previous year. The number of private institutions was 
2,888 wiih 30,867 pupils against 2,967 with 35.003 pupils in the previous year. 
The cause of the falling off in these schools ts not explained. 

The following table shows the number of pupils taught in Lower Burma 
for the past five years :— 
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The year 1890-91 was a period of change in educational matters. New 
standards of examination caine into force and the Grant-in-aid Rules for Anglo- 
Vernacular schools were revised. 

267. The total direct expenditure on education during 18@0-91 was Rs. 
6.47.460. The indirect expenditure aggregated Rs. 
2,70,738. Of the Rs. 60,397 py which the total expen- 
diiute divin all suuiecs in SGo-yi excceded the sanic total for 1889-90 Rs. 26,636, 
of teatty one-half, consisicd ft net Government expenditure. The principal item 
in this total of Rs. 26.636 was a sum of Rs. 25,290, which represents the excess 
of the expenditure on buildings incurred in 18g0-g! over the corresponding outlay 
in 1889-90. A vei large portion of this outlay was incurred in repairs and altcra- 
tions to the Rangoon College. The expenditure in secondary, primary, and 
female education remained practically unchanged, that on special education in- 
creased by some Rs. 4,000, and that on collegiate instruction decreased to a rather 
greater extent. The increase in expenditure on special education was due to ad- 
ditional grants made to the technical school at Bassein, and ihe decrease in 
College expenditure was caused by changes in the College staff. There wasa 
total increase of Rs. 14,357 in feereceipts for the year as compared with 1889-90. 
Of this total increase Govemment and Municipal schools are credited with nearly 
Rs. 13,000. Pure European education cost Rs. 66,434 during the year against 
Rs. 64,182 in 1889-90. The abolition of the system of Lower Primary scholar-

270. The number of Primary Anglo-Vernacular schools under inspection By. > 
the Education Department was 76 and the attendance 
at them 6,676. Indigenous aide: i schools—Burmese, 
Karen, and Mahomedan—decrcased from 3,009 to 2,778 and their pupils irdut. . 
84,030 to 74,781. This deerease is entirely due to the duminution in Burmese 
schools and pupils owing to causes already noticed. In spite of the unfavourabie | 
circumstances which had so marked an effect on Burmese schools the returns for 
Karen schools showed an increase of 695 pupils and 31 schouls, with an apprecia- 
ble increase in the number of passes gained in the Upper and Lower 7 
examinations. The work of Burmese primary schools resulted in 802 Upper and — 
2,234 Lower Primary passes. 

‘The results-grant system for indigenous schools worked well during the year. 
Applications for salary- -grants steadily 1 increased in proportion to the extension of 
the tee system throu; chout the province. The operation of the te ‘1OUS systems for y 
the grant of teachers’ certificates was satisfac tory, and the supply of certificated 
teachers in Lower Burma was below the demand. The Karen schools were x 
generally ina flourishing condition and increased in number by 31.

275. Seven Mission schools, of which four were in Mandalay, sent up can- 
didates for the middle standards of examination 
and passed 38 out of 55:— These schools received 
rants under the Grant-in-aid Rules of 18go which were extended to Upper 
Parma: There are no Middle Vernacular schools at present. 

276. The Vernacular Primary schools which received aid from Government 
numbered altogether 445.

There are 
seven other schools which are attended by Europeans and Eurasians, but also 
admit natives. There are special schools for Mahomedans, Manipuris, and 
Kachins. Some of the Mahomedan schools show an inclination to start secular 
education, but most re merely religious schools. There is also one Chinese 
school in Mandalay.

Literature and the Press, 


280. One hundred and forty-nine publications were registered during the 
year against 165 in 1889. Of this total four were printed in Upper Burma. Classi- 
fied according to language there were 3 publications in English, 115 in Burmese, 
7 in Karen, 17 in Pali-Burmese, 5 in English-Burmese, 1 in Chinese-English, and 
1 in Shan-English-Burmese. Fourteen were of an educational and 135 of a non- 
educational character. Thirty-nine were classed as dramatic, 2 as Scientific, 51 as 
Religious, 24 as Poetical, 4 as Medical, 1 as Historical, 9 as Philological, i 2 as 
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pure Fiction. Theonly work of more than ephemeral interest is that entitled “ Ex- 
cellent Ancient Adages” which is worthy of notice as being the first work published 
in the Chinese character in Burma. 

Irrespective of the ony advertising sheets the number of periodicals pub- 
lished in Burma was 31. Of these 3 were published in the Arakan Division, 15 
in the Pegu Division, 8 in the Tenasserim Division, 2 in the Irrawaddy Division, 
and 3 in the Northern Division of Upper Burma. 


Arts and Sciences. 


281. There is nothing fresh of interest to record as regards the progress of 
the Arts and Sciences in the province. Purmesc silver ware continues to find a 
market both within and without the province, but there is nothing to show that the 


demand for works of Native art generally has increased to any remarkable ex- 
tent. 
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VIIIL—ARCHA-OLOGY. 


282. No Archzological work was done during the year, the post of Govern- 
ment Archzologist, which was rendered vacant by the lamented death of the late 
Dr. Forchhammer, having remained vacant. On Dr. Forchhammer’s death his 
collections were examined and it was found that he had left a number of photo. 
yraphs, impressions of inscriptions, plans and other materials for the reports on 
the antiquitics of Burma which he had projected. Since the close of the ycar 
these collections have been entrusted to Mr. Taw Sein Ko, a good Pali and 
Burmese scholar, for the purpose of publishing the various photographs and 
impressions of inscriptions left by Dr. Forchhammer and of elucidating them by 
notes and commentaries. Mr. Taw Sein Ko is at present engaged on this work 
and will, it is hoped, have completed it in the course of the next few months. 
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IX.—MISCELLANEOUS. 


Ecclesiastical. 


283. The Lord Bishop of Calcutta made his Metropolitan visitation of the 
diocese of Rangoon in February 1891, and onthe 
occasion of this visit made a tour in the upper 
province. A new church at Pegu was in course of erection during the year, but 
lack of funds prevented any further building opcrations on the new Cathedral at 
Rangoon. Sanction has been given to the demohtion of the Town Church and 
the sale of the site. The prucceds of the sale are tu be devoted to the completion 
of the new Cathedral, and the work has been commenced. 

284. In Upper burma the building of four churches, namely, those at Bhamo, 
Shwebo, Myingyan, and Meiktula was completed. 
There were no important changes during the year in 
the arrangements for the spiritual ministration of Upper Burma, but since its close 
steps have been taken to strengthen the staff of chaplains in the upper province 
by the transfer of two chaplains from the Madras Establishment and by grants 
to two clergymen of the Additional Clergy Society whose servicers have heen 
obtained from England for employment in Upper Burma.

Stationery. 


285. All Government stationery was obtained through the Superintendent of 
Stationery, Calcutta. The materials are not at present available for comparing 
the tutal expenditure incurred op stationery during 1890-91 with that incurred in 
188y-go, bul there is reason to belicve that the requirements of the census have 
caused an increased of expenditure. Various measures have been taken during 
the ycar to promote economy in stationery throughout both Upper and Lower 
Pateiy. T he Goverment Contra! 
to perfarm al! Government printing work. A scheme for the general revision of 
forms in the province will shortly be carried out. It is expected to effect a preat 
econumy both of time and money.
